RIGA,  Oct.  i. — Dr.  Alfred  Wood  Stickney,  the  American  min- 
ing engineer  who  has  been  held  in  jail  at  Moscow  by  the  Russian  Bol- 
sheviki  authorities,  arrived  here  today.  The  reason -given  for  his 
imprisonment  was  that  he  was  being  held  pendjng  identification.  He 
was  released  wi>hin  a  fortnight. 

Other  Americans  reported  to  be  m  prison  in  Moscow  included 
red^Boni,  of  Nev  York,^ormcrly  of  Soni  &  Li veright,  puWtshersr 


Royal  C.  Kelley,  engineer;  Estes  and  John  Flick,  moving  picture  men, 
charged  with  entering  Russia  without  soviet  permission;  Frank  Sam- 
bro,  of  Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  and  Xcnophon  B.  I^alamatiano,  formerly  of 
Racine,  Wis.,  and  Chicago,  ^alamatiano,  who  has  been  in  prison 
more  than  two  years,  recently  was  reported  To  be  in  bad  health,  but 
now  Is  much  Improved. 

Through  the  efforts  of  foreign  Red  Cross  organizations  the  Amer- 
ican prisoners  have  been  receiving  additional  food  allowances.  Food 
Is  bi}ng  sent  also  to  Americans  in  Moscow  who  are  not  in  prison. 

Among  the  Americans  in  Russia  who  are  anxious  to  leave  the 
country  are  Harold  Erna,  Edward  Carlson,  Samuel  and  Anna  Hop- 
woed,  Anna  Belling,  Jane  and  Flora  Hoffman,  Fred  Keyes,  Marion 
HIpman,  a  former  clerk  in  the  American  consulate-general's  oftice  at 
Moscow,  and  Dr.  William  Lambie  and  wife.  .• 

The  Bolshevik!  apparently  have  adopted  the  policy  of  allowing 
only  one  or  two  Americans  to  leave  Russia  at  the  same  time. 


PROMINENT  GERMANS 
TAKEN  INTO  CUSTODY 

BEiRLIN.  Oct.  2. — Prince  Gottfried 
Hohenlohe-LAngenburc,  with  other 
offlcera,  baa  been  arrested,  according 
to  the  newspapers,  on  a  charge  of  at- 
tempting to  secure  possession  of  two 
million  rtnes  left  behind  in  IfoUand 
during  the  retreat  of  the  German 
army  with  a  view  to  selling  them 
unlawfully.  The  prisoners  were  pro- 
visionally released  after  a  preliminary 
examination  by  the  public  prose- 
cutor. 

Prince  Langenburg  last  April  was 
fined  one  thousand  markaaifor  his 
connection  with  the  attaclc  on  mem- 
bers of  the  French  mission  in  the 
Hotel  Adlon  early  in  the  year.  This 
attack  was  led  by  Prince  Joachim  of 
Hohenzollern,  a  cousin  of  former 
Emperor  William.

A  note  of  despair  was  raised  by  a 
French  speaker,  who  said  that  not- 
withstanding the  meeting  was  well 
advertised  in  the  French  presa  and 
by  ciroulara,  French-Canadians  were 
not  present  to  prove  their  sincere  de- 
sire to  help  their  Russian  brothers. 
"WInnlpsg  does  well  and  gets  big 
collsotlanSk  an()  vln  the  States  they 
cannot  find  halls  big  enough  to  hold 
tnsetings,  but  In  Montreal  we  can 
never  And  a  hall  small  enough  to 
make  it  look  like  a.  good  meeting," 
he  said.

Russo-Esthontan   border. 

Two  commissaries  were  killed  in 
the  factory  outbreaks.  It  Is  declared. 
Nearly  all  the  factories  In  Petrograd 
are  affeotsd.  the  workmen  striking 
with  the  object  of  overturalhg  the 
'  fleviet  Oovemment.  according  to  the 
rsports. 

Largo  meetings  are  being  held 
alaong  the  troops  of  the  Western 
Bovtst  Army,  demanding  peace.  It  Is 
•ssertsd. 

Twelve  delegates  from  the  army 
Who  went  to  Moscow  to  urge  the 
making  of  peace,  however,  were  sum<- 
aaarily  shot.

SOVIET  OFFERS 


Returns  No  Answer  to  Proposal 
From  Moscow  for  Renuncia- 
tion of  Russian  Rigfits  ancl 
Concessions 


WASHINGTON,  Oct.  2.— Proffers 
of  the  Russian  Soviet  Government  to 
renounce  special  Russian  rights  and 
concessions  In^  China  have  not  been 
accepted  by  the  Chinese  Government, 
according  to  a  formal  statement 
issued  here  tonight  by  Dr.  Welling- 
ton Koo,  Chinese  Minister.  No  reply 
has  been  made  to  the  Russian  offer. 
Dr.  Koo  said,  and  the  recent 
Chinese  mandate  withdrawing  rec- 
ognition from  diplomatic  and  con- 
sular officers  sent  to  China  by  t^ie 
Kerensky  Government  of  Russia 
was  an  endeavor  to  clear  up  r-  dif- 
ficult situation  presented  by  the 
presence  of  these  representatives  of 
an  extinct  regime  on  Chinese  soil. 

"The  Chinese  Government  has  not 
accepted  any  of  the  soviet  offers  to 
restore  tho  concessions  and  special 
rights  which  were  wrung  from 
China  by  the  old  Russian  regime." 
Minister  Koq  said,  "because  it  did 
not  wish  to  depart  from  the  policy 
Of  acting  perfectly  in  accord  with 
the  United  States  and  other  Allied 
Governments.  Thero  is  less  danger 
of  Bolshevism  in  China  than  In  al- 
most any   other   country." 

BOSTON  WOOL  PRICE 
IS  SHOWING  DECLINE 

OTTAWA.  Oct  2.— Recent  reports 
to  the  sheep  division  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  indicate  a  fur- 
ther decline  in  the  Boston  wool  mar- 
ket as  a  result  of  a  general  price 
cutting  movement. 

The  fact  that  a  very  large  propor- 
tion of  this  year's  clip  is  still  under 
control  of  producers,  hovever.  la 
causing  speculators  some  anxiety. 

High  clothing  costs  are  being  at- 
tributed to  the  garment  makers,  ac- 
cording: to  reports  reaching  the  de- 
partment.

The 
United  States  has  protection  of  two 
cents  per  pound,  and,  notwithstand- 
ing this,  there  is  competition  from 
Mexico,  Germany  and  Spain  via 
England.  Canadian  producers  should 
have  at  least  that  much  protection, 
Mr.  Warren  said.  The  exchange 
situation  presented  another  diflfl- 
culty  in  competing  with  foreign  pro- 
ducers. 

Replying  to  a  question  put  by  Sir 
Henry  Drayton,  Mr.  Warren  said  he 
thought  industries  were  over- 
burdened with  taxes.  The  Province 
took  ten  per  cent  of  their  gross  in- 
come, less  certain  deductions,  which 
do  not  IncKide  depreciation  of  mine 
propwty  or  take  into  consideration 
money  borrowed  by  the  company 
outside  the  Province.  '  In  1919  taxes 
paid  by  his  firm  were  $150,000,  over 
16  per  cent  of  the  net  income.  The 
company  paid  10  per  cent  dividends, 
but  half  a  million  had  been  taken 
from   reserve  funds. 

•    Freight  Rate   Bearing 

The  increase  in  freight  rates,  Mr. 
Warren  contended,  amounted  to  a 
direct  contribution  to  the  railways, 
because  no  corresponding  increase 
In  selling  price  could  be  made.  Com- 
petitively, the  85  per  cent  Increase 
made  In  the  83  1-2  cents  per  100 
pound  rate  from  Trail  to  Montreal  is 
very  much  greater  than  the  corres- 
ponding increase  on  the  very  much 
lowef  freight  rate  in  effect  from  New 
Torkand  St.  Loulr  to  Montreal. 
Th©  company  felt  It  was  perhaps  un- 
reasonable to  expect  the  whole  diff- 
erence to  be  made  up  by  a  tariff 
increase,  but  the  disadvantage  of 
Capadian  companies  was  Illustrated, 
and  should  be  considered  by  the 
Government. 

Mr.  Noble  Binns,  president  of  the 
Trail  Board  of  Trade,  presented  a 
brief.  In  which  he  emphasized  the 
Importance  to  a  large  section  of 
British  Columbia  of  this  company's 
welfare.  About  2,500  men  are 
directly  employed,  while  the  popula- 
tion dependent  upon  the  comiMiny's 
operation  is  about  20,000.  Any 
serious  setback  to  this  industry 
would  be  nothing  short  of  disastrous 
to  this  section  of  the  Province. 
About  100  mines,  some  situated  is 
far  north  as  the  Arctic  Circle,  ship 
their  ores   to  the   Trail  smelter.

It  issued  a  statement  to  that  effect 
before  ever  an  appeal  was  filed.  Its 
Minister  of  Railways,  Hon.  Dr.  Reld, 
placed  Ws  seal  of  approval  on  the 
document  and  then  promptly  left 
for  England.  There  will  be  no  dis- 
allowance, and  there  will  be  no  sus- 
pension of  the  rates.  On  these  facts 
the  patient  public  might  as  well 
m«ike  up  its  mind.  But  that  the 
Government  will  at  least  do  some- 
thing is  the  expectation  here.  From 
present  indications  the  rates  will  be 
allowed  to  stand,  but  a  reference 
win  be  maHe  back  to  the  commis- 
sion, with  instructions  that  the  board 
institute  a  full  Inquiry  into  alleged 
disparities  which  exist,  with  a  view 
toward   their  removal. 

"The  present  order,  It  has  heen 
stated.  Is  temporary,  and  subject  to 
revision  by  the 'board  at  its  own  in- 
itiative. The  Government  will  likely 
take  the  position  that  this  view 
shall  prevail,  that  in  the  meantime 
an  inquiry  be  made  into  the  ques- 
tion of  discrimination  and  that  a  re- 
vision bo  ordered  Jn  the  light  of  such 
Inquffy  later.

The  authority  for  thin  statement  Is  a 
report  by  Staff-Sergeant  H.  S.  Clayi- 
of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted 
Police,  which  was  recently  received 
by  Col.  A.  B.  Perry,  Commissioner  at 
the  Royai  Canadian  Mounted  Police 
headquarters    here. 

Staff-Sergeant  Clay  tells  of  staying 
for  a  few  dayrf  at  the  Eskimo  village 
of  Nauhokguat,  where  he  found  18 
native  families  engaged  In  sealing 
operations.  The  village  was  two 
days'  sledge  Journey  from  Three 
River  detachment,  which  Is  the  most 
recently  opened  police  post  in  the 
vlolnlty  of  Coronation  Oulf.  and 
Staff-Sergeant  Clay  remarks  that  the 
natives  were  plentifully  supplied 
with  food  and  were  making  a  good 
catch   of  seals.  , 

"When  not  engaged  liv.aeallng."  ke 
reports,  "the  natives  hero  spend 
their  time  In/'dawclng.  and  have  built 
a  big  Igloo,  which  they  have  set 
aside    as   a   dance   hall." 

Sergeant  Clay  does  Uflt  mention 
whether  the  shimmy  Is  In  disfavor 
at  NauhokgUa,  or  whether  the  or- 
chestras have  the  full  number  of  in- 
struments.

Lord  Robert  Cecil  Says  Wrong 
Course  Has  Been  Taken  in 
Ireland — Sir  Edward  Car- 
son on  Reprisals, 


LONDON,  Oct.  2.  —  Lord  Robert 
Cecil,  in  a  letter  to  The  Times,  con- 
demna  the  reprlaala  in  Ireland,  and 
charges  the  Government  with  failure 
to  auppreaa  crime  or  punish  crim- 
inals. 

"The  republican  crime  outracea  aro 
bad  enough,  but  they  are  not  im- 
proved by  the  sporadic  acts  of  mur- 
der and  arson  committed  by  guard- 
ians of  the  law,"  he  writes.  "As  to 
the  suesestion  that  this  is  somethinR 
in  the  nature  of  a  warlike  operation, 
such  a  suRgention  is  an  aggravation 
of  the  original  offense. 

"Put  the  case  as  high  as  it  can  be 
put;  let  Ireland  be  considered  a  hos- 
tile country  In  the  military  occupation 
of  British  forces.  It  certainly  is  not 
under  martial  law,  and  even  if  it  were 
no  civilized  army  would  allow  its 
troops  to  range  over  the  country  car- 
rying out  casual  outrages  in  the  name 
of  military  punishment.  The  most 
that  would  be  sanctioned  would  be 
some  form  of  collective  punishments 
in  the  district  where  criifle  against 
the  occupying  army  had  been  com- 
mitted. They  would  be  carried  out 
regularly  and  strictly  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  army 
command,  and  would  be  proportioned 
to  the  offense  committed  and  the 
nccessUy  of  securing  the  safety  of 
the  army."

The  decision  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  the  United  States  to  or- 
ganize humane  educational  work  in 
America  and  every  foreign  country 
where  this  church  is  represented'  is 
regarded  as  one  of  the  most  Important 
undertakings  which  have  been  in- 
augurated by  any  body  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  mankind  and  the  recog- 
nition of  the  rights  of  animaK-i. 

His  Eminence  Pope  Benedict  XV. 
has  issued  instructions  to  all  parish 
priests  to  preach  against  every  form 
of  cruelty  to  animals  and  to  en- 
courage humane   principles. 

At  a  railway  station  in  Slmbirak, 
the  Bolsheviks  shot  the  famous  Ru«- 
filan  trotter  Krepysh.  This  horse's 
records  have  hitherto  been  unbeaten. 
He  formerly  belonged  to  Counlcsa 
Tolstoi  and  the  celebrated  sportsman 
and  horse  breeder,  M.  Shapnnal,  and 
was  shot  for  being  a  "bourgeois" 
borne.  This  Is  another  sample  of  the 
senseless  "executions"  carried  out 
under  Bolshfvlk  rule. 

Recent  epidemics  have  turned  pub- 
lic attention  to  the  rat  as  tho  bearer 
of  and  disseminator  of  disease,  and  a 
vigorous  crusade  against  this  rodent 
has  been  Inaugurated.  No  creature, 
probably  has  fewer  friends,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  some  varieties 
of  his  class  have  been  domentinated. 
No  one  can  deny  that  he  is  intelligent 
and  clever,  cunning,  brave,  affection- 
ate, and  full  of  resource.  It  is,  never- 
theless, a  rather  [Serious  reflection  that 
very  much  of  this  trouble  we  have 
brought  on  oufselves  by  an  impolitic 
and  most  unjustiflable  Interference 
with  nature's  balance  of  power.  The 
British  mustelidae.  Including  ferrets, 
stoats,  weasels,  etc.,  appear  to  have 
been  specially  commissioned  to  keep 
down  the  rat.  Cine  single  stoat  will 
account  for  hundreds  of  ^ats  In  one 
year.  The  extermination  of  this 
species  will  have  its  effect.  It  Is  a 
serious  matter  when  shortsighted 
man  dares  to  interfere  with  the  plans 
of  Provldenc*.  The  result  Is  often 
disastrous,  and  not  unfrequently  re- 
colls  upon  man  himself,  and  In  his 
impotence  he  is  driven  to  his  wits' 
end  to  devise  means  of  ridding  him- 
self of  the  nuisance.  Today  the  stoat 
Is  more  or  less  of  a  rarity,  and  simul- 
taneously with  the  reduction  of  this 
useful  little  creature  the  common 
barndoor  or  brown  owl,  the  kestrel, 
the  sparrow-hawk,  the  peregrine  and 
the  harrier  have  fallen  before  the  gun 
of  th«  gamekeeper. — Animal  World.

8ora^  aMuranceB  that  efforts  will 
M  ni«de  to  provWe  employment  dur- 
ing the  comin*  monlhii  in  thie  com- 
munity would  be  very  welcome  at  this 
stase.  We  have  aeen  no  announce- 
ment when  work  on  the  Johnaon 
Street  bridge  will  be  commenced,  nor 
does  It  seem  to  be  known  how  much 
labor  thft^  task  will  absorb.  There  Is 
a  definite  knowledge  that  the  com- 
mencement of  the  cohstructlon  of  the 
Ksquimalt  drydock  will  be  in  the  early 
days  of  the  new  y>ar,  but  it  is  the 
Interim  that  has  to  be  tided  over  so 
as  to  avoid  unemployment.  Within 
the  past  week  nearly  SOO  men  have 
been  released  from  the  Harbor  Mu- 
rine works,  and  there  has  been  a  par- 
tial  ct»»eatlon  oikeniployment  tn  ^Jllno^ 
industries.  There  Is  not  much  build- 
ing in  progrcHjj,  and,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances it  would  be  of  particular 
value  to  the  community  If  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  could  see  Its 
way  clear  to  begin  the  construction 
of  the  new  office  buildings  it  pro- 
pes^  erecting     on     Belleville^  Street,

The  Provincial  Oovtrnment  should, 
by  now,  be  In  a  position  to  lay  out

The  sympathy 
which  has  been  their's  is  illustrated 
In  the  support  the  candidates  of  the 
Labor  Party  have  received  at  the 
polls  In  both  political  and  municipal 
elections.  Had,  as  was  once  threat- 
ened, a  policy-  of  direct  action  been 
pursued  in  the  hope  of  Increasing 
political  power  In  an  illegitimate  way, 
the  Labor  Party  would  have  lost  a 
great  deal  of  the  populaf-ity  it  has 
achieved.

lot. This  ta  the  first  admission  that 
the  miners  are  prepared  to  agree  It 
Is  the  will  of  the  majority  of  the 
people  that  should  decide  the  nation- 
alisation of  the  (ioal  mlnen,  and,  we 
assume,  that  what  ,Mr.  Smilllo  suys 
doea  away  with  any  possibility  of 
thraata  of  atrikea  in  the  future  to  at- 
tain the  political  object  in  question. 
The  policy  bf  dlrect^actlon  is  one 
%rhlch  haa  always  lafjn  outside  the 
ecope  of  an  industrial  strike.  If  it 
were  to  Ae  tolerated  for  an  instant 
it  would  mean  tha  vote  wWuld  be- 
come  waste  paper  and  that  the  bot- 
tom would  be  knocked  out  <^  the 
ballot  bos. 

More  and  more  It  is  becoming  ap^

IntercHt  In  the  New  Brunswick 
elections  in  other  parts  of  •  Canada 
mainly  centres  on  the  success  that 
will  attend  the  candidates  of  the 
United  Farmers'  Party  and  the  pos- 
sibility that  exists  that  another  Pro- 
vince will  be  forced  to  form  a  com- 
posite government.  The  conteet  la 
taking  pl^oe  on  October  9,  and  there 
is  a  plethora  of  candidates  In  the 
field.  Were  it  not  for  the  prescKce  of 
the  United  Farmers'  candidates  the 
pp«»ibillty  is  there  would  have  been 
little  change  In  the  complexion  of  the 
l.egislature,  which  stood  at  27 
Liberals  and  21  ^Conservatives  after 
the  election  of  1917,  but  the  new  ele- 
ment confuses  the  situation  and  its 
strcn^h  would  indicate  the  possibility 
of  a  deadlock.  Both  of  the  old  line 
parties  admit  there  will  be  a  pretty 
large  agrarian  group  in  the  new  Leg- 
islature,' and  what  Is  propKesied  is 
that  the  United  Farmers  will  not  give 
their  support  to  cither  of  the  old 
political    organizations. 

.Premier  W.  E.  Foster  has  held 
oi^ice  since  April  14,  1917.  and  has 
given  the  Province  what  has  generally 
been  regarded  as  sound  govvrnmelR, 
His  present  appeal  to  the  people  docii 
not  seem  to  be  on  any  new  lines  but 
on  the  record  h»  has  made,  chiefly  in 
an  active  agricultural  policy,  the 
establishment  ^f  a  health  department, 
the  passing  of  a  workmen's  compen- 
sation act,  tVie  grantlng^\of  the  fran- 
chise to  women,  the  Introduction  of 
vocational  education,  the  putting  of 
the  Prohibition  law  Into  force  and  the 
launcl^lng  of  a  Provincial  hydro-elec- 
trlo  enterprise.  He  haa,  however, 
projects  for  the  future,  and  theee  In- 
clude, furtbeh  encouragement  to  edu- 
cation, to  provide  such  labor  legisla- 
tion ns  Is  within  Provincial  Jurisdic- 
tion, to  inquire  into  the  best  methods 
of  inducing  immigration  and  to  lend 
vigoroue  eupporC  to  hydro-electrlo  de- 
velopment, as  Well  as  continuing  the 
policy  of  providing  good  roada.  One 
algn  of  weaknei|^''in  the  Liberal  Gov- 
ernment Is  the  recent  resignation  of 
Mr.  E.'a.  Smith,  the  Minlater  ef 
Lands,  who  has  been  among  tha  moat 
aottv«  of  administration  legders.  He 
has  had  a  falling  out  with  his  col- 
leaywes  and  as  he  enjoys  considerable 
strength  in  the  Province  hin  defection 
may  be  more  serious  than  is  antici- 
pated by  Premier  Foeter. 

There  is  ^o  issue  of  outstanding  im- 
portance upon  which  the  people  of 
New  Brunswick  are  divided.  The 
Labor  Party  la  hardly  aa  strong  there 
as  In  some  other  Provinces,  though  it 
should  do  well  in  such  constituenclea 
as  St.  John  and  Moncton,  The  real

Sir,— To  Mr.  Thrift  and  the  Thrift 
family:  Dear  people — You  all  know 
the  old  nursery  song  of: 

"Ba,   ba,   black   «h««p,   have  4-0U   any 

wool?  ^""^ 

Yes,   my  master,   three  bags  full; 
One  for  my  master,  one  for  my  dame. 
And  one  for  the  little  boy  who  lives 

on  the  hill."  | . 

I  Ased  to  repeat  that  story-teltlng 
ditty  to  my  children,  not  knowing  its 
untruth  and  never  dreaming  that  I 
should  ever  want  one  of  those  bags 
full  of  good  brown  wool.  Mrs.  Nor- 
man Macdonald,  our  good  spinner, 
who  lives  close  to  one  of  the  Thrift 
children's  schools,  said  very  patheti- 
cally to  me:  "Oh,  If  I  could  only 
have  Just  one  pound  of  black  sheep's 
wool,  or  even'  a  quarter  of  It;  nay. 
even  a  wee  bittee.  tP  niix  with  my 
white  wool  so  as  to  have  the  natural 
colored  wool,  which  we  know.  It 
being  no  dyed  stuff  which  fades,  this 
Is  the  saying:  'It  never  fades  nor 
wears  nor  casts  the  color.'  Oh,'  if  I 
only  bad  aome!" 

On  our  trip  up  i/n  Ladysmlth  yes- 
terday, Friday,  October  1,  to  meet 
the  ladies  of  the  Institute  there  and 
show  them  the  lovely  display  of  wool 
that  we  had  at  our  local  fair  the 
other  day;  the  ladles'  editor  of  the 
paper  there  was  deeply  interested, 
and  I  found  a  silk  weavter,  and  also 
a  woolen  one — such  fine  people.  We 
looked  In  vain  for  a  black  sheep; 
there  were  white  ones  to  the  right  of 
US  and  to  the  left,  all  feeding- in  their 
pretty  green  pastures,  but  not  a  sign 
of  a  black  sheep.  Mr.  IMethour,  who 
ivlndly  motored  ua  up;  Mrs.  McDonald, 
Mr.  Corbett  and  I,  would  have  done 
HS  the  old  Scotch  did  when  their  lar- 
ders were  empty,  would  have  "lifted" 
a  precious  black  sheep,  but  not  like 
tlie  raiders,  would  have  paid  the 
price  of  him  to  the  good  farmer,  and 
carried  tha  Ba,  Ba_  o 
and  brought  him  home  and  petitioned 
the  Mayor  and  Council  to  allow  us 
to  tether  him  in  Beacon  Hill  Park, 
and  choose  the  nicest  place  for  him 
to  frisk  in.  and  that  would  be  the 
bowling  green,  for  you  know  that 
green  belongs  to  our  park  and  ua  ull. 
The  men  who  play  there  and  put 
their  hpuse  there  had  no  right  to 
build  there;  no  one  has  a  right  to 
any  part  for  their  own  special  use; 
-but  if  efle  Council  permit  such  a 
'breaking  of  our  park  law.  let  ua 
put  our  black  Hheep  there  and  defy 
them  to  turn  him  off. 

We  may  find  a  few  more  black 
shcop  to  add  to  our  flock  and  be  able 
to  In^rtc  Mr.  Lounger  to  come  and 
try  his  hand  at  herding  our  pet  lamb. 
It  will  alHo  give  Lounger  food  for 
thought,  being  in  the  frenh  air,  and 
being  kept  busy.  Why,  ho  may  be- 
come very  useful;  anyway,  he  can 
keep  a  day  Journal  of  our  pet's  doings. 
'  On  May  Day  «*iere  will  be  a  gather- 
ing of  our  little  Thrift  family  and  a 
May  pole  dance  of  the  shepherds  and 
wee  shepherdess,  prettily  garbed 
and  their  orpoKs  all  garlanded  with 
flowerir  to  watch  the  shearing  of  our 
pet  black  aheep.  Of  course  the  or- 
phans mustjoln  the  fun  and  help,  too, 
and  when  the  brown  wool  i!»  washed 
and  clean  and  black,  It  la  to  b^  mixed 
with  the  white,  you  shall  all  help  and 
be  taught  bow  to  make  the  natural 
color  M^ol,  which  "never  fades  nor 
wears  nor  casta  the  color."

The  wool*  was  made  Into  rolls 
and  ready  for  spinning.  Now  we  are 
not  too  proud  to  learn. 

Ota,  dear  Thrift  People,  big  and 
little,  do  get  busy  and  help  find  that 
wonderful  black  sheep.  The  cruel 
farmer  who  won't  have  him  In  his 
flock  and  6hop8  off  his  poor  head  as 
soon  as  he  comes  Into  the  world,  will 
now  take  notice  that  If  he  lets  the 
black  lamkin  grow,  we  shall  buy  him 
and  bring  him  up  as  a  thrifty  lamb 
should  be,  and  Vvery  year  he  will  give 
us  his  old  coat  and  grow  a  new  one. 
That  is  real  thrift.

Sir, — My  main  purpose  in  a.sking 
you  for  space  for  this  letter  la  to 
iwuo  (in  ln*'Uation  to  the  citizens  of 
British  Columbia,  particularly  the 
various  ^'omen'H  organizations  wh.j 
debated  the  letter  from  the  Prohi- 
bition Party  at  the  meeting  6t  the 
Women's  Council  the  other  night, 
and  also  your  correspondentn, 
Messrs.  W.  'Jessop  and  Dudley  H. 
Anderson,  for  a  trip  round  the 
world,  In  or^pr  to  secure  Informa- 
tion and  Inatruction  as  to  the  effect 
on  human  t^elngs  of  liquor.  We  fiud 
the  world  contains  about  one  thou- 
■and  elx  Hundred  ,  mniion  people, 
divided  into  two  great  groups,  and 
a   balance   of   miscellaneous   on?s. 

These  two  great  divisions  are  com- 
posed of  (1)  the  drinkers  of  spiritu- 
ous liquors,  including  malt  and  light 
wines.  This  is  represented  by  ISu- 
rope.  America  and  China  and  'Ja- 
pan, with  a  total  population  of  over 
one  thousand  millions.  (2)  The  to- 
tal abstainers  from  alcoholic  liquors, 
the  prohibition  pf  which,  by  a 
strange  coincidence,  happens  to  he 
due  to  their  church  or  religion.  This 
ii  represented  by  all  countries 
embracing  Mohammedanism,  with  a 
following  of  about  400,000.000.  Thn 
balance  in  represented  by  miscel- 
laneous, more  or  leaa,  unknown 
countries,  ef  whom  w«  cannot  so- 
cure   Information. 

What  <Ls  wai  find?  W>  find  that 
the  drinking  nations  are  the  most 
progressive  and  Inventive.  They  are 
the  moHt  humane  and  advanced  in 
their  care  for  hun^an  llf^.  They  are 
the  most  virile  and  most  advanced 
In  arts  and  science,  and  tney  are 
the  most  moral,  according  to  our 
scoeptanoe  of  morality;  t>ls  not- 
withstanding tha  alcohol  they  tike. 
They  are  the  moat  successful  In 
commerce  and  Industry,  and  have 
crown  to  be  the  wealthiest  In  spite 
of  drink. 

The  driakars  are  themsclvei#  sub- 
divided into  two  divisions  (s)  those 
whoae  social  custom  for  contutlea 
Involves  the  offer  ef  spirituous  or 
malt  ttquora  aa  a  sign  of  good  fel- 
lowship, with  ite  treating  ayatem.  and 
saloons  or  bars.  Thla  has  produced 
a  numt»^r  ef  habitual  dronkardr.  the 
porcealBSO  nf  whom  probably,  bow- 


ever,  does  not  exceed  one  in  one  or 
two  thousand,  and  of  thla  number 
not  more  than  half  are  dninkaj-ds 
from  pure  love  of  drink,  or  the  In- 
ability to  say  "no,"  mainly  to  bo 
found  amongst  mental  defectives, 
who.  If  there  were  no  liquor,  would 
In  all  probability  take  up  aome 
other  and  more   deadly  drugs. 

(b)  Those  whose  social  custom  for 
centuries  requires  only  the  offer  of 
w(ak  tea.  and  liquor  is  oniy  drunk 
with  meala  and  by  men  who  in  earn- 
ing a  livelihood  had  to  undergo 
great  physical  efforts,  or  only  tfy  old 
people,  as  a  stimulant.  This  group 
produces  practically  no  drunkards,  aa 
we  understand  the  word,  that  is. 
habitual    drunkards. 

Of  these  two  subdivisions  we  find 
that  the  firat  are  much  more  active 
In  their  dally  life.  They  are  of  the 
hustling  group,  which  may  account 
for  the  taking  of  more  stimulants, 
and  the  second  are  not  so  active,  but 
belong  to  the  more  contemplative 
temperaments,  which  may  account 
for  the  less  liquor  taken.  I  may  also 
mention  that  there  are  also  two  fur- 
ther dlatlnctlve  differences  in  the  so- 
cial life  of  the  two,  which  mayor 
may  not  account  for  the  difference 
In  the  quantity  of  liquor  taken. 

We  find  that  amongst  the  white 
races,  although  bars  and  saloons 
exist,  there  are  restrictions  placed 
upon  the  taking  of  liquors,  whereas 
the  Chlneae,  who  belong  to  the  sec- 
ond subdlvleion,  have  no  saloons  or 
bara  but  liquor  Is  sold  like'  any  other 
commodity  without  any  restrictions 
or  regulations,  and  is  stocked  by 
any  store  openly  In  the  ehelves,  so 
that  anyone  coming  in  to  buy  gro- 
ceries for  an  evening  meal  may  take 
back  a  bottle  of  liquor.  Whether 
restrictions  in  the  one  and  freedom 
in  the  other  In  any  way  accounts  or 
contributes  to  the  greater  consump- 
tion of  liquor  in  the  former  than 
latter  i  do  not  know.  Jiut  leava^ 
It  to  the  public  to  think  over. 

Coming  now  lo  the  second  grent 
division,  we  find  that  wifh  the  ex- 
ception of  Turkey,  which  exists  only 
on  the  suffeTence  of  Europe,  and 
the  new  Arabian  Kingdom  brou;;ht 
into  being  by  the  Allies,  every  indi- 
vidual coui^ry  Is  now  ruled  by  aliens 
— Morocco  by  Spain,  Algeria  by 
France,  Tripoli  by  Italy,  and  Egypt 
by  England.  This  group  contrib- 
utes nothing  to  science.  Inventive- 
ness Or  art,  and  may  be  classed  ns 
pretty  backward.  Yet*  thla  group 
represents  the  total  abstainers  fro:n 
alcohol.  In  morality  they  are  the 
most  sensual.  They  practice  the  ex- 
treme of  polygamy  and  have  harems 
to  whleh,  so  far  as  I  can  find  out, 
thero  is  no  limit  as  to  numbers.  In 
a  word,  they  are  the  most  Immoral, 
according  to  our  acceptance  of  the 
word. 

I  do  not  say  that  the  use  of  al- 
cohol absolutely  accounts  fur  the 
difference.  Human  life  Is  pretty 
complex,  and  there  may  be,  and 
probably  are,  other  contributing  fac- 
tors. But  atlll  the  facts  remain  for 
us  to  etudy.  It  would  seem  to  be  a 
distinct  contradiction  to  all  the  argu- 
ments advanced  by  Dr.  Ernest  Hall 
and  the  Prohibitionists.  Study  the 
above  carefully,  my  friends,  for  we 
have  here  indisputable  facts  from 
which  we  can  draw  conclusions  as  a 
guide  to  our  decision  at  the  polls. 
Which  do  we  like  to  be? 

My  {eilow  travelers,  we  have  been 
given  a  good  deal  of  eo-called  sta- 
tistics to  prove  and  disprove  the 
merits  and  otherwise  of  Prohibition. 
II  claim  that  figures  prove  nothing, 
■or  pretty  nearly  nothing,  because 
they  are  dealing  only  with  recent 
events.  A  habit  established  for  cen- 
turlee  la  suddenly  changed  and  fig- 
ures are  brought  out  to  prove  that 
there  !■  a  eeeming  Improvement.  But 
the  result  of  the  change  has  had  no 
time  to  become  apparent,  and  It 
win  take  many  years  to  bring  the 
new  vices  to  the  surface.  For  In- 
stance, It  la  claimed  that  statistics 
show  that  arrests  for  drunkenness 
have  decreased.  Does  this  really 
mean  that  drunkenness  has  de- 
creased? I  have  ~  Ayself  come 
across  cases  where  a  drunken  man 
Is  kept  in  until  eober,  slpiply  to 
prevenf  his  arrest,  which  might  in- 
volve police  court  proceedings  end 
oomplioatlens.  That  Prohibition  will 
result  in  the  seeking  of  other  vices 
can  fairly  be  assumed.  Just-  what 
form  thla  will  take  will  need  time 
to  develop.  It  la  often  held  In  our 
law  courts  that  a  drug-user  is  In- 
capable of  telling  the  truth.  I  claim 
that  this  lying  Is  due  to  the  fact  of 
*prohlbltlon  of  the  use  of  /rugs,  and 
1.1  not  a  natural  result  of  the  use  of 
U.  Any  old  Chlnahand  (white  man) 
Will  tell  you  that  the  old  oplum- 
amoking  merchants  there  were  the 
soul  of  honor;  their  words  were  as 
good  as  their  bond.  The  reason. 
then,  for  the  lying  found  in  Canada, 
and  truthfulness  in  China  of  drug- 
users,  is  the  laws.  We  prohibit,  and 
fear  of  being  deprived  of  the  drugs 
compels  the  man  to  lie,  whereas  In 
China,  there  being  no  prohibition, 
there  waa  no  need,  fof  lying.  My 
fellow-citlxens,  do  you  \irant  to  make 
liars  of  our  people? 

I  have  taken  you  for  this  trip,  be- 
cause I  feel  recent  statistics  are  un- 
reliable; that  we  must  look  at  re- 
sults in  'the  mass,  when  tried  many 
centuries,  in  order  to  seo  the  con- 
sequencea  and  In  a  study  of  the  two 
groups  you  have  results  which  can- 
not be  galnaaid.  It  Is  a^  well  alto 
for  me  to  mention  that  drunkenneaa 
la  not  always  the  result  of  vicious- 
neas,  which  is  implied  by  Prohibi- 
tionist arguments.  Most  of  us  have 
some  eort  of  skeleton  In  our  cupt 
boards.  Some  may  drink  heavily  to 
drown  sorrow,  aome  to  drown  woi-« 
rlea.  unhapplneia.  and  ao  on.  The 
percentage  of  drunkenness  from 
pure  viciousnesB  cin  only  be  vtiry 
small,  and  mainly  to  be  found 
amongst  mental  defectives.  To  help 
thla  clasa  education,  mind  training 
and  a  hospital  are  the  only  cures. 
Temperance  of  late  years,  say  the 
laat  fifty,  has  been  prograaaively  ad- 
vancing, and  the  consumption  of 
strong  liquors  per  capita  nas  con- 
siderably decreased  through  educa- 
tion. At  the  same  time  suicides  have 
also  been  Increasing.  I  do  not  say 
tbat  one  la  the  reault  of  the  othtr. 
It  may  be  a  colncldenoo.  Bat  wa 
cannot  ignorO   the  facta. 

The  qneatioB  Is  a  yfty  aerloae  one 
and  I  recommend  all  to  look  at  It 
from  the  broader  aapecC  During  the 
war.  aa  a  temporary  meaaure.  It  may 
be  all  right,  but  when  w«  vote  Pro- 
hibition thla  time  we  do  ao  for  good, 
with  the  prospect  of  rurthor  Prohi- 
bition in  its  wake.  As  a  aap  to  the 
mederatee,  the  preeent  law  included 
a  clavae  which  gives  them  the  right 


in  191 C.  But  now,  if  w«  are  foolUh 
enough  to  YOta  for  the  retention  of 
Prohibition,  wa  are  told  that  oven 
pereonai  rights  reserved  Intbe  preo- 
ent  Act  will  b« 'withdrawn.  Think 
carefully,  fellow-cltisens.  before  you 
vote.  Study  other  oountrlea  aa  I 
.have  shown  you  above  and  forra 
your  Judgment  if  effect  does  not  in- 
evitably  follow   cause. 

Aa  thla  letter  la  already,  too  long, 
I  win  anawer  Meaers.  W.  Jessop'sand 
Dudley  H.  Anderson's  letters  In  mv 
next.  I  will  show  full  stattstlca  and 
analyze  there,  and  the  result  will  be 
clear  to  the  public,  but  It  will  cer- 
tainly not  be  what  the  Prohibition- 
ists would  have  lu  lielleve.

ProbiMtion    vs.    Government    Control 

Sir,  —  With  all  due  deference 
to  Mr.  Redfern's  opinion,  the  bene- 
ficent fruit  of  the  Prohibition  period 
is  still  on  record  in  our  police  court 
statistics.  The  abuses  of  the  pre- 
eent system.  In  some  quarters,  have 
undoubtedly  been  magnifled  out  of 
all  proportion  to  Its  benefits.  How- 
ever. Mr.  Itedfcrn  (referring  to  a  re- 
cent letter  trorq  /his  pen)  ehould 
kaow,  nor  can  it  be  too  widely 
known,  that  the  issue  Is  not  as  be- 
tween Government  Control  and  the 
present  Prohibition  dispensation,  for 
the  Prohibition  Act  as  It  now  stands 
is  invested  with  power  to  Invoke  that 
machinery  necessary  to  abolish  the 
present  import  trade  of  beverage 
liquor,  and  Is  a  very  different  Act  to 
the  original  Act,  unsupported  by 
Federal  legislation.  Therefore,  the 
ultimate  issue  la  between  Government 
Control  and  a  Bone  Dry  situation, 
the  support  of  the  present  Act  being 
merely  a  necesary  intermediate  step 
thereto.  In  last  Sunday's  letter 
(26th)  I  cited  the  Amendment  to  the 
Prohibition  Act  committing  the  Gov- 
ernment   to    this   objective. 

That  the  proposed  Government 
Control  has  something  better  to  offer 
is  a  figment  of  the  fancy,  and  not 
apparent  from  investigation  nor  sup- 
ported  by  experience. 

Under  ^Government     Control,      the 
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Man  said,  we  can  now  Invoke  the 
to  ateck  Ihynor  In  hemes.  WlthOu^^rlvilege  of  Dominion  law,  and  pr«- 
tbi»  the  Uw  could  not  have  paeaed  1  »v«nt   importation   of   bevacagf   liquor 


Government,  forsooth,  becomes  the 
selling  agent  ^f  the  big  brewers  and 
distillers  who  will  still  own  their  own 
manufacturing  establishments.  The 
corrupting  Influence  of  liquor  and 
liquor  interests  is  therby  brought 
into  immediate  and  most  undeuirable 
intimacy  Vith  the  Government,  and 
such  a  graft  can  only  bear  one  fruit. 
It  will  be  a  case  of  a  liquor-con- 
trolled Government  and  not  a  Gov- 
ernment-controlled liquor.  Ominous, 
indeed,  is  tha  partnership  of  liquor 
and  politics  and  the  nature  of  Its 
progeny  may  never  be  the  subject  of 
a   moment's   doubt. 

Again,  under  so-called  Government 
Control,  importations  Into  the  Pro- 
vince will  still  persist,  for  under  Mie 
Canada  Temperance  Act  only  such 
provisions  as  have  a  prohibitory  law 
in  force,  can  stop  this  .Import  trade, 
an  argument  for  the  support  of  the 
present  Prohibition  Act.  Imagine  the 
B.  C.  Government  being  Importuned 
by  the  rivalrlea  of  domestic  and  for- 
eign distillers,  each  eager  for  a 
<*hare  In  the  lucrative  trafhc.  More- 
over, the  boot-legger,  far  from  be- 
ing suppressed.  ViH  And  added 
facllltlea  and  possibilities  for  his 
trade.  The  suit-case  and  vcKt- 
pooket  will  no  longer  be  illegal  re- 
ceptacles, as  at  present,  while  Gov- 
ernment labels  and  empty  bottles 
will  hugely  promote  his  buSV^ess 
enterprises,  the  Government  stock  "be- 
ing a  perennial  aouroe  of  liquid  sup- 
ply as  waa  found  to  be  the  case  In 
Saskatchewan,  After  the  closing  of 
the  Government  stores,  presumably 
at  C  p.m.,  the  boot-legger  will  reiiin 
supreme. 

Again,  Government  Control  fur- 
nishes vending  apartments,  diut  no 
rendezvous  wherein  to  Ibroach  the 
coveted  purchase.  Do  we  want  our 
public  thoroughfarea  to  be  attenu- 
ated saloons,  with  their  riot  of  reel- 
ing men  and  broken  bottles?  Do 
we  want  the  rooms  of  our  hotela  and 
lodging  houses  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary facilities  for  protracted  im- 
bibations?  Or,  will  the  demands  of 
the  case  evolve  a  series  of  retreats 
not  unlike  an  aforetime  bar?  The 
only  other  alternative  I  can  think  of. 
Is  the  home,  and  all  I  can  say  Is — 
God  forbid!  It  may  be<Bald  that 
any  home  now  may  send  outside  the 
Province  and  take^  unto  itself  a  cel- 
lar. Exactly,  but  under  Government 
Control  all  you  have  to  do  Is  to  send 
around  the  corner. 

No.  no.  Government  Control  has 
nothing  better  to  offer,  nor  does  Mr. 
Redfern  need  to  go  to  Europe  and 
a  foreign  country  to  boot,  for  Illus- 
trations. Under  our  own  flag  and  in 
our  own  country  we  have  a  striking 
proof,  for  witness  the  complete  con- 
fusion and  (llsgrace  of  Government 
Control  St  the  handa  of  the  Baa- 
katohewan  electorate.  Government 
Control  In  our  sister  Province,  un- 
like the  law  propoaed  by  the  Modera- 
tion League,  gave  each  community  s 
voice  to  deterntine  whether  It  would 
or  would  not  have  a  liquor  stOre  in 
Its  midst.  It  ailao  provided  for  a 
Provincial  vote  (again  unlike  the 
proposal  of  tha  aforesaid  league)  for 
the  abolition  of  the  system  If  it 
proved  unsatisfactory.  What  hap- 
pened? Nearly  every  district  ex- 
cluded the  liquor  store  by  local  op^ 
tlon  and  such  was  the  opposition  to 
the  new  regime,  that  tha  Provincial 
,vote  had  to  be  hastened,  resulting  In 
an  overwhelming  majorities  against 
Government  Control.  Let  ua  profit 
by  the  experience  of  our  neighbor 
and  take  to  heart  the  words  of  At- 
torney-General Turgeon,  "Our  Gov- 
ernment waa  In  the  liquor  buslnees 
once,  but  never  again,  never  again." 
Or,  the  words  of  Honorable  George 
Langlcy,  Mlnlnter  of  Municipal  Af- 
fairs for  Saskatohewan.  who  aays,  "I 
know  there  are  a  great  many  peo- 
ple, actuated  by  the  best  of  inten- 
tiona,  whe  amy  experience  haa  proved 
\h\i  no  latereet  but  the  Government 
can  be  asfely  allowed  to  carry  on 
such  a  business.  Our  exporl^nce 
was  that  a  Government  waa  Just  a* 
liable  to  gat  Into  trouble  as  a  prl- 
vale  rorporatlonr  when  carrying  on  a 
liquor  business.  If  the  people  of 
British  Columbia  want  to  encourage 
good  and  capable  men.  as  I  feel  sure 
they  do.  they  should  not  saddle 
themselves  with  the  reepon«!billty  ef 
carrying  on  a  liquor  bueiness.  Such 
a  business,  hide  It  how  we  may.  is  In 
Ita  very  nature  opposed  to  aabrlaty 
and   righteouaneoe." 

But  If  Government  Control  has  no 
remedy,  the  Prohibition  Act  has,  for 
that  Act,  since  Ks  recent  amend- 
ment and  support  by  Federal  Lagia- 
lation — to  wit,  daoaa  4  ef  tha  Can- 
ada Temperance  Act,  baa  taken  to 
Itaelf  an  entirely  new  eomplexlan. 
and   under  Its  terma.  as  baa  alraady

With  the  approach  of  the  voting 
upon  tho  plebiscite  on  the  question 
of  the  present  Prohibition  Act  ver- 
sus Government  control  and  sale  of 
spirituous  and  malt  liquors  in  sealed 
packages — voting  upon  which  will 
take  place  on  Wednesday,  October 
20  next — the  Liberty  League  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  is  speeding  up  its 
campaign  in  support  ot  the  Gov- 
ernment  control   and   Bal3. 

The  League  plans  an  active  cam- 
paign from  now  on,  and  arrange- 
ments are  being  mado  whereby  pub- 
lic meetings  will  be  held  In  Vic- 
toria and  at  the  chief  points  through- 
out Vancouver  Island,  the  territory 
being  covered  by  the  League,  a 
Victoria  organization,  the  watchword 
of  which  is  the  liberty  of  the  sub- 
ject.        , 

"Liberty,"  the  official  organ  of  the 
League,  Is  being  widely  circulated, 
and  many  compliments  are  being 
paid  to  the  officers  of  the  League 
for  the  moderate  tone  of  the  arti- 
cles and  the  mass  of  information 
bearing  upon  the  liquor  question 
which  is  therein  presented.  Tho 
League,  in  the  words  of  its  presi- 
dent. Major  Gillespie,  has  no  axe  to 
grind,  and  Is  determt^d  that 
throughout  the  campaign  personali- 
ties shall  be  eliminated  and*  its 
propaganda  be  carried  on  in  a 
spirit  of  fairness  with  the  sole  idea 
of  presenting  its   case   to  the  public. 

In  the  latest  number  of  "Liberty," 
issued  this  week,  appears  the  follow- 
ing article,  headed,  "Thou  SJjalt 
not."     It  says: 

"It  is  given  to  every  man  to  be 
keeper  of  his  own  conscience — it  is 
not  given  to  any  man  to  be  keeper 
of   the    conscience   of   his   neighbor. 

"Where  a  difference  of  opinion 
exists  upon  any  ethical  subject,  as 
to  which,  by  argument,  no  definite 
and  satisfactory  agreement  can  be 
reached,  the  logical  compromise  Is 
to  allow  to  each  the  privilege  of  his 
opinion,  with  full  liberty  of  action  in 
the  premises.  The  logic  of  such  :i 
compromise  Is  obviou.s.  To  tho.se  of 
whom  conscience  demands  abstin- 
ence, either  on  the  ground  of  utility 
or  morality,  it  is  open  to  ab.itain. 
To  those  to  whom  conscience  denies 
either  the  utility  or  morality  of  suc^h 
abstinence,  liberty  of  action  in  the 
premises  is  a  right. 

"So  with  Prohibition  and  the  Oov- 
ern-.-'cnt  control  and  sale  of  liquor. 

"The  Prohibitionist  is  at  liberty  to 
practice  what  he  preaches.  None  will 
deny  him  that  liberty  or  force  him 
to  outrage  his  conscience  in  that  re- 
gard. Equal  liberty  should  not  be 
denied    by    the    Prohibitionist. 

"Prohibition  is  lllog'ical,  it  claims 
the  right  to  dictate  to  self — which  Is 
an  attribute  of  personal  liberty — and 
to  dictate  to  pthcrs — which    is  tyranny. 

"  'Thou  Shalt  Not"  of  the  Prohi- 
bition Party  has  become  the  mantle 
of  hypocrisy,  under  which  publicly 
professed  sanctimoniousness  poses  as 
righteousness. 

"The  fundamental  of  Christianity 
is  charity — for  charity.  Prohibition 
substitutes  the  intolerance  of  'Thou 
Shalt   Not."  "

In  presenting  the  Virtue  Cup  Competition  averages  ,for  the  season  Just 
concluded,  a  few  words  In  review  may,  perhapa  not  be  otit  of  place.  Players 
have  had  a  capital  season's  cricket,  full  of  excitement  and  thrills,  and  at  all 
times  a  good  standard  of  play.  It  would  appear  from  the  figures  that  the 
batting  has  improved  and  the  bowling  deteriorated,  in  comparison  with  last 
season.  This,  however.  Is  Car  from  the  case;  the  public  has  had  much  better 
cricket  in  batting,  bowling  and  fielding,  and  keener  games  In  consequence. 

One  century  only  was  recorded  during  the  season,  and  this,  strangely 
enough,  in  the  first  match  played.  H.  Lock,  of  the  Congos.  performing  the 
feat  against  the  Army  and  Navy.  Two  names  stand  out  prominently  in  the 
season's  games.  F.  A.  Sparks  for  his  ail-round  brilliancy,  and  Wilkinson  for 
his  magnilicent  bowling — and  perhaps  it  may  be  of  Interest  to  quote  their 
figures  for  all  matches.  League  Tournament  and  Inter-Clty.  Sparks!  Batting. 
28  innings,  not  out  2,  total  runs  716,  average  27.54;  bowling.  243.5  overs.  94 
wickets,  837  runs,  average  8.90;  and  he  has  also  caught  23.  Wilkinson: 
Bowling,  best  performances  9  for  K,  S  for  18,  8  for  49,  8  for  36  In  League: 
7  for  17  and  10  for  14  In  Tournament,  the  latter  Including  the  "hat  trick"; 
Inter-City,  6  for  30;  total  figures  2S7.7  overs.  126  wickets,  837  runs, 
average   6.64.'  « 

The  winners  of  the  League,  the  University  Incogs,  certainly  provided 
excitement  for  the  spectators,  for  their  final  games  with  Victoria  in  the 
Tournament  and  Burrards  In  the  Tomalin  Cup  will  be  long  remembered.  It 
must  be  unique  for  a  team  to  lose  two  cups  in  one  season  with  only  three 
runs  needed  to  win  t>oth.  Hearty  congratulations  should  be  given  them  for 
their  success  in  the  League,  as  they  can  honestly  claim  the  title  of  "the 
ancient  and  honorable,"  the  average  age  of  seven  of  their  team  being  over 
fifty  years.  Traoey's  bowling  has  been  remarkable,  he  having  secured  88 
wickets  during  the  season.  The  Five  Cs,  noted  for  their  keen  enthusiasm, 
brilliant  fielding  and  wicket  keeping,  and  wonderful  bowling,  lacked  steadi- 
ness in  batting  at  Important  times.  QuaintoQ,  their  fine  all-round  cricketer, 
and  Wilkinson  were  the  outstanding  men. 

The  Congos  at  one  time  looked  to  be  likely  winners,  but  the  unfortunate 
injury  to  Charman  seemed  to  unbalan'ce  the  side.  They  were  a  team  of  hard 
hitters,  and  had  two  good  bowlers  in  Weils  and  Tucker,  with  steadiness  la 
the  batting  by  Collett. 

The  case  of  Victoria  Illustrates  how  important  "extras"  are.  for  this 
team  lost  two  matches  by  a  margin  representing  the  difllerence  in  these 
figures.  "Giddy"  Goward.  the  "ever-popular,"  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
carrying  the  side  through  the  programme,  and  could  he  have  played  the 
strongest  eleven  regularly  the  Incogs  would  have  had  a  much,  harder  tussle. 
J.  Matson,  Errol  Gillespie,  Sholto  Gillespie,  J.  H.  Gillespie,  Vaughan,  G.  C. 
Grant,  McAdam,  Goward,  etc.,  would  take  some  beating. 

Trouble  may  be  looked  for  from  the  Garrison  next  season,  for  they 
should  climb  higher  than  the  pre.sent  position  they  occupy.  Major  Cobbett 
undoubtedly  is  the  best  bat  in  the  city,  and  it  was  very  unfortunate  that, 
owlnif  to  an  injury,  he  i;ould  not  take  part  in  the  last  inter-city  game. 

Aibions  were  the  puzzle  of  the  year.  Their  lowly  position  is  inexplicable, 
except  that  a  good  batting  side  could  not  get  enough  runs,  and  good  bowlers 
could   not  get  wickets  cheaply  enough. 

The  Army  and  Navy  deserve  congratulations  from  all  cricketers  for  the 


plucl<y  way  they  have  stuck  to  their  guns,  and  if  Dame  Rumor  is  correct, 
let  others  look  out  for  squalls  next  year,  for  the  Veterans,  are  going  to  have 
"some"   team.

CHICAGO,  Oct,  2.— Players  who 
remained  loyal -to  Charles  A.  Comls- 
key,  presJdenJ^f  the  Chicago  White 
Sox.

Owing  to  the  rule  which  gives  the 
second  and  third  place  clubs  In  the 
league  a  share  In  th«  World  Series 
pool,  it  is  possible  for  each  player 
on  the  Chicago  team,  if  it  finishes  in 
second  place  and  divides  Its  money, 
to  receive  almost  as  much  as  the  in- 
dividuals on  the  losing  club  in  the 
baseball    classic.

NEW  YORK,  Oct.  2.— Because  of 
the  prominence  given  his  name  in 
connection  witli  the  baseball  scandal 
being  Investigated  in  Chicago,  Arnold 
Rothstein  announced  tonight  that  he 
had  definitely  and  conclusively  sev- 
ered all  connections  with  professional 
gambling.  He  will  devote  his  entire 
time,  he~  declares,  to  his  real  estate 
business  and  his  racing  stable. 
Denies  Being  Crooked 

Uoth.stein'a  name  was  brought  Into 
the  baseball  scandal  when  it  was 
said  that  some  of  the  "fixers'  of  the 
1919  ^ucrld's  series  approached  him 
to  back  them  in  the  deal  and  who 
are  said  to  have  used  his  name  to  put 
It  through. 

"My  friends  know  that  I  have  never 
been  connected  with  a  crooked  deal 
in  my  life,"  saltf  Rothstein,  "but  I 
am  heartily  elck  and  tired  of  having 
my  name  dragged  in  on  the  slightest 
provocation  or  without .  provocation 
whenever  a   scandal    comes   up. 

"I  have  been  victimized  more  than 
once  and  have  been  forced  to  bear 
the  burden  the  best  I  dould,  slnrply 
because  of  the  business  I  was  In  and 
the  peculiar  moral  code  which  gov- 
erns it.  but  that  is  all  past. 
Wast  Last  Straw 

"The  unwarranted  use  of  my  name 
in /this  unfortunate  baseball  scandal 
was  the  last  straw.  I  made  up  my 
mind  to  retire  from  the  gambling 
business  as  long  ago  as  last  June, 
as  plenty  of  witnesses  will  testify, 
but  this  has  led  me  to  make  the  an- 
nouncement publicly  Instead  at 
dropping  out  quietly  as  was  my  orig- 
inal  plan. 

"It  Is  not  pleasant,  to  be  what  some 
call  'a  social  outcant.'  and  for  the 
saks  of  my  family  and  my  frlenda  I 
am  f  lad  that  the  chapter  la  closed."

President  Heydler  Says  Pres- 
ent National  Commission  Is 
Now  Useless— Should  Be  in 
Absolute  Control

CHICAGO,  Oct.  2, — One  of  the  ben- 
efleial  results  of  the  gambling  scandal 
will  be  the  birth  of  a  new  governing 
body  for  professional  baseball,  nation- 
wide in  scope  and  limitless  in  power, 
composed  of  men  so  prominent  and 
reputable  that  their  very  names  will 
be  a  guarantee  to  the  fans  that  there 
will  be  no  place  for  dishonest  player 
or  promoter  in  the,  nation's  pastime. 
Heydler  Has  Pl«u 

President  Heydler  of  the  National 
League,  outlined  his  ideas  for  a  new 
national  commission  to  be  kno\/n  by 
some  other  name,  while  in  Chicago 
to  testify  before  the  Cook  County 
grand  Jury.  The  movement  to  form 
a  new  body  already  is  under  way  and 
will  take  form  as  soon  as  the  world's 
series  Is  completed. 

'The  national  commission  has  done 
wonders  for  the  development  of 
baseball,"  said  President  Heydler, 
"and  when  formed  it  was  fully  equal 
to  the  duties  imposed  on  it  But 
baseball  has  grown  tremendously 
since  the  existing  machine  to  govern 
it  was  designed  and  the  game  has 
outgrown  the  commission. 

"It  was  all  right  in  fair  weather, 
but  too  fruil  a  craft  to  weather  a 
storm.  . 

Would  Be  Wasting  Time 

"If  President  Johnson  of  the  Amer- 
can  League  should  ask  me  now  to 
confer  with  him  on  the  appointment 
of  a  new  chairman  for  the  national 
commission,  I  would  tell  him  I  con- 
sidered it  a  waste  of  time  and  effort, 
for  the  present  form  of  government 
has  outlived  its  usefjilness.  The 
present  investigation  proves  that,  but 
more  than  that,  basaball  needs  a 
nation-wide  but  centralised  power  to 
control,  not  only  the  major  leagues, 
but  the  minors  down  to  the  smallest 
circuits.  «  • 

"There  must  be  no  cases  in 
future  like  that  of  Tom  Beaton  and 
Casey  Smith,  pitchers  who  were  re- 
lealed  ^by  the  Pacific  Coast  League 
for  cause,  only  to  And  haven  In  the 
Southern  Association  for  a  time.  The 
new  body  must  be  able  to  retfch  out 
into  the  farthest  corner  of  organised 
baseball  and  punish  any  guilty  or 
undesirable  player.  It  must  be  so 
strong  and  of  such  unimpeachable 
reputation  that  its  authority  will  be 
welcomed  by  every  promoter,  player 
and  lover  of  clean,  luonest  sport."

Tuesday  to  hear  testimony  of  John 
McGraw.  Fred  Toney  and  Benny 
Kauff  In  connection  with  the  alle- 
gations that  Hal  Chase.  Lee  Magee 
and  Heinle  Zimmerman  were  dropped 
from  baseball  last  year  for  gambling. 

Interest  in  tbe  investigation  today 
hinged  on  reports  from  New  York 
that  John  "Sport"  Sullivan,  of  Bos- 
ton, against  whom  a  true  bill  was 
voted  last  week,  would  come  to  Chi- 
cago to  reveal  the  "brains"  behind  the 
gamblers'  plot  which  led  to  the  brib- 
ing of  White  Sox  players  to  lose  tbe 
worlds'  series  last  year.  Claude  Wil- 
liams, who  confessed  to  the  grand 
Jury  last  week,  named  Sullivan  as  one 
of  the  go-betweens  who  planned  the 
affair. 

"Hap"  Felsch  today  said  that  he 
would  Join  "Buck"  Weaver  and  Char- 
ley Rlsberg  in  employing  counsel  to 
fight  the  case. 


New  Control  Plan 

CHICAGO,  Oct.  2.  —  The  Cook

^ody  to  continue  its  search  of  base- 
ball history  for  evidences  of  crooked- 
ness.

Frey  Toney, 
Giant  pitcher,  and  Benny  Kauff, 
former  New  York  outfielder,  were  to 
be  examined  concerning  the  dropping 
of  Heinle  Zimmerman,  Hal  Chase  and 
Lee  Magee,  National  League  players. 
Kauff  and  Toney,  it '  is  understood, 
will  testify  that  Zimmerman  offered 
tnem  |500  and  1200  respectively  to 
throw^  a  game.  They  said  they  rs- 
fused. * 

The  present  Investigation  was  said 
Xfi  be  hastening  a  plan  td  put  baseball 
under  a  national  tribunal,  composed 
of  men  not  connected  with  baseball. 
The  Chicago  White  Sox  and  Cubs,  the 
New  York  Giants  and  the  Pittsburgh 
Nationals  have  endorsed  the  plan,  and 
it  was  understood  that  the  Boston  and 
Philadelphia  American  and  National 
League  club  owners  also  approved  its 
adoption. 

Already  baseball  men  are  conjec- 
turing as  to  the  personnel  of  the 
tribunal.  The  ndmes  of  General 
Pershing,  William  H.  Taft,  Judge  K. 
M.  Laudis  and  Mujor-General  Leonard 
Wood  were  ^mentioned,  although  it 
was  admitted  that  none  of  these  men 
had   been  appointed.

and  the  IndustrUl  situation  generally 
has  reached  the  point  where  tbe 
manufacturer  is  anxious  to  transplant 
at  least  a  part  of  his  wealth  and  or- 
ganlsatlon  to  soil  where  it  is  more 
certain  of  growth.  Industries  in  tbe 
British  Isles  are  ready  to  expand,  but 
not  within  the  British  Isles,  and  Can- 
ada, on  account  of  the  unlimited  In- 
dustrial opportunities  ottered,  natur- 
ally stands  foremost  among  the 
countries  considered  as  suitable  fields 
for  expansion.  During  the  next  few 
years  I  look  ior  the  investment  of 
British  capital  In  Canadian  indus- 
tries OD  a  scale  never  before  imag- 
ined. Ignorance  of  conditfons  out 
here  has  been  holding  it  back,  and 
publicity  Is  tbe  force  that  will  realize 
the  great  o\jJective.'* 

Attached  to  tbe  central  offices  of 
the  organisation  are  experts  in  all 
branches  of  science  and  industry, 
whose  advice  to  members  of  the 
organization  is  always  available.  To 
▼oloe  the  policy  and  aspirations  of 
the  body  the  Empire  Mail  was 
founded. 

During  the  war,  publication  of  new 
papers  was  prohibited  on  account  of 
the  paper  shortage  and  other  reasons, 
but  an  exception  was  made  in  the 
case  of  The  Empire  Mall  on  account 
of  its  important  mission.  This  paper 
has  but  one  purpose  in  view;  to  ad- 
vance British  business  efficiency,  the 
industrial  trading  interests  of  the 
Empire  and  the  welfare  of  its  peoples, 
to  secure  the  consolidation  and  solid- 
arity of  the  mutual  Interests  of  the 
Old  Country,  and  the  great  overseas 
Dominions,  and  to  further  friendly 
commercial  relations  with  thd  na- 
tions, of  the  world  with  whom  the 
Empire  wishes  to  trade.  Premier 
JLloyd  Qeorge  and  primo  ministers  of 
overseas  Dominions  are  amoner  those 
who  have  commended  the  work  un- 
dertaken. 

An   ActlTO   Career 

While  In  Victoria,  Mr.  Tei'den  may 
address  the  Canadian  Club.  A  man  of 
exceptional  energy  and  devotion  to 
purpose,  Mr.  Feilden's  career  is 
crowded  with  important  activity  in 
many  spheres.  He  took  to  journalism 
as  a  duck  to  water,  at  fourteen  run- 
ning a  monthly  Journal  of  his  own, 
well  printed  and  edited,  called  "The 
Excelsior  Journal."  At  twenty-one  he 
founded  his  first  trade  paper.  In  1908 
he  joined  the  staff  of  The  Times  and 
subsequently  Initiated  the  notable 
trade  supplement  of  that  paper.  He 
(^signed  in  1917  to  start  the  promo- 
tion of  The  Empire  Mail,  which  has 
been  conspicuously  successful  since 
its  first  issue. 

Mr.  Feilden  was  chairman  of  the 
trade  .  journals  committee  of  the 
Postal  Reform  Movement,  which  suc- 
ceeded in  securing  reduced  postage 
rate^  for  technical,  trade  and  com- 
mercial journals  between  Great  Brit- 
ain and  Canada.  His  record  during 
the  vrar  was  remarkable.  Although 
past  fifty,  he  helped  to  raise  the 
first  volunteer  regiment  following  the 
outbreak  .of  the  war  in  1914.  He 
gave  the  name  to,  and  was  one  of 
the  pioneers  of,  the  National  Motor 
Volunteers,  and  ho  was  personally 
thanked  by  Lord  Kitchener  for  bis 
recruiting  work  for  the  famous  New 
Army.  He  was  the  first  journalist  to 
fly  in  the  earliest  type  of  British  mili- 
tary  biplane. 

The  toll  that  Mr.  Feilden  and  his 
family  paid  in  the  war  has  been  very 
heavy.  Every  male  member  of  his 
family  volunteered  for  activo  service. 
Borne  made  the  supreme  sacrifice, 
others  were  grievously  wounded,  and 
all  suffered.  His  three  sons  joined  up 
immediately  after  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities.  Tbe  eldest  carried  through 
a  forlorn  hope  in  Mesopotamia,  and 
returned  home  only  to  find  that  his 
second  brother  had  "gone  west."  Mr. 
Feilden's  youngrest  son  came  through, 
but  with  a  smashed  leg. 

Few  men  have  a  more  thorouBh 
knowledge  of  the  Empire's  trade,  for 
he  has  devoted  constant  study  to  that 
subject.  It  has,  in  fact,  been  his  life 
work.

FEWER  OSTRICHES 


The  >Nnerloan  woman  has  the  plek 
of  the  ostrich  feathers  of  the  world 
today,  but  she  is  not  doing  much  with 
her  opportunity.  If  In  America  there 
should  i>e  a  sudden  demand  for  the 
old-fashioned  ostrich  feathers,  the 
plumes,  two  or  three  feathers  thick, 
the  market  would  soon  be  exhausted 
and  prices  would  go  up  to  the  top 
notch.  At  present  prices  are  low, 
there  is  a  big  supply,  and  thus  it 
oomes  that  the  American  woman  haa 
first  ohoice. 

One  of  the  first  businessos  to  be 
affected  by  the  w-ar  was  that  of  the 
ostrich  feather.  German  and  Austrian 
women  had  been  the  ostrich  feather 
wearers  of  the  world.  When  the 
German  women,  with  thone  of  other 
countries,  stopped  buying  feathers  as 
luRurtes.  the  first  thing  that  was  don* 
was  the  disposal  of  many  of  the  os- 
triches wliieh  grew  the  feathers.  Those 
big  birds  live  on  alfalfa,  and  when 
their  feathers  could  no  longer  be  sold 
It  was  better  profit  to  hcI]  the  alfalfa. 
T)ie  o^lchea  wero  either  killed  or 
driven  off  into  the  wilds.  In  1914 
there  were  1. COO, 000  ostriches  in 
South  Africa.  They  are  now  reduced 
to  100,000.  Germany  and  Austria  are 
still  ^ut  of  the  market  for  feathers; 
England  is  taking  only  a  few;  they 
are  too  costly  for  France.  The  os- 
trich-feather businese  of  the  world  la 
now  in  the  hands  of  about  six  men, 
with  headquarters  In  London.  They 
hold  from  19,000,000  to  $10,000,000 
worth  of  ostrich  feathers,  In  normal 
times  the  world's  supply  for  a  year. 
The  United  States  being  practically 
the  only  market  for  the  feathers,  this 
country  has  the  say  as  to  price,  and  is 
giving  from  ICO  to  9100  a  pound, 
when  in  an  active  market  they  should 
brihg  from  liso  to  UOO. 

There  la  an  average  of  ninety  fea- 
thers to  a  pound,  and  one  pound  will 
trim  ninety  hata,  if  a  full  plume  is 
nsed  en  each.  If  they  are  double 
French  %lumaa  they  will  net  go  as  far. 
Broken  feathers  and  feathers  that  are 
dropped  by  the  birds  provide  much 
of  the  scrappy  ostrich  fenthd^  trim- 
ming that  is  used. 

It  la  a  big  drop  in  the  aource  of 
supply  to  have  the  number  of  birds  on 
the  ostrich  fnrms  drep  to  SOO.OOO. 
An  ostrich  must  be  thiee  years  old 
before  its  feathers  are  ready  to  pick; 
they  can  only  he  gathered  every  year 
and  a  half,  and  the  yield  la  only  one 
pound  and  a  half  a  bird.  This  haa 
been  one  tff  the  most  Interesting 
market  changes  caused  by  the  big 
world  war.  ae  far  aa  women  are  eon- 
aemed.— Naur  Tork  TUaeaL

PATRIOTISM 


By  N.   de  Bertrand   Lugrin 


It  is  not  ao  very  long  ago  when  to 
be  called  a  patriot  was  to  be  branded 
as  something  almost  synonymous 
with  revolutionist,  and  implied  at 
least  a  disturber  of  the  peace,  a 
firebrand^  someone  who  was  con- 
stantly up  In  arms  against  consti- 
tuted authority.  Even  today  the 
term  Is  very  often  misapplied  and 
falsely  arrogated.  No  doubt  the 
most  sanguinary  Bolshevist,  the  most 
culpable  Sinn  Feiner,  delights  to  so 
designate  himself,  thinking  to  cover 
up  by  a  name  which  stands  for  4no 
of  the  highest  human  attributes,  a 
course  which  has  its  beginning  and 
end  In  corrupt  and  frenxled  selfieh- 
ness. 

The  word  patriot,  as  every  school- 
boy knows,  comes  from  tho  Latin 
pater,  or  the  Greek  patrios,  and 
means  one  that  loves  his  country, 
and  is  zealously  devoted  to  hor  in- 
terests. Perhaps  nowhere  else  is  the 
difference  between  true  and  false 
patriotLsm  better  exemplified  than  in 
Shakespeare's  "Julius  Caesar."  where 
we  have  the  two  characters  of  Bru- 
tus and  Cilssius.  Here  on  the  one 
hand  is  the  figure  of  the  "noblest 
Roman  of  them  all,"  and  on  the 
other  the  wily,  obsequious,  unscru- 
pulous Cassius,  inspired  simply;  by 
jealousy  of  another  man's  position, 
and  willing,  in  order  to  gratify  his 
malicious  envy,  to  call  murder  and 
revolution  to  his  aid  aiid  plunge  his 
country  Into  war. 

Patriotism  has  Us  birth  In  the 
home,  as  Lycurgus  taught  the  Spar- 
tans so  long  ago,  in  the  love  of  it. 
the  perfecting  of  each  human  mem- 
ber of  it.  but  more  than  all  per- 
haps In  the  harmonious  co-operation 
of  each  toward  the  ideal  working  of 
the  whole.  Such  patriotism  easily 
finds  its  wider  way  in  the  social 
life  of  the  community,  and  tends  to 
establish  the  'same  ideal  conditions 
there,  in  helping  to  create  harmoni- 
ous citixenship.  and  to  combine  the 
two  great  factors  of  democracy,  gov- 
emmeiLt  and  liberty.

•  Nor  will  a  true  patriot  allow  his 
patriotism  to  consist  merely  of  a  dis- 
like for  some  other  country  under 
the  guise  of  love  for  his  own  as  per- 
haps some  of  the  most  violently  flag- 
waving  people  are  apt  to  do.  But 
the  very  fact  that  he  Selflessly 
stands  for. the  development  of  that 
to  which  he  belongs  makes  him  the 
more  appreciative  of  the  same  qual- 
ity in  other  men  of  other  countries. 
Neither  is  it  very  safe  to  trust  the 
man  who  calls  himself  toa  big  for 
any  one  particular  country  and  des- 
ignates himself  as  a  "citizen  of  the 
world."  That  expression  has,  in 
fact,  come  to  have  an  ugly  signifi- 
cance, and  fltands  for  something  a 
little  short  of  anarchist,  A  real 
"world  cltisen"  is  one  who,  bound 
to  his  own  country,  as  a  child  to 
his  family.  Is  respectful  and  tolerant 
of  the  views,  the  traditions  of  other 
countriee,  and  finds  in  each  of  them 
a  single  unit  necessary  to  the 
strength  of  the  whole  of  advanced 
csvilization  and  that  civilisation's 
progress. 

It  Is  not  a  very  difficult  matter 
for  most  of  us  to  be  placidly  patri- 
otic when  It  is  a  question  of  home, 
or  tumultuously  patriotic  when  the 
eubject  at  issue  Is  the  Empire  itself. 
In  the  first  case  the  patriotism  Is 
accepted  as  a  matter  of  every  day 
(fact,  and  In  the  second  place,  where 
■the  broader  patriotism  Is  called  into 
iplay.  It  is  usually  through  some  na- 
tional or  political  crisis  which  Im- 
tplies  a  torrential  outburst  of  elo- 
nuent    loyalty. 

(  "But,  instead  of  rhetoric."  writes 
ia  very  wise  authority,  "a  patriot 
pieeds  philosophy;  instead  of  noisy 
and  tumultuous  expressioa  of  high 
ifceling,  he  needs  serious  purpose, 
(insight  Into  the  significance  of  his 
lown  country,  a  knowledge  of  Us 
Ihistory,  of  its  great  personalities,  of 
tits  policies,  of  its  achievements  and, 
labove  all,  a  knowledge  of  Us  aim. 
He  must  ask  himself  not  only  "From 
twhat  origin  and  by  what  steps  has 
tit  come?"  but  more  Insistently  and 
more  emphatically.  "Toward  what 
•end  and  toward  what  purpose  is  It 
jnoving;  what  ia  the  reason  of  it 
lall?" 

How  many  of  us  who  like  to  call 
ourselves  patriotic  can  measure  up 
to  this  standard?  Social,  civil  and 
ipolitical  life  would  be  beset  with 
^ery  few  difficulties  if  such  a  course 
0f  education  were  set  for  every 
icitizen.  It  is  owing  to  the  lack  of 
at  that  so  man^  of  us  are  constitu- 
tional grumblers,  and  have  no  con- 
tetructive  policy.  It  Is  easy  enough 
tto  tear  down,  but  to  build  up  re- 
•qulres  infinite  thought,  patience  and 
'hard  work.  The  path  of  least  reslst- 
iance  is  tlfg  one  followed  by  the  dis- 
iorganizer.

fairly  criticizing  or  sweeplngly  con- 
'demnlng  it.  Buch  an  attitude  is 
doubtless  merely  superficial  in  most 
cas^s.  but  whether  or  not  it  Is  a 
true  reflection  of  one's  views.  It 
goes  far  in  its  prejudicial  effect,  and 
does  no  manner  of  good.  A  well- 
meaning,  sensible  parent  or  any  other 
relation,  knows  ho  cannot  help  a 
member  of  the  family  to  do  the  right 
thing  by  constantly  railing  at  him 
and  bitterly  prophecying  hin  ultimate 
and  disastrous  failure.  Sane,  health- 
ful criticism  Is  helpful.  It  brings  no 
bitterness  In  its  train.  It  begets  con- 
fidence. But  a  condemnatory  attitude 
is  invariably  harmful  and  often  de- 
structive. What  is  true  In  tho  home 
Itself  Is  true  of  every  step  of  the 
way  which  leads  to  good  citizenship 
of  the  Empire.  Trust  begets  trust. 
Confidence  gives  birth  to  confidence. 
Individual  unselfishnc-sa  means  univer- 
sal goodwill. 

It  Is  pitiably  easy  to  find  fault  with 
a  government,  federal,  provincial  or 
municipal.  It  is  the  narrow-minded 
man's  privilege  to  pull  to  pieces  those 
who  hold  office,  and  blame  upon 
them  the  mistakes  or  retrogression 
of  his  own  particular  community.  But 
If  the  government  has  failed,  if  men 
In  positions  of  authority  have  not 
lived  up  to  what  was  expected  of 
them,  whose  fault  Is  it  but  the  .fault 
of  the   man   who  grumbles? 

Every  one  of  us  has  the  franchise. 
We  are  they  who  elect.  Ours  is  ths 
responsibility  of  being  wisely  or  un- 
wisely governed.  If  through  laziness, 
indifference  or  ignorance  we  let  our 
franchise  count  for  worse  than  noth- 
ing, who  Is  to  blame  for  It  but  our- 
selves? If,  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we 
did  most  earnestly  try  to  use  our 
privileges  In  establishing  a  good  gov- 
ernment or  putting  the  right  man  In 
a  high  position,  and  have  found  out 
,t:iat  we  were  mistaken  In  our  judg- 
ment, does  not  the  (^medy  lij  in  our 
own   hands? 

The  government  of  any  country, 
any  community,  is  a  reflecti«n  of  the 
opinion,  the  characteristics  of  the 
majority  of  that  country  or  commun- 
Ity.  If  the  ordinal^  everyday  citlxen 
has  no  fixed  policy,  no  purpose 
toward  whlc)i  his  patriotism  is  moving 
him.  what  c<^"  he  expect  of  those 
whom  he  has  put  in  ofllce  as  his  rep- 
resentatives? 

Here  Is  a  quotation  worth  remem- 
bering: 

"A  patriot  la  a  man  who  stands  to 
^to  country  (or  community)  In  tha 
reUtlon  o<  a  father  to  his  child.  Ha 
loves  It,  he  cares  for  it,  he  makes 
sacrifices  for  it;  he  serves  it;  he  tries 
to  shape  Its  course  of  thought  and 
aotlon  that  it  may  most  perfectly 
adhara  to  lu  porpoaa  and  Us  Ideal."

He  commenced 
work  In  the  office  of  the  assistant  re- 
ceiver-general as  an  office  boy  and 
had  continued  his  service  with  the 
depsrtment  uninterruptedly  up  to 
the  time  of  his  death.

The  sight  of  the  redcoats,  handcuifs,  rifles, 
and  revolvers,  etc.,  had  a  decided  effect  in

N     January      i,     1892,     Assistant 
Commissioner  W.  M.  Herchmcr, 
brother    of    the    Commissioner, 
died.      He    had    served   continu- 
ously in  the  Active  Militia  and 
I  Mounted  Police  for  upwards  of  28  years,  was 
la  most  efficient  officer,  a  thorough  disciplin- 
f  arian  and  a  good  organizer.     His  death  was 
■  regretted  by  all  those  with  whom  -he  had  come 
I  in  contact,  and  departmental  records  show  that 
jon    many   occasions   he    rendered    invaluable 
'  services  to  the  country  at  large. 
it>  After  the  funeral,  which  was  lield  in  Win- 
j  nipeg.  Superintendent  J.  H.  Mclllree,  one  of 
I  the  first  members  of  the  Northwest  Mounted 
Police,   who  joined   in   1873,   was  called   into 
i  Kegina  from'  Calgary,  where  he  was  in  com- 
'mand,   to   take   over  the   duties  of   .\ssistant 
Commissioner,  being  confirmed  in  that  rank 
on  November   i,  1892,  and  holding     it     until 
lie  retired  from  the  force  in  191 1,  after  nearly 
38  years'  service. 

In  May,  1892,  the  Liquor  Licence  Act  was 
introduced  in  the  Territories,  and  great  im- 
provements were  confidently  expected  by 
many  people  dissatisfied  with  the  working  of 
the  "permit"  system,  as  only  a  certain  number 
uf  licences  were  to  be  granted  and  an  efficient 
Staff  of  commissioners  and  inspectors  were  to 
see.  that  the  provi.sions  of  the  Act  were  strictly 
carried  out.  While  these  expe(ttations  were 
partially  realized  in  some  districts,  in  others 
the  law  was  not  carefully  administered,  and 
one  result  was  cstaWished  beyond  contradic- 
tion, that  the  lialf-brecds  and  Indians  could 
get  inore  liquor  than  under  the  old  law.  l-nder 
the  "permit"  system  liquor  was  expensive  and 
dcalcn  were  afraid  to  give  to  people  they 
could  not  trust,  and,  consequently,  the  lower 
classes  of  whites  and  breeds  could  very  sel- 
jdom  get  any.  After  this  it  was  found  that 
half-breeds  with  money  could  buy  all  they 
'  wanted,  and   as   many  of  them   were  closely 

•  related  to  tbe  Indians,  and  in  some  cases  lived 
.with  them,  it  was  impossible,  when  lif|Uor  once 

got  into  their  possession,  to  prevent  Indians 
.camped  with  them  from  getting  it  also;  again, 
'it  was  found  impossible  for  anyone  not  per- 
.sonally    acquainted    with    them    to    tell,    on 
■sight,  half-breeds  from  the  better  class  of  In- 
dians, the  latter,  in  many  cases,  dressing  like 
whites,  cutting  their  hair  and  speaking  good 
English  and  French. 

After  all  these  years  of  being  burdened 
with  the  carrying  out  of  a  faulty  law,  the  in- 
ttoduction  of  the  Licence  Act  was  met  with 
jgreat  satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  Force, 
[and  a  certain  amount  of  odium  which  had 
l|-ested  on  the  Police  whilst  enforcing  the  so- 
jcalled  Prohibition  Act  was  lifted. 

•  r-^This  year  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  es- 
tiaiblish  a  detachment  of  Police  at  Cumberland 
House,  which  is  situated  about  220  rrtfles 
below  Prince  Albert  on  the  Saskatchewan 
River,  and  in  accordance  with  the  recommend- 
ations of  flic  officer  commanding  at  Prince 
Albert,Corporal  Connorand  Constable  Harley 
were  sent  there,  arriving,  via  the  steamer 
Northwest,  on  the  27th  of  June.  Cumberland 
House  is  a  very  old  Hudson's  Bay  post,  estab- 
lished something  like  140  years  ago,  ort  the 
south  side  of  Pine  Island  Lake,  near  the  Big 
Stone  River,  which  runs  into  the  Saskatche- 

.  wan.  By  the  advent  of  the  Police  an  import- 
ant section  of  the  country,  not  previously 
patrolled,  was  placed  under  surveillance,  and 
the  detachment  was  immediately  employed 
in  the  prevention  of  liquor  traffic  with  the 
Indians  and  an  endeavor  to  protect  the  game 
with  which  the  country  abounded.  Escorts 
were  furnished  to  the  various  Indian  agents 
at  treaty  payments,  and  letters  were  received 
by  Superintendent  Cotton  showing  that  the 
establishment  of  a  detachment  at  this  point 
had'^roved  a  wise  measure. 

R.  Macfarlane,  Esq.,  Chief  Factor  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company,  Cumberland  District, 
wrote  as  follows :  "During  the  past  month  the 
party  (Police  detachment)  has  been  travelling 
with  Mr.  Agent  Reader  on  his  yearly  annuity 
payment  tour  to  the  different  Indian  Reserves 
of  the  Pas  Agency,  Treaty  No.  5.  It  is  very 
satisfactory   to   be   able   to  state   that   their 

r>re»ence  had  a  most  tranquilizing  effect  on  the 
ndians,  some  of  whom  had  on  previous  oc- 
casions made  themselves  anything  but  agree- 
^le  to  their  Agent,  and  they  certainly  intend* 
M  ffiHng  trouble  this  season,  while  it  should 
be  pocac  in  mind  that  ii  the  Police  had  been 


of  the  noble  red  men.  The  Moose  Lake  'bul- 
lies' were  as  civil  and  quiet  as  lambs,  and 
could  have  claimed  a  first  prize  for  being  a 
docile  and  orderly  band  of  Indians.  I  hope 
their  (the  Police)  presence  may  corftinue  to 
have  a  good  effect  on  the  scamps." 

Because  of  the  good  effect  that  this  de- 
tachment made  on.  the  Indians  it  was  sug- 
gested, in  1893,  that  five  more  men  should  be 
stationed  at  various  points  in  this  district,  it 
being  found  that  the  Indian  population  at  this 


stead  of  benefiting  by  this  scrip,  the  majority 
of  these  unfortunates  were  practically  robbed 
by  unprincipled  traders  and  very  soon  found 
themselves  in  the  unenviable  position  of  hav- 
ing given  up  treaty  to  obtain  scrip  and  then 
been  swindled  out  of  the  scrip,  in  consequence 
of  which  they  had  to  be  taken  care  of  by  the 
Government  again.  .    .    • 

In  1892  the  Police  again^dded  to  their 
multifarious  duties  by  actin^'^s  quarantine 
guards  during  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  at 
Calgary,  On  the  30th  of  June  a  case  of  small- 
pox was  reported  in  a  Chinese  laundry  on 
Stephen  Avenue,  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 
The  mayor  asked  the  officer  commanding  to 
furnish  a  guard  for  a  quaVantine  camp  outside 
the  city  limits;  the  request  was  complied  with 
and  the  Chinamen  from  the  infected  laundry 
placed  under  guard  for  a  period  of  six  weeks. 
There  were  altogether  nine  cases  of  smallpox, 
resulting  in  three  deaths,  and  the  Police  were 
taxed  to  the  upmost  in  finding  tents  and  equip- 
ment for  the  camp  they  established.  The 
disease  once  discovered,  nothing  was  left  un- 
done to  check  it,  and  no  doubt  the  town  and 
district,  and  perhaps  tiie  Territories,  owe  im- 
munity from  a  more  extensive  and  serious 
epidemic  to  the  energetic  steps  taken  -at  Cal- 
gary. The  outcome  of  this  epidemic  was  a 
decided  disturbance  in  the  town  on  the  release 
of  the  Chinamen  from  ((uarantine,  a  portion  of 
the  citizeni^ deciding  that  the-Chtnese  should 


always  displayed  great  tact  in  dealing  with 
the  natives.  He  was  buried  at  Prince  Albert. 
About  this  time  a  detachment  of  Police 
was  stationed  at  Athabasca  Landing,  100  miles 
north  of  Edmonton,  with  the  object,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  other  northern  detachments,  of 
preventing  liquor  traffic  with  the  Indians  and 
to  try  and  protect  the  remnants  of  the  wood 
buffalo,  which  the  Commissioner,  in  his  report. 


smaller  in  extent  than  the  territory  over  which 
our  Northwest  Mounted  Police  have  jurisdic- 
tion. There  ate  aboi^t  the  same  number  of 
Indians  in  Montana  and  Dakota  as  in  the 
Canadian  Northwest;  and  whereas  we  use  a 
force  of  under  800  men,  who  have  been  suc- 
cessful to  a  degree  in  preserving  order  in  that 
country,  the  smallest  number  of  troops  the 
United  States  have  found  sufficient  for  a  much 


^ 


be  driven  from  the  town.  Some  few  people 
were  injured  and  a  little  property  damaged 
before  the  Police  were  requested  to  take 
charge  of  the  situation ;  but,  in  the  meantime, 
the  Chinese,  thinking  discretion  the  better 
part  of  valor,  crawled  through  their  back  win- 
dows and  sought  refuge  in  the  Police  Bar- 
racks, where  they  remained  until  the  disturb- 
ance was  quieted,  and  for  some  nights  follow- 
ing, at  about  sundown,  a  procession  of  China- 
men could  be  seen  making  for  the  Barracks. 
One  of  these,  who  had  been  let  out  of  quar- 
antine, was  missed,  but  it  was  found  that  he

stated  would  be  exterminated  in  another  two 


seasons  if  left  open  to  indiscriminate  slaugh- 
ter. 

During  1894  the  system  of  patrols  carried 
out  during  the  preceding  few  years  was  con- 
tinued ;  the  new  settlements,  particularly  in 
the  Edmonton  district,  being  well  looked  after, 
and  the  total  withdrawal  of  all  the  detach- 
hients  in  Manitoba,  early  in  April,  placed  suf- 
ficient men  and  horses  at  the  Commissioner's 
disposal  to  rrteet  new  responsibilities.  The 
vigilance  of  these  patrols  continued  to  have  a 
good  effect,  as  very  little  serious  crimtf  oc- 
curred  in   the   Territories    without    detection. 


smaller  territory,  and  with  about  ^tliC- 
number  of  Indians  belonging  to  the  same 
tribes,  is  some  3.500  to  4.000  men.  .\nyone 
familiar  with  the  state  of  tilings  in  their  coun- 
try and  ours  must  admit  that  our  Force, 
though  only  a  fraction  of  theirs,  has  succeeded 
admirably." 

In  the  American  press  of  this  period  could 
constantly  be  read  reports  of  railway  trains 
being  stopped  and  robbed  and  stage  coaches 
being  held  up.  Take,  for  instance,  the  depre- 
dations committed  by  the  "Cook  Gang,"  and 
compare  that  with  the  total  absence  of  such 
crime  in  Canada,  and  yet  there  are  and  always 
have  been  persons  who  go  so  far  as  to  advo- 
cate that  the  entire  force  be  disbanded. 

With  the  Northwest  Mounted  Police  in 
the  country  a  settler  might  go  away  from 
home  on  a  trip  of  50  or  60  miles  and  leave  his 
wife  and  family  in  perfect  Safety,  but  one  can 
imagine  what  his  anguish  of  mind  would  have 
been  if  he  had  been  obliged  to  leave  home, 
knowing  that  his  wife  would  have  to  depend 
upon  her  own  efforts,  alone,  to  protect  herself 
from  Indians,  tramps  or  outlaws,  who  might 
feel  disposed  to  raid  the  ranch.  '    - .    .  ■.      .  , 

People  in  Eastern  Canada  and  others  who 
have  never  lived  upon  the  Prairie,  and  who 
have  not  visited  the  Northwest  Territories, 
can  form  no  idea  of  the  work  of  the  Police  and 
cannot  understand  the  necessity  of  Police  pro- 
tection, but  our  neighbors  to  the  south  have 
not  only  seen  the  advantage,  but  time  and 
again  have  expressed  the  regret  that  they 
have  not  a  similar  fohce  on  their  side  of  the 
boundary. 

The  policy  of  establishing  the  means  of 
obtaining  law  and  order  before  settlement  has 
been  most  beneficial  to  the  country  at  large, 
and  made  "vigilant  committees,"  "white  caps" 
and  "lynching  gangs"  impossible  and  unneces- 
sary. By  such  committees  gross  injustices 
have,  and  always  will  be,  perpetrated  am{ 
many  innocent  persons  shot  and  hanged.

land House,  178  miles;  Cumberland  Hoi)^e  to 
The  Pas.^i^  miles ;  The  Pa^s  to  Cedar  Lake 
Post,  771^2  miles;  The  Pas  to  Pas  Mountain 
Post.  80  miles ;  Cedar  Lake  Post  .to  Grand 
Rapids,  Lake  Winnipeg,  66>^  miles;  Cedar 
Lake  Post  to  Moose  Lake,  up  stream,  33  miles; 
Up  stream — From  Cumberland  House  to  Peli- 
can Narrows,  143  miles;  Pelican  Narrows  to 
Rapid  River,  86>2  miles;  Rapid  River  to  Big 
Stone  River,  near  Lac  la  Rouge,  66  miles ;  Big 
Stone  River  to  Montreal  Lake,  no  miles;  Peli- 
can Narrows  to  Deer  Lake  Guard  Post,  160 
miles ;  >  Deer  Lake  Post  to  Lac  du  Brochet 
Post  and  Mission,  100  miles. 

.'\t  this  time  the  condition  of  things 
amongst  the  half-breeds  in  the  district  around 
Prince  Albert,  which  had  been  the  chief  centre 
of  the  Rebellion  in  1885,  was  deplorable.  In 
the  average  half-breed  the  Indian  nature  large- 
ly predominates,  and  it  was  not  to  be  expected 
that  they  c6uld  turn  themselves  into  farmers 
at  will.  As  freighters  they  were  willing  to 
work,  and  could  work,  but  the  advent  of  the 
railway  deprived  them  of  this  mode  of  earning 
a  livelihood.  It  is  not  the  nature  of  the  half- 
breed  to  be  provident,  and  by  the  time  mid- 
winter arrived  many  cases  of  absolute  desti- 
tution presented  themselves  to  the  Police  as 
meriting  Government  aid,  particularly  in  the 
Cumberland  district,  where,  unfortunately,  a 
large  number  of  families^ad  some  years  pre- 
viously obtained  leave  to  withdraw  themselves 
from  the  Indian  treaty  under  which  they  lived. 
By  such  withdrawal  they  obtained  scrip  and 
alienated  themselves  from  the  Ci<ivcrnment. 
whose  wards  they  had  previously  been.    In- 


had  been  so  badly  frightened  that  he  had  kept 
going  until  found  by  a  Police  patrol,  in  a  very 
weak  condition,  hiding  in  a  railroad  culvert, 
near  Langdon,  some  25  miles  east  of  Calgary, 
when  he  was  returned  to  Barracks. 

i  Another  duty  which  devolved  on  the  Police 
was  that  of  hunting  up  parties  of  men  who 
were  lost  on  the  Prairie  during  storms.  On 
one  occasion  it  was  reported  that  a  party, 
which  had  left  for  the  Knee  Hill  coal  mines, 
to  the  northeast  of  Calgary,  had  been  lost 
during  a  bad  storm  and'that»their  provisions 
could  not  have  lasted  them  for  the  length  of 
time  that  they  had  been  out.  Police  were 
sent  out  from  Barracks  with  provisions  and 
found  the  party  well-nigh  starved  some  30 
miles  from  Calgary,  having  suffere,^  severely 
from  the  weather  and  want  of  food. 

On  December  5,  1892,  the  Mounted  Po- 
lice again  lost  its  ad(;ninistrative  head.  Sir  J. 
J.  C.  Abbott  resigning  and  being  succeeded  as 
Premier  by  the  Hon.  Sir  John  Thompson,  who, 
during  his  tenure  of  office,  from  December 
5,  1892,  to  December  12,  1894,  handed 
over  the  control  of  the  Force  to  the  President 
of  the  Council,  the  Hoiv  VV.  B.  Ives. 

The  year  1893  in  Police  annals  was  marked 
by  the  heaviest  death  toll  for  many  years, 
three  officers  and  four  men  answering  their 
last  roll  call. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Dodd,  an  officer  of  great 
medical  experience,  died  very  suddenly  on  ist 
January,  while  in  medical  charge  of  Maple 
Creek.  He  was  buried  in  the  Police  cemetery 
at  Regina.  Inspector  Piejry.  an  officer  who 
served  in  the  Force  for  many  years,  both  in 
the  ranks  and  afterwards  as  a  commissioned 
officer,  died  at  Edmonton  on  the  13th  of 
March,  and  was  buried  there.  Insj^ctor  Huot, 
who  had  been  in  command  at  Duck  Lake  fbr 
several  years,  and  who  had  been  suffering  for 
some  time,  died  at  Duck  Lake  on  the  23rd  of 
March.  He  was  a  great  favorite  with  his  com- 
rades and  very  popular  in  his  district,  having 


and,  as  usual,  there  was  a  total  absence  of

"She  must  have  a  new 
birthday,"  declared  Stevenson,  who  was  a 
great  lover  of  children.  "I'm  old  enough  to 
do  without  one,  so  I'll  give  her  mine." 

The  judge  laughed  at  what  seemed  a 
mere  joke,  but  his  friend  was  as  good  as  his 
word.  The*\ransfer  was  shortly  made  by  a 
"Deed  of  Gift,"  quite  formidable  in  its  legal 
minutent^s.  All- the  rights  and  privileges  en- 
joyed fcy  R-  L.  S.,  author,  civil  engineer, 
""  British  subject,  of  sound  rtiind,  etc.,  etc.,  in 
connection  with  his  birthday,  November^  13, 
were  henceforth  to  be  credited  to  the  account 
of  Miss  Annie  Ide,  of  St.  Johnsbury,  Co. 
Caledonia.  Vermont,  U.S.A.!  The  little  girl 
was  to  enjoy  them  by  the  "sporting  of  rich 
raiment,  eatmg  of  damties.  receipt  of  gifts, 
compliments  and  copies,  of  verse."  Truly  a 
delightful  programme.  '       \ 

There  followed  conditions,  however.  All 
was  to  be  done  with  moderation,  as  became 
the  daughter  of  a  good  family,  and  the  name 
Louisa  was  to  be  added  to  her  own.  "for 
private  use  at  least."  Were  these  conditions 
not  duty  fulfilled,  the  donor's  "rights  in  the 
said  birthday"  were  to  be  transferred  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States  lor  the  time 
being.  *,, 

This  portentous  document  was  signed  and 
sealed  before  two  witnesses  in  Jmse  19,  1891, 
and  in  the  following  KbVcmber  Annie 
celebrated  for  the  first  tim^  a  real,  proper 
birthday!  Great  were  the  rejoicings,  most 
nameroos  the  presents  and  toothsome  indeed 
the  birthday^  cake,  thotigh,  being  for  a  first 
birthday,  it  Coasted  only  a  single  candle! 
AmMf  the  gifts  was  a  ddnty  witer-color 
painting  of  a  Satnoa*  landscape  ^nt  by  her 
"namf -father,"  as  Sle^ns^n   styled  himwlf.

Of  course,  the  little  girl's  letter  was 
signed  ".\nnie  Louisa,"  while  the  answer  was 
addressed  to  "My  dear  Louisa." 

A  Happy  Meeting — Two  years  later  the 
two  met  for  the  first  time  at  Honolulu.  Annie, 
with  her  father  and  sister,  was  on  the  way  to 
a  new  home  in  Samoa,  while  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Stevenson  had  come  for  a  sea  trip.  .Ml 
traveled  on  to  their  destination  together  and 
reached'  Upolo,  Samoa,  shortly  before  the 
dual  birthday,  which  was  very  happily 
celebrated  at  the  author's  picturesque  home 
among  the  mountains.  There  were  similar 
festivities  the  following  year. 

President  Taft  was  a  friend  of  Stevenson's 
"name-daughter,"  and  often  jokingly  bade 
her  be  careful,  lest,  in  accordance  with  the 
"Deed  of  Gift,"  he  should  be  in  a  position  to 
annex  her  special  privileges,  including  the 
birthday  presents.

The  love  .season  in  the  ^>ce  world  is  at  its 
height  in  June  and  July,  and  that  also  is  the 
time  of  the  greatest  Jtoney-flow.  By  August 
(unless  the  bees  are  located  in  a  heather  dis- 
trict) the  majority  of  the  nectar-yielding 
flower.n  have  ceased  to  bloom,  and  therefore 
the  daily  consumption  of  honey  exceeds  the 
income.  When  this  takes  place  the  queen 
reduces  her  .f|^-production,  and  soon  ceases 
her  output  entirely.  The  workers,  who  have 
hitlierto  toleralted  the  burly  drones,  allowing 
them  to  wander  about  at  will  and,  unmole<«ten, 
sate' their  hearty  appetites,  now  grudge  tliem

The  Livyeres  of  Labrador 


BY  VICTOR  ROUSSEAU 


iVERYBODY  has  heard  of  the 
'mutineers  of  the  Bouaty,  who 
married  women  from  Tahiti  and 
became  the  progenitors  of  the 
Pitcairn  Islanders,  but  it  is 
probable  that  only  a  few  person*  are  ac- 
quainted with  the  romance  of  the  Livyeres 
of  Labrador,  the  descendants  of  British  sea- 
men who  intermarried  with  the  Eskimos. 

The  word  Livycre  is  not  a  native  name 
.\«iglicized.  It  means  simply  the  pco^e  "who 
"live  here,"  as  opposed  to  the  floating  Sum- 
mer population  of  whalers  and  traders.^  The 
Livyeres,  who  resemble  the  Eskimos  more 
than  the  English,  are,  nevertheless,  loyal  to 
the  core  to  Britain,  and  sent  nearly  two  score 
of  their  men  to  fight  in  the  Great  War. 

All  of  those  who  survived  turned  their 
backs  upon  civilization,  tramping  five  or  six 
hundred  miles  on  snowshoes  to  resume  their 
occupations  as  trappers  and  fishermen. 

'The  Livyeres  consist  of  about  i,ooo  souls, 
inhabiting  a  territory  .some  qoo  miles  in 
length,  between  Canadian  Labrador,  in  the 
south,  and  the  territory  of  the  pure-blooded 
I'^skimos  to  the  northward.  Their  history  as 
a  .people  begins  about  loo  years  ago,  when 
the  settlement  along  that  desolate  shore  of 
shipwrecked   mariners,  whose   numbers   were 


Shellac  is  the  product  of  a  tiny  insect  which 
infests  certain  trees  in  the  East  Indies.  The 
term  lac  is  the  same  as  the  Hindu  numeral 
lac — a  hundred  thousand — and  indicates  the 
countless  myriads  of  insects  which  make  their 
appearance  each  Spring  on  the  young,  tender 
shoots  of  the  infested  trees.  These  feed  upon 
the  sap  in  the  bark,  and  after  passing  it 
through  their  bodies  exude  it  in  the  form  of  a 
crimson-colored  resin,  which  in  course  of,  time 
hardens  into  a  tiny  semi-transparent  cocoon 
or  shell. 

It  is  these  cocoons  which,  after  being 
melted  in  boiling  -water  and  poured  out  on  a 
cold  surface,  constitute  the  shellac  oL  com- 
merce. 

Shellac  has  many  uses.  Sealing  wax  is 
practically  all  shellac.^  It  is  the  principal  in- 
gredient in  most  varnishes.  Hat  manufactur- 
ers cannot  make  hats  without  it,  a  shellac 
solution  being  es.sential  for  the  stiffening  pro-" 
cess.  Photographers  find  it  ab.solutely  neces- 
sary in  their  business,  a  similar  solution  en- 
ters into  the  compcsition  of  all  films,  while  it 
is,  of  course,  the  main  essential  in  all  kinds  of 
lacquer  work.  In  fact,  there  is  hardly  any 
substance  that  is  so  generally  u.sed  in  so  many 
widely-different  trades  and   manufactures. 

Nor   has   any    real    substitute   for   it   ever 
been   found.     Vet  but  for  the   fact  of  a  tiny 
insect  desiring  (^  keep  itself  warm  and  com- 
fortable the  world  would  h^ve  none  of  it.

increased  by  runaway  sailors  from  whaling 
ships,  lentil  quite  recently,  however,  the 
Livyeres  were  practically  an  unknown  race. 

The  r>ritish  husbands  quickly  civilized 
the  Eskimo' women  who  had  united  fortunes 
with  them.  They  constructed  frame  houses 
in  place  of  the  snow  igloo,  upheld  the  Christ- 
ian faith  staunchly,  and  taught  their  children 
to  consiaer  themselves  as  British  subjects. 
Todav  fidelity  to  church  and  state  is  the  first 
principle  of  the  Livyere's  belief. 

The  year  of  the  Livyeres  consists  of  ten 
months  of  Winter  and  two  of  mosquito-rid- 
den hot  weather,  called  Summer,  but  practic- 
ally it  is  divided  into  the  salmon,  the  cod  and 
the  trapping  seasons.  In  June  the  native  ex- 
changes his  kos.sak,  or  sealskin  coat,  for  the 
lighter  dikki,  made  of  molesikin  or  cotton 
drill.  He  puts  away  his  sleigh  and  takes  to 
his  motor  boat,  to  lay  nets  fof  the  salmon  in 
the  "tickles,"  narrow  runs  between  two 
islands,  or  between  an  island  and  the  main- 
land. Salted  fish  forms  the  principal  staple 
of* his  Winter  supply,  eked  out  with  flour 
cakes  and  perhaps  a  caribou,  shot  during  the 
season  of  migration,  and  hung  up  to  freeze 
throughout  the  Winter. 

When  the  ice  begins  to  form,  air-holes  re- 


veal the  presence  of  ihc  seal,  upon  which  the 
Livyere  is  dependent  for  his  Winter  dress,  his 
trances  and  whip,  and  the  leng  boots  that  are 
worn  by  both  sexes.  Young  seals  arc  laid 
l)y  their  mothers  on  the  new  ice ;  the  warmth 
of  their  bodies  cau»scs  it  to  thaw  beneath 
them,  and  the  next  ft"ost  often  creates  a  hew 
layer  above  them,  so  that  the  "whitecoats,"  a.s 
thev  arc  termed,  are  frequently  taken  by  the 
hunters  out  of  a  perfectly  transparent  prison, 
within  which  they  are  immediately  detected. 
Besides  the  whitecoats,  there  are  the  "rang- 
ers," bicautiful  piebald  animals,  and  the  well- 
known  "hoods"  Xnd  "harps"  of  the  North 
Atlantic  waters,  so  called  from  the  pattern 
upon  the  shoulders. 

When  the  fur  of  the  wild  animals  has 
grown  long  in  'mid>Yinter,  the  Livyere  Waves 
his  home  and  sets  his  line  of  traps  in  the  dis- 
trict that  he  has  selected.  The  sale  of  his 
furs  to  the  company  factor,  here  called  a 
"postmaster,"  provides  him  with  the  neces- 
sities of  life,  but,  like  the  Montagnais  In- 
dian, he  is  nearly  always  behindhand  and  '\\\ 
debt,  and  in  seasons  when  the  caribou  change 
their  route,  or  there  is  a  scarcity  of  fur-bear- 
ing beasts,  his  lot  is  a  hard  one.  Sometimes, 
however,  the  capture  of  a  silver  fox  brings 
happiness  to  a  Livyere  home  fCt  the  ensuing 
twelvemonth,  for  the  pelt  of  one  of  these 
animals  is  worth  n  luindrcd  jwunds  to  him. 

Wlicn  the  news  comes  that  the  minister  is 
on  his  way,  the  Livyere  harnesses  his  dogs 
to  his  sleigh,  or  koinatik,  which  has  whale- 
bone runners,  takes  his  wife  and  children,  the 
babies  being  encased  in  crates,  and  sets  out 
to  welcome  the  parson  and  escort  him  a  part 
of  the  way  along  his  route.  The  arrival  of 
the  clergyman  is  the  occasion  ,for  the  celebra- 
tion of  marriages,  and  in  former  years  it  was 
customary  for  unions  entei^d  without  formal- 
ities to  be  legalized  at  'this  time.

Despite  his  apparently  deplorable  position, 
the  Livyere  would  under  no  circumstances 
exchange  his  lot  for  that  of  the  dweller  in  a 
more  favored  clime.  He  thinks  himself  the 
happiest  man  in  the  world,  and  Livyeres  who 
visit  Newfoundland  usually  lose  no  time  in 
going  "down  north"  into  Labrador  again.— 
Chambers  Journal.     '  .

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Self-Deterpiinism — The  Right  of 

nUn^ina    By  Rev.  Dr.  F.  B.  Meyer

C  ELF-DETERMINATION  is  having  a 
^  wide  vogue  today  and  stands  for  an  im- 
portant principle  in  human  life,  whether  of 
individuals  or  nations.  Every  man  has  the 
right  of  private  judgment,  and  in  a  well- 
ordered  state,  he  must  think,  judge  and  act 
for  himself.  Every  nationality  should  have 
an  unfettered  opportunity  to  decide  as  to  the 
form  of  government,  or  the  line  of  policy, 
most  consistent  with  its  well-being  and  sclf- 
cxpressiqn.  Every  religious  community  must 
be  at  liberty  to  worship  and  teach  according 
to  the  dictates  of  conscience. 

Obviously,  however,  this  acknowledged 
right  must  be  governed  by  two  outstanding 
considerations.  First,  it  must  be  exercised 
consistently  with  the  well-being  of  some 
greater  whole,  of  which  the  determining 
body  happens  to  be  a  part.  Second,  it  must 
not  be  the  expression  of  prejudice,  or  pride, 
or  arrogant  obstinacy,  hut  the  well-considered 
result  of  deliberate  thought,  judgment  and 
decision.  Whatever  happens,  we  cannot  re- 
vert to  the  condition  of  the  Hebrew  nation 
under  the  judges.  When  every  man  does 
right  in  his  own  eyes,  there  is  certain,  sooner 
or  later,  to  be  an  invasion  of  Midianites, 
Philistines,  Amalekites  and  others  of  the  ilk. 

Whilst  we  do  lip-homage  to  the  principle 
of  self-determination,  as  becomes  the  descen- 
dants "of  a  race  of  sea-rovers,  who  were  ac- 
customed to  think  and  act  for  themselves," 
is  it  not  obvious  to  every  careful  observer 
that  a  drift  is  steadily  bcarinj,'^  us  in  the  con- 
trary direction — that  individualism  is  threat- 
ened to  be  submcnjcd  by  collectivism,  that  a 
growing  body  of  opinion  favors  "soft  clothes 
and  king's  houses,"  and  tliat  independent 
thtttktflg-and^actfng — arc  rclegat' 
locusts  and  wild  honey  of  the  desert!   . 

Take,  for  instance,  tlic  voting  which  de- 
termines the  decisions  of  a  Labor  Congress. 
We  do  not  for  a  moment  criticize  the  method. 
It  is  probably  inevitable,  and  is  simply  quoted 
here  by  way  of  illustration.  But  on  the  mor- 
row of  some  momentous  decision,  when  the 
daily  press  announces  that  this  or  •that  in- 
dividual represented  so  many  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  votes,  one  often  wonders  how 
that  vast  aggregate  has  been  made  up.  How 
far  has  the  personal  factor  been  reckoned 
with  or  to  what  extent  may  it  have  been  stam- 
peded or  overborne  by  the  vehemence  of  the 
less  thoughtful  and  sagacious!  Here,  for  in- 
stance, is  a  man,  familiar  with  the  history  of 
his  country  and  proud  of  its  achievements, 
who  is  less  inclined  to  internationalism  than 
the  great  mass  of  his  fellow-workmen.  He 
seriously  questions  tlic  wisdom  of  sacrificing 
the  more  limited  outlook  of  the  patriot  for 
the  wider  horizon  of  tlie  internationalist.  It 
is  difficult  to  stand  alone,  and  equally  so  to 
vote  in  the  negative.  He  is  strongly  tempted 
to  evade  the  ostracism  that  contrariety  of 
opinion  would  evoke,  and  to  allow  his  vote  to 
he  determined  by  the  current.  Thank 
1  fcaven,  there  arc  niany  who  dare  to  stand 
when  the  sackbut  and  psaltery  and  all  kin(l,s 
of  music  strike  up,  and  the  majority  fall 
prostrate!  There  is  plenty  of  backbone  in 
the  ranks  of  labor,  but  may  there  not  be  con- 
siderable resentment  also  against  those  who 
dare  to  stand  out  against  the  general 
verdict? 

Or,  take  the  question  of  the  churfchl 
Amid  all  the  present  discussions  of  Christian 
unity,  and  the  steps  being  urged  for  the  amal- 
gamation of  denominations,  is  it  not  fair  to 
ask  whether  we  are  as  tenacious  as  our 
fathers  were,  of  distinctive  methods  of  doc- 
trine and  policy?  It  is  not  that  our  con- 
science is  getting  flabby,  but  that  we  are  in- 
clined to  lay  greater  stress  on  the  need  for 
economy,  the  better  distribution  of  religious 
accommodation,  and  the  unwisdom  of  rivalry 
between  competing  sects.  Such  considera- 
tions exercise  a  compelling  influence,  and 
their  importance  must  not  be  underrated,  but 
we  must  beware  lest,  in  our  desire  to  mani- 
fest a  wide  charity,  we  pare  down  or  dilute 
our  witness  to  the  distinctive  testimony, 
which  has  descended  to  our  keeping  from 
ages  of  argument,  conflict  and  suffering  unto 
blood.  Each  valid  religious  movement  has 
been  forced  into  existence  to  accentuate  some 
phase  of  truth,  which  has  been  overshadowed, 
distorted  or  ignored.  The  Methodist  move- 
ment, for  example,  was  demanded  to  correct 
the  undue  emphasis  laid  upon  the  divine  de- 
crees by  the  Calvinist,  It  was  the  spirit  of 
self-determination  that  has  actuated  groups 
of  truth-loving  men,  in  all  ages,  to  remint 
the  ancient  coinage  and  pass  it  into  circula- 
tion. Let  us  think  twice,  and  thrice,  before 
wc  sacrifice  what  it  cost  them  so  much  to 
maintain,  or  withdraw  from  outposts  which 
they  built,  and  manned,  and  held — the  more 
so  when  we  may  maintain  their  positions, 
with  malice  toward  none,  charity  to  all,  and 
a  clear  conscience  before  God. 

The  same  considerations  appfy  tp  the 
world  of  politics.  It  is  easy  to  understand 
the  value,  and  indeed  the  necessity,  for  a 
Coalition  Government  during  the  war  and  for 
an  interval  after  its  ending,  but  it  is  matter 
for  grave  questioning  whether  it  should  con- 
tinue to  be  a  feature  of  our  national  life.  Is 
there  not  the  danger  of  the  clear-cut  ad- 
vocacy of  principle  being  sacrificed  to  the  ex- 
pediency of  maintaining  the  general  com- 
promise of  moderation?  The  national  policy 
13  apt  to  become  that  of  the  common  de- 
nominator. All  angles  and  edges  must  he 
subjected  to  the  wash  of  the  waves  on  the 
beach.  Parliament  should  always  be  the 
speaking  place,  as  its  name  denotes,  and 
must  never  fall  to  the  level  of  a  chamber  for 
the  rccordKig  of  >'OteR,  at  the  dictation  of  the 
party  whips.  In  Parliament  every  man 
shoiild  think  aloud  the  best  that  is  in  him, 
without  fear  or  favor,  though  he  stand  alone. 
There  is  no  use  for  cranks  or  egoists,  but 
there  is  crying  need  for  men  who  think  for 
themselves,  think  carefully  and  deeply,  and 
dare  to  say  what  they  think.  In  public  af- 
fairs, as  everywhere,  wc  must  resist  the 
steamroller  process,  that  resists  any  tendency 
to  self-determination  and  would  effect  the 
dull  monotony  of  the  wilderness. 

The  idvantages  of  giving  scope  to  the 
Rptrlt  of  self-determination  may  be  illustrated 
by  the  effects  of  the  late  war  on  the  smaller 
nations  of  Eastern  Europe,  where,  under  the 
aegis  of  the  Leajrut  of  Nations,  the  peoples 


of  Esthonia,  Lithuania  and  Bohemia  are  be- 
ginning to  make  their  contribution  to 
European  civilization.  The  reappearance  of 
the  ancient  Czech  race,  after  300  years  of 
terrible  oppression  and  silence,  is  likely  to 
be  of  untold  advantage  to  its  immediate 
neighbors,  and  why  should  it  not  give  to  the 
world  another  Huss?  The  German  Empire 
had  already  absorbed  many  races  and  na- 
tionalities, and  had  endeavored  to  stamp  on 
them  its  strong  characteristics  to  the  eradica- 
tion of  their  own.  The  clearly  defined  policy 
was  to  make  all  men  of  one  type,  and  paint 
the  world  with  one  color.  But  Divine  Pro- 
vidence willed  otherwise,  and  as  the  Na- 
poleonic wars  conferred  the  right  of  self- 
determination  on  the  greater  nations  of 
Europe,  the  late  war  has  conferred  on  the 
smaller  the  same  unspe^^ble  boon. 

And  it  is  only  on  this  principle  that  the 
health  of  the  whole  is  to  be  "achieved.  To 
adopt  the  language  of  St.  Paul  "It  is  only 
through  the  effectual  working  in  the  measure 
of  every  part  that  the  body  can  make  increase 
to  the  edifying  of  itself  in  Love."  If  one 
color  of  the  prism  fail,  there  can  be  no  ray 
of  light.  If  one  note  in  the  octave  is  dumb, 
the  chord  becomes  impossible.  If  one  mem- 
ber is  dislocated  beyond  use,  the  whole  body 
suffers.  Each  nation, has  its  part  to  plav  in 
the  history  of  the  human  family.  Kadi  type 
of  character  has  its  role  to  fulfil.  The 
scientist,  the  author,  the  pioneer  equally  with 
the  artificer,  the  mechanic,  the  miner,  and  the 
domestic  servant.  Each  life  is  meant  to  ex- 
press some  distinct  thought  of  the  Almighty, 
as  every  sonnet  of  Milton  or  Tcnnyson|  of 
Shelley  or  Keats,  has  its  concept.  Wc  do  not 
issue  at  haphazard  from  the  womb  of  Crea- 


tion,  but  our  destiny  is  Jargcly  determined 
by  ourselves.  No  one  need  cringe  before 
anotlicr,  as  though  there  were  some  caprice 
in  the  Divine  apportionment.  Peter  was 
justified  in  answering  the  obeisance  of 
Cornelius,  with  the  challenge:  "Stand  up,  I 
also  am  a  man."  / 


Going  Back  to  China

THE  news  has  reached  us  by  cable  that 
one  of  the  most  admired  of  regular 
Daily  Mail  writers,  Hilda  Love,  died  at 
Hongkong  recently. 

Hilda  Love  was  an  editorial  worker  on, 
and  contributor  to,  Lord  Northcliffe's  news- 
papers and  magazines.  She  had  made  her- 
self a  little  niche  iu  the  Street  of  Adventure 
at  an  early  age,  before  her  marriage,  war 
work  and  travels. 

She  will  be  missed  by  thousands  of  ad- 
mirers at  home  and  in  the  Dominions,  n»)t 
less  than  by  her  fellow-workers  in  News- 
paperdom. 

The  following  article,  strangely  entitled 
"Going  Back  to  China,"  has  just  reached  us 
by  mail.  Fate  has  strange  manifestations, 
and  when  Hilda  Love  wrote  that  title  she 
little  knew  that  she  was  going  back  to  China 
to  die.

A  Chinese  market  spreads  itself  beneath 
the  mango  trees  on  the  wharf. 

Squatting  among  their  goods,  the  berry- 
brown,  bare-bodied  merchants  dip  into  the 
basket  at  their  side  during  slack  moments, 
and  take  short  drinks  of  refreshing  tea  fr6m 

blue  and  white  teapots. 

•  ♦  ♦  ♦  ♦ 

Meantime,  steerage  passengers,  embark- 
ing iii  the  ship  at  the  wharf  side,  wander 
through  the  manket  stalls,  purchasing  their 
few  requirements  for  the  voyage  home.  There 
are  sleeping  mats  for  sale,  drinking  and 
"chow"  bowls  of  the  inevitable  blue,  Siamese 
girls  with  picturesque  native  baskets  of  lus- 
cious mangotenes  and  tiny  green  limes,  pine- 
apple sellers  with  the  dripping  fruit  already 
cut,  a  number  of  money  changers,  stalls  with 
sweet-colored  drinks  that  are  filled  with 
shaved  ice  when  customers  appear,  vendors 
of  the  ev;l-smelling  durian  fruit,  "chow"  mer- 
chants threading  their  way  about  with  rice 
and  curry  and  other  native  delicacies  in  the 
tiny  kitchens  suspended  at  the  end  of  their 
bamboo  poles. 

There  are  also  bamboo  beds  and  stools  for 
sale,  tinned  biscuits  and  cigarettes,  china  and 
tinware  stalls.  At  the  latter  a  brisk  trade  is 
done  in  teapots. 

The  luggage  of  those  who  cross  the  gang- 
way for  the  steerage  portion  of  the  vessel  can 
usually  be  carried  in  one  hand,  and  usually 
consists  of  a  small  tin  box  tucked  under  the 
^m.  a  teapot,  and  a  sleeping  mat.  with  a  sun- 
snade  and  a  few  garments  tucked' inside. 

They  are  going  home,  these  people — back 
to  China.  Neat  black  sateen  garbed  Chinese 
women,  with  beautifully  coiffured  heads  and 
jade  earrings,  hustle  their  plump  youngsters 

aboard.

Very  few  women,  however,  make  the  jour- 
ney. Most  of  the  deck  passengers  are  men. 
tradesmen  and  workmen,  cooks  and  "boys' 
(domestic  servants)  returning  to  their  wrves 
in  China  after  liaving  been  away,  busily 
working  and  saving  for  years.  Prosperous 
merchants  also  do  not  disdain  deck  accom- 
modation Avith  elderly  coolies  who  have 
pinched  and  scraped  enough  to  enable  them 
to  die  in  their  own  land,  and  there  are.  of 
course,  the  usual  coffins  aboard,  to  be  taken 
back  for  interment  in  the  home  of  the 
Celestialsj, 

Every  true  Chinaman  desires  his  bones 
— and  his  money — to  rest  in  China,  and 
though  at  the  time  of  his  death  there  may  not 
be  enough  funds  to  send  his  body  there,  re- 
latives and  friends  will  save  and  subscribe  so 
that  eventually  he  may  rest  with  his  fathers. 

Some  of  the  coffins  have  been  waiting  this 
auspicious  day  for  years.  Friends  come 
aboard  with  the  coffin,  frankly  jubilant  that 
the  right  thing  is  being  done  at  last,  decking  it 
with  flowers  for  its  last  journey,  and  lament- 
ing the  captain's  strict  order  that  no  fire- 
works will  be  allowed  on  board  at  a  parting 
salute  to  the  silent  vovager.

business  purposes,  or  taking  their  sons  back 
to  China  to  be  educated. 

It  is  the  hundreds  of  deck  passengers, 
however,  that  interest  the  onlooker  liiost. 
The  tongues  of  the  vjirious  parts  of  China 
vary  as  much  as  European  languages,  but 
most  of  the  steerage  speak  Siamese.  Already 
they  are  making  themselves  comfortable  in 
their  congested  area,  making  tea,  eating, 
sleeping,  playing  musical  instruments,  bag- 
gage at  their  side,  or  squatting  next  the  ship's 
rail  watching  the  thinning  markefon  the  sun- 
drenched wharf,'  casting  oblique  eyes  on 
those  who  hurriedly  run  down  the  gangway 
for  some  late  purchase. 

Warning  comes  at  last  front  the  ship's 
siren,  slowly  she  swings  out  on  the  breast  of 
Meanum,  mother  of  waters,  and  the  bended 
hundreds  of  the  faithful  sail  out  to  the  China 
seas,  back  to  the  oldest  land  in  the  world.

Hypnotism  and  Crime

fc  «•  VTO W,  Jones,  you^re  back  in  the  trenches 
i  ^     — just  before  you   were  blown   up — 

tell  me  all  a^out  it.    \Vhat  do  you  see?" 

The    matv   lying   back    in    his    chair    with 

limbs  r.elaxed  and  eyes  closed,  begins  to  twitch 

and  shake. 

"Oh!     They're  firing  at  us!     .     .     .     Oh, 

dear,  we  shall  all  be  done  in ;  I  know  we  shall. 

.    .    ,    The  shells  are  coming  nearer.    .    .    . 

Ah !" 

One  can  almost  hear  the  scream  of  the 
shells  overhead  as  he  instinctively  crouches 
lower  and, , when  one  bursts  closer  than  usual, 
starts  and  trembles  violently. 

In  this  (way  the  patient  who  is  suffering 
from  "shell  shock"  and  has  lost  his  memory — 
even  ta  the  extent  of  forgetting  his  own  name 
— has  his  life's  history  built  up  a;;ain  gradually 
under  the  influence  of  hypnotism. 

Step  by  step,  from  the  earliest  recollections 

of  childhood,  through  schooldays  and  the  be- 
ginning of  work,  through  courtship  and  mar- 
riage to  the  outbreak  of  war,  the  rush  to  en- 
list and  all  the  dreadful  experiences  of  service 
in  France,  it  is  all  restored  to  him  in  a  series 
of  hypnotic  dreams. 

When  he  comes  out  of  his  trance,  he  will 
tell  you  that  he  has  had  some  terrible  dreams 
but — he  w  ill  remember  what  he  has  dreamed  ; 
the  mere  fact  of  bringing  to  the  surface  these 
repressed  honors  has  helped  to  cure  his  trou- 
ble. 

*  *  *  «  « 

The  treatment  of  those  whose  nervous  sta- 
bility has  broken  down  under  the  stress  of  war 
conditions  has  brought  psycho-therapy  into  a 
prominence  that  otherwise  it  would  have  taken 
years  to  attain. 

But,  as  physicians  add  to  their  knowledge 
of  the  power  and  scope  of  hypnotism,  so  the 
tremendous  possibilities  opened  up  by  this 
means  are  revealed  more  and  more. 

Quite  recently  a  man  accused  of  a  certain 
crime  was,  by  his  own  consent,  examined  by 
a  doctor  under  the  influence  oi  hypnotism. 

After  being  questioned  in  this  statc^  con- 
cerning the  circumstances  of  the  case  he  was 
l)roved  conclusively  to  be  guiltless. 

This  suggests  at  once  that  an  accused  man 
might  be  examine<l  in  the  presence  of  a  magis- 
trate and,  if  the  law  recognized  the  validity  of 
such  evidence,  his  innocence  might  be  estab- 
lished without  the  elaborate  and  expensive 
machinery  of  a  trial. 

For  a  man  cannot  lie  when  he  is  hypno- 
tized; he  has  to  tell  the  truth  when  he  is'ques- 
tioned. 

But  how  about  the  guilty? 

At  present  no  one  can  be  hypnotized 
against  his  will,  and  when  criminals  realize  the 
danger  they  will  refuse  naturally  to  submit  to 
such  an  ordeal. 

However,  it  probably  will  not  be  long  be- 
fore research  has  found  a  way  to  hypnotize  a 
man  against  his  will. 

Such  a  method  would,  of  course,  require 
legal  sanction  also,  but  if  adopted  it  might 
well  revolutionize  our  criminal  proceedings. 

It  is  obvious  that  such  p^wer  in  the  hands 
of  an  unscrupulous  man  might  be  dangerous 
in  the  extreme.  Once  the  hypnotist  had  put 
his  "patient"  in  the  hypnotic  state  he  could 
"suggest"  any  crime  to  him,  and,  although  the 
unfortunate  victim  would  not  remember  what 
he  had  been  told  when  awakened,  yet  he  would 
be  forced  to  carry  out  his  instructions  at  the 
appointed  hour — whatever  they  were. — Lon- 
don Daily  Mail.

CANADA  AND  BRITISH  AGENCIES 


Ecuador's  .Economic  Troubles 


In  the  interests  of  interimperial  trade  a  plea 
comes  from  business,^ firms  in  Canada  that 
British  manufacturers  should  discontinue  the 
policy  of  placing  Canadian  agencies  with  New 
York  houses.  The  practice,  it  is  said,  is  still 
general,  and  from  correspondence  which  has 
reached  us  it  is  apparent  that  Canadian  im- 
porters and  exporters  consider  that  it  is  quite 
unnecessary  and  inflicts  a  great  hardship  upon 
them.  Many  cases  are  quoted  of  manufactur- 
ers having  just  established,  or  intending  to, 
establish,  agents  in  New  York  or  some  other 
prominent  United  States  city,  giving  to  such 
agents  the  Canadian  selling  rights.  Canadian 
firms  contend  that  they  are  quite  able  to 
handle  the  business  in  view  oT  Canada's  ship- 
ping facilities  and  other  favorable  trade  fac- 
tors. They  add  that  present  conditions  war- 
rant a  change  of  policy  on  the  part  of  British 
manufacturers,  and  that  the  people  in  Canada 
would  prefer  to  purchase  British  goods  direct. 
A  good  deal  of  sympathy  will  be  .felt  with  this 
plea  of  the  Canadian  merchant,  and  there  is 
little  doubt  that  the  custom  of  apiwinting 
New  York  agents  is  not  due  to  any  settled 
policy  of  ignoring  the  Canadian  importer,  but 
to  the  lack  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  many 
of  our  manufacturers  of  important  considera- 
tions of  sentiment,  and  even  of  geography.  The 
habit  of  regarding  the  whole  of  North  America 
as  one  entity  is  hard  to  eradicate,  and  a  recog- 
nition of  the  true  facts  would,  no  doubt, 
quickly  induce  our  manufacturers  to  open 
agencies  in  Canada  as  well  as  in  the  United 
States,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  Pacific 
Coast.  The  present  state  of  the  trade  balances 
of  the  three  countries  concerned  is  an  addition- 
al reason    for  dealing  direct  with  Canada 
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.\'  the  course  of  an  interview  recently  in 
Guayaquil  with  the  President-elect,  Dr. 
jose  Luis  Tamayo,  whose  term  of  office  will 
commence  on  September  1,  the  administrative 
policy  he  intended  to  adopt  was  discussed. 
Questioned  as  to  what  action  he  wohld  take 
with  respect  to  finance,  national  credit,  public 
works,  especially  railway  construction,  the 
Guayaquil  and  Quito  Railway  question,  and 
the  obligations  to  the  bondholders.  Dr.  Tam- 
ayo said : 

"My  very  first  care  will  be  to  endeavor  to 
reorganize  the  country's  finances,  which  are 
at  present  in  the  worst  possible  condition ;  to 
consolidate  the  public  debt,  and  restore  Ecua- 
dor's credit  abroad,  particularly  with  a  view  to 
encouraging  the  investment  of  foreign  capital 
in  the  country,  to  which  end  it  will  be  my  aim 
to  grant  concessions  to  those  who  will  start 
new  industries  here.  1  consented  to  my  nom- 
ination and  election,  moved  thereto  exclu- 
sively by  my  desire  to  s#e  ^wh^t  it  may  be 
possible  to  do  towards  the  establishment  of  an 
administration  that  shall  consult,t.as  its  chief 
and  only  aim,  the  country's  progress  and  pros- 
perity. I\ fully  recognize  the  need  of  placing 
on  a  good  footing  the  credit  of  Ecuador 
abroad,  without  which  it  would  be  useless  to 
expect  the  help  of  foreign  capital. 

"As  a  first  step  towards  improving  financial 
conditions,  I  shall  secure  the  'aguardiente' 
monopoly,  correct  and  supervise  the  salt 
monopoly,  and  the  state  management  of  the 
tobacco  industry,  in  .such  manner  as  to  assure 
to  tlie  treasury  the  full  benefit  of  the  revenues 
derived  from  those  sources. 

Approval  of  Foreclosure 

"Naturally,  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
comply    with   our   obligations   to   the   foreign 


^oiTdboldcrs ;  but  I  must  ask  you  and  }  our 
fellow  countrymen  resident  here,  who  a|e 
fully  acfjuaintcd  with  the  history  of  our  dif- 
ficulties and  with  existing  conditions,  to  afford 
us  your  assistance  by  doing  all  in  your  power 
to  represent  things  in  their  true  light  abroad. 
You  know  that  efforts  have  been  made  to  sat- 
isfy the  claims  of  the  railway  bondholders,  to 
which  end  money  has  been  remitted  on  several 
occasions  this  year  to  London ;  but  you  also 
know  that,  while  this  has  been  done,  public 
employees  have  been  left  for  months  without 
their  hard-earned  salaries,  and  other  branches 
of  public  administration  have  been  neglected. 
The  state,  like  the  individual,  must  first  live; 
and  any  money  in  hand  after  covering  the  ex- 
penses of  an  honest  administration  should  and 
must  go  to  cancel  obligations,  which  the  state 
must  respect  if  it  would  be  respected,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  individual.  But  our  creditors  must 
give  us  time  in  whicii  to  recover,  in  order  that 
we  may  the  better  prepare  to  meet  promptly 
and  punctually  our  obligations.to  them  in  the 
future.  Nothing  is  gained  in  the  long  run  by 
such  sacrifices  as  have  recently  been  made  to 
meet  the  interest  payments  on  the  bonds.  The 
money  has  been  borrowed  and  <liverted  from 
other  objects  in  order  to  effect  the  payments 
already  made  thereon;  and  the  relief  is,  there- 
fore, but  temporary. 

"I  should  approve  foreclosure  of  the  mort- 
gage by  the  bondholders,  who  would  then  take 
over  the  line,  and  administer  it  through  the 
metlium  of  a  company  of  their  own  choice.  I 
would  grant  them  every  possible  facility  for 
the  realization  of  that  plan,  and  would  even 
be  prepared  to  grant  them  an  extension  of  the 
term  of  the  concession  as  part  compensation 
for  losses  and  delays  already  sustained." 

Asked  as  to  \;hether  he  were  not  of  opinion 
that  the  Guayaquil  and  Quito  Railway,  prop- 
erljiadmiiiistered,  could  contribute  very  large- 
ly towards  the  payments  of  interest  on  the 
bonds,  and  if  he  would  favor  the  idea  of  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  railway  com- 
pany's books  and  accoutits  by  chartered  ac- 
countants of  unquestioned  integrity,  the  better 
and  more  surely  to  prove  to  the  foreign  gov- 
ernments interested  on  behalf  of  their  respec- 
tive subjects  or  citizens  thai  the  company 
really  could,  and  shoulcf  be  obliged,  as  the 
principal  debtor,  to  contribute,  largely  to  the 
payments  of  interest  on  its  bonds,  and  thus 
relieve  the  guarantor,  the  Ecuadorean  Govern- 
ment, from  at  least  a  part  of  the  responsibility, 
and  the  odious  pressure  to  which  it  is  subject- 
ed, Dr.  Tamayo  replied  that  he  certainly  would 
favor  the  auditing  of  the  company's  books  by 
independent  accountants,  whose  report  nobody 
fh  Ecuador  doubted  would  be  favorable  to  the 
A  iew  taken  of  this  question  by  cverj-body  in 
this  country,  native  and  foreigner. 

Invitation  to  British  Capitalists 
"With  regard  to  railway  construction," 
said  Dr.  Tamayo,  "I  may  say  it  is  my  purpose 
to  encourage  it  to  the  utmost  of  my  ability.  I 
consider  especially  important  the  line  to 
Cuenca,  and  the  Quito-Ibarra-Esmeraldas 
line;  and  I  shall  do  all  in  my  power  to  urge 
forward  the  construction  of  those  two  lines  in 
particular;  but  within  the  limits  of  financial 
possibility,  without  either  crippling  the  admin- 
,istration,  neglecting  obligations,  or  unneots- 
sarily  burdening  the  nation  with  additional  ' 
taxation  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  plan.  I 
wish  you  could  persuade  some  of- your  British 
capitalists  to  undertake  the  con.struction  of 
those  railways,  for  which  purpose  I  would 
offer  special  facilities  and  inducements.  But 
I  am  interested  not  only  in  railway  construc- 
tion. I  am  very  desirous  of  encouraging  the 
establishment  of  every  possible  kind  of  new 
industry ;  and  there  is  nothing  rcawjnable  'l 
would  not  do  to  make  attractive  the  prospect 
•for  those  of  your  countrymen  who  could  be 
persuaded  to  invest  their  capital  in  such  indus- 
tries here.  I  would  grant  the  free  entry  of  all 
machinery,  materials,  tools,  and  nece>«»aries ; 
freedom  from  taxation  for  the  capital  so  in- 
vested, grants  of  land,  and,  I  repeat,  every 
reasonable  inducement. 

"I  recognize  that  I  have  an  uphill  usk  be- 
fore me;  there  is  much  need  for  reform  in 
many  branches  of  the  administration ;  the  na- 
tion is  burdened  with  debt ;  the  financial  situa- 
tion is  all  but  desperate;  here  in  this  port,  as 
the  result  of  neglect,  we  may  say  w«  have  no 
customs  house,  no  wharf,  nothing,  nothing. 
All  that  must  be  altered.  It  will  not  be  easy, 
but  it  mu.st  be  done.  I  am  determined  that 
my  administrati<^  shall  at  least  be  jTn  honest 
one;  and  my  aim  aball   be  to  catabliab  on 


country's  credit  at  home  and  abroad,  and  to 
exert  every  effort  to  assure  its  progress  and 
prosperity.  But  I  must  have  time  to  bring 
about  these  results;  and  our  creditors  abroad 
must  recognize  the  struggle  we  sHtill  have  to 
make,  and  the  difficulties  to  be  overcome.  I 
count  upon  their  consideration,  and  will  thank 
you  foreign  gentlemen  resident  here,  who  are 
fully  acquainted  with  the  conditions  ruling,  to 
lend  us  your  aid  by  giving  publicity  to  our 
aims,  desires,  and  difficulties." 

Dr.  Tamayo  is  a  prominent  consulting  law- 
yer. Great  hopes  are  entertained  by  the  best 
people  in  the  country  of  the  much-needed  im- 
provement that  his  administration  promises. 


Cheviot  Wilds — The 
Border  Gate 


To  reach  the  Border  Gate  from  the  Scotch 
side  one  must  ascend  Cocklaw  fiom 
the  upper  waters  of  Bowmont,  and  follow  the 
old  pack-horse  road  whivh  leads  to  .\lwinton, 
in  J<orthumberland.  Long  disused  as  a  high- 
way, this  road  has  degenerated  into  the 
merest  hill  track,  its  grassy  surface  being  in- 
terrupted only  by  occasional  patches  of  de- 
tritus from  the  local  bastard-granite,  which 
have  been  washed  down  by  floods,  to  afford  a 
footing  at  once  harsh  and  unstable.  .And  thus 
the  track  winds  on,  skirting  the  shoulder  of 
the  hill,  ascending  ever,  until  the  upland 
moors  are  reached  and  a »  gate  in  a  sheep 
fence  divides   tlic  once  rival  countries. 

Here  an  entirely  new  panorama  is  spread 
before  the  tra\clcr — hills,  of  course,  as  be- 
fore, but  not  the  old  hills.  Westward,  upon 
the  right,  the   rounded  cairn-crowned  outline 


^jfr Thtrlm oo r  i s  pcrtr a]) s  mo s f  conspicuousT 
next,v  moving  leftward,  rises  the  green  mass  of 
Shilhope  Law,  the  harsh  black  broken  slopes 
of  Bloodybush  Edge,  and,  almost  due  cast, 
Hedgehope.  the  second  highest  hill  of  the 
range,  which  rises  indeed  to  within  some  300 
feet  of  its  neighbor.  High  Cheviot.  The  faint 
undulating  line  of  the  extreme  distance  rep- 
resents the  high  grounds  of  mid-Northum- 
berland. Nowhere  within  this  vast  cir- 
cumference is  there  any  resting  pl*e  for  the 
eye,  which  wanders  homeless  as  a  dove  upon 
the  waters,  until  at  length  it /lights  upon 
certain  peat-built  butt&  erected  in  the  near 
foreground  for  use  in  grouse  driving.  Loca 
vasta  pastoruni :  in  this  terse  phrase  a  Roman 
writer  would  ha\e  summed  up  the  region. 
It  has  been  a  pastoral  realm  from  time  im- 
memorial, and  such  may  it  remain ! 

But  though  the  landscape  and  the  staple 
industry     remain     unaltered,    the    herdsman's 
methods  have  undergone  great  changes  with- 
in half  a  century.    Gone,  for  example,  are  the 
great    sheep    fairs,    to    which      the      old-time 
shepherd    would    drive   his      flock   such      dis- 
tances;   those   pastoral    gatherings,   or   rather 
festivals,    which    were    held    by    prescriptive 
ripht  upon  .some  open  down  or  common,  where 
industry    remain    unaltered,     the     herdsman's 
for  nearly  a  week   the   jjreensward   would   be 
white  with   fleeces  and   the     air     murmurous 
With    bleating,    while   shepherds     and      flock- 
masters  from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom  frater- 
nized  for  business  and     pleasure.     Railways 
and    local    auction    marts,    with    their   weekly 
sales,    have   dealt   the   death-blow     to     these 
grand  old  institutions,  and  in   so  doing  have 
abolished,  or  nearly  .so,  the  romaiitic  nomad 
element  in  the  ordi^iary  .shepherd's  life.  Gone, 
also,  is  the  primitive  mode  of  marking  sheep 
by   burning  them   in   the  cheek,  an   infliction 
which  in  this  country,  down  to  the  eighteenth 
century,    certain    criminals    shared    with    the 
sheep.     With  more  legitimate  regret  lovers  of 
the  picturesque  look  back  to  the  custom,  dat- 
ing from   the   days  before   fences,     of  "sum- 
mering" the  sheep,  by  which  a  solitary  herder 
would  lie  out  upon  the  hill  with     his     flock 
from  dawn  until  nightfall  from  late  April  to 
October.     And   this   is   a   region     to     which 
Spring  comes   late  and   Autumn  early.     One 
such  herd,  having  perhaps  2,000  wethers,  din- 
monts,  hoggs,   under   his  i^arge,     would   lie 
out  year  after  year     upon  the     high     slopes 
known     as     Cheviot     Mpadows,     beside     the 
springs  of  Beamish  and  of  Usway,  where  his 
chances  of  casual  parleying  woirtd  be  scanty 
indeed.     It  may  be  fancy,  but  there  are  per- 
.sons  who  believe  that,  even  at  this,  interval, 
the  experience  of  his  early  years  still     tells 
upon   him.  showing  itself  in   a  far-away  air, 
z  habit  of  silence,  and  a  great  gentleness  of 
demeanor.     Not  that  he  was  at  all  a  moody 

fian,  or  lacked  resource  for  whiling  the  time, 
n  the  nook  of  his  plaid  he  carried  always  a 
k  Testament,  which  he  had  conscientiously 
reat^  through  from  beginning  to  end  more 
than  once  during  his  enforced  solitude.  By 
way  of  lighter  entertainment,  he  had  cut  out 
chequers  in  the  turf,  and  would  play  matches 
with  home-made  draughts,  right  hand  against 
left,  so  that,  by  dint  of  study  and  practice,  he 
became  a  don  at  the  jjame. 

Pursuing  our  track   from   the     bents  and 
heather  of  the  moorland,  stumbling  perchance 
on  a   skylark's  nest,  or,  in  the  hottest  days, 
getting   sight   of  a   lizard,   we  descend   deep, 
grassy  slopes  where  the  ground  contours  arc 
moulded   upon   a   much   smaller   scale.

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'HE  trip  to  Prince  Rupert  has  of 
late  years  bc<*ome  familiar  to 
many  Victorians,  though  the  suc- 
ceeding journey  ove^  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  to  Pr[oce  George  is 
not  so  well  known.  But  there  are  still  a  great 
many  people  to  whom  all /the  vast  stretch  of 
the  Province  north,  say,  of  Vancouver  is  only 
a  name  and  a  vague  conception  of  something 
"away  up  north,"  and  it  is  for  these  the'  pres- 
ent writer  intends  to  depict  in  a  short  series 
of  sketches  the  impressions  that  the  average 
traveller  is  likely  to  receive  on  a  visit  to  the 
central  interior. 

The  mild  sunshine  of  early  September 
warmed  the  atmosphere  ^  as  the  G.  T.  P. 
steamer  Prince  George  withdrew  from  the 
Italian  garden  effect  which  is  Victoria's  inner 
harbor  and  made  her  way  out  past  the  break- 
■water  on  her  way  to  Seattle.  The  run  of  the 
G.  T.  P.  boats  is  like  an  endless  chain,  and 
the  question  of  from  which  of  the  three  south- 
ern cities  the  trip  begins  and  ends  is  a  matter 
of  individual  taste  and  local  patriotic  feeling. 
But  starting  from  the  Capital  City,  Seattle  js 
the  first  port  of  call,  and  next  comes  Vancou- 
ver, after  which  one  may  consider  one  is  really 
oflf  and  the  northern  trip  has  begun.  Leaving 
\ictoria  at  eleven  in  the  morning,  one  reaches 
Seattle  at  four  in  the  afternoon ;  therefore  it 
was  shortly  after  four  o'clock  when  I  clam- 
bered up  Madison  Street  and  turned  into 
Second  Avenue,  and  it  is  at  that  hour  that 
you  see  Seattle  at  its  best — or  at  its  worst, 
which  again  is  a  matter  of  individual  prefer- 
ence.    Every  day  on  Second  Avenue  you  will 


see  crowds  that  are  only  approximated  in  Vic- 
toria on  the  rare  occasion  of  a  Royal  visit.  The 
State  Qf  Washington,  it  is  true,  is  not  so  large 
as  British  Columbia;  still  it  is  a  pretty  fair 
size,  and  it  seems  strange  that  where  there  are 
several  hundred  square  miles  to  spread  them- 
-selves  in,  people  should  want  to  squeeze  and 
jostle  themselves  on  a  ten-foot  pavement. 

But,  more  than  the  crt)wds,  the  deafening 
noise  is  what  impinges  itself  most  upon  the 
visitor's  lAaccustomed  sensibilities.  Upon  the 
thunderous  undertone  of  many  feet  rises  the 
strident  shriek  of  street  cars  grinding  on  the 
rails  around  corners,  the  rattle  of  the  cable 
cars  and  the  incessant  hooting  of  multitudes 
of  impatient  motor  horns.  The  only  thorough- 
ly peaceful  scene  I  saw  was  the  spectacle  of 
two  women  conversing  in  deaf  and  dumb  lan- 
guage in  the  middle  of  the  pavement,  and  the 
suggestion  of  silence  w^  almost  poignant  in 
its  contrast.  But  it  is  not  long  before  the 
next  sensation  is  that  of  wonder  at  the  in- 
sensate futility  of  most  of  the  din.  Street  cars 
jangle  frantically  and  the  automobiles  toot 
and  sqviawk  incessantly,  and  only  the  un- 
tutored stranger  takes  the  slightest  notice  and 
scurries  hurriedly  to  cover,  while,  to  add  to 
trte  general  gaiety,  every  moving  picture  pal- 
ace has  Its  mechanical  piano  going  at  top  speed 
and  even  the  ten-cent  stores  pour  forth  their 
melodies  through  the  medium  of  a  gramo- 
phone. , 

Of  course  I  paid  the  customary  pilgrimage 
to  the  last  mentioned  miracles  of  bargain  re- 
sorts, but  the  invitation  to  exchange  one  of 
*my  good  Canadian  dollars  for  only  eighty 
cents  of  American  money,  which  I  have  tra- 
ditionally been  'taught  to  consider  inferior, 
steeled  my  heart  effectually  against  the  tempt- 
ing glitter.  Frederick  &  Nelson's  oflfered  more 
fasciiuting  bait,  but  as  I  did  not  want  to  carry 
Oriental  carpets  around  with  me  and  couldn't 
afford  hundred-dollar  fur-trimmed  coatv  I 
turned  my  eyes  from  such  vanities  likewise. 
Thus  I  suffered  myself  to  be  swept  along  up 
to  Pike  Street,  the  very  hub  of  the  city,  and 
thence  around  to  the  big,  sad-colored  post 
.office,-where  long,  thick  queues  of  people  wait 
patiently  for  thrf  strings  of  cars  that  carry 
them  out  to  Union  Lake,  the  University  dis- 
trict and  beyond;  and  then  up  to  Fourth 
Avenue  to  the  equally  big,  sad-colored  library. 
The  stone  of  Seattle's  public  buildings  pre- 
sents a  dingy  appeanance  in  comparison  with 
our  own  silvery  grey.  Out  of  regard  for  some 
pleasant  memories,  I  made  a  brief  survey  of 
well-known  rooms.  Then,  mindful  of  the  early 

f  hour  at  \fhich  dinner  is  served  on  the  steamer 
when  in  port,  and  amply  satisfied  with  the 
brief  renewal  of  acquaintance  I  had  made  with 
our  hustling  neighbor  city,  I  made  my  wa/ 
down  Madison's  perilous  steeps  and  sought 
the  compikrative  solitude  and  repo.sc  of  the 
docks  again,  where  only  the  creaking  of  cranes  4 
and  the  thud  of  heavy  weights  in  the  ship's 
hold  broke  the  serenity  of  night.  * 

Leaving  Seattle  at  eleven  o'clock  that 
night,  Vancouver  was  reached  at  eight  next 
morning,  and  the  pure  air  sweeping  down  from 
the  mountains  across  the  harbor,  although 
they  were  almost  wholly  invisible,  swept  away 
certain  ^isntal  memories  of  Seattle's  odorifer- 
ous waterfront.  Our  sister  city  is  much  too 
well  known  to  Victorians  to  need  any  descrip- 
tion here,  but  it  may  be  said  that'  when  in 
doubt  ask  the  Information  Bureau.  This  in- 
stitution i^  a  mine  of  information  and  a  mira- 
cle of  patience,  and  short  of  personally  con- 
ducting the  stranger  it  gives  every  possible 
assistance  if  be  has  the  slightest  glimmering 
of  an  idea  is  to  where  he  wishes  to  go.  To 
anyone  who  knows  the  little  vagaries  of  Van- 
couver it  will  also  be  almost  trite  to  remark 
that  during  the  day  I  was  compelled  to  dash 
hastily  from  the  protection  of  a  tram  car  to 
the  nearest  shop  to  purchase  an  umbrella. 

At  langth  the  twtlvjc  hours'  stay  that  the 
G.  T.  P.  boats  nuke  in  Vancouver  canie  to  an 
end  and  once  more  the  subdued  murmur  of  the 
engines  quickened  to  a  steady  beat  and  we 
were  at  last  fairly  off  on  our  trip  northward. 
The  next  momtng  iMras  one^f  those  most  com- 
mon  in   our   latitudes,   pensively   gray,   with 

•  inists  hanging  round  forest<lad  mountain  tops 
and  occasional  gleaflas  of  white  sunlight  spark- 
liaf  on  the.  wares.  We  turned  in  at  Beaver 
Cova  and  hahed  some  distance  from  shore 
while  a  Ituoch  came  out  to  receive  some  pas- 
tflUfcrs.  Tht  volumes  of  amoke  and  steam 
proclaimed  Beawr  Co^-e  tt  the  home  of  a  big 
sawaUl,  and  tbt  attrtidant  village  nestling  in 
.  tba  atmi-orcle  of  the  mountains  made  a  pretty 

j  pictort  is  tbt  wpniiiit  light.  The  occurrence 


of  these  places  of  call,  rare  as  they  are,  make 
a  pleasant  break  in  the  journey.  For  a  thou- 
sand miles  along  the  North  Pacific  seaboard 
the  scenery  is  one  endless  succession  of  moun- 
tain and  valley' darkly  green  with  the  ever- 
green trees,  and  variation  of  detail  there  is 
pone.  The  first  hejoit  lines  have  been  blocked 
in,  as  it  were,  and  it  seems  to  have  been  left 
to  man  to  add  the  smaller  details  of  farmsteads 
'and  villages,  of  stretches  of  fields  vid  orchard- 
filled  vales.  These  must  come  in  time;  mean- 
while the  timber-covered  hills  and  the  rich, 
Well-watered  valleys  wait  and  dream  uncfer 
the  varying  skies  as  they  have  waited  through, 
the  solitary  centuries  of  the  past. 

At  about  •Jeven  o'clock  in  the  morning  a 
stronger  swell  announced  that  we  were 
emerging  from  the  protection  of  Vancouver 
Island,  and  from  the  breezy  upper  deck  we 
could  see  the  jjle^ailt  land  recede  to  the  south- 
west. The  north  end  of  our  island  is  really 
much  older  historically  than  the  south.  These 
wooded  shores  were  first  viewed  by  Captain 
Cook  in  1769,  while  Nootka  Sound  some  years 
later  became  the  scene  of  an  "incident,"  to 
employ  diplomatic  terminology,  that  came 
very  close  to  precipitating  Great  Britain  into 
a  war  with  Spain. 

For  about  two  hours  after  leaving  the 
protection  of  Cape  Scott  the  vessel  travcr.nes 
the  open  sea,  and  here  the  passengers  were 
furnished  the  diversion  of  seeing  a  whale  play- 
ing in  the  waters  only  a  few  hundred  jterds 
away.  A  little  latc»  the  route  once  more 
regained  the  shelter  of  deviously  wiiulincj 
channels  on  whose  shores  the  plumed  foliage 
^f^4he^^^4aTft^nd-the  gray-green  of  yprticcs — 
could  easily  be  distinguished.  Gradually  the 
cl^nnel  became  still  narrower  and  the  .steamer 
looked  as  though  it  was  heading  straight  for 
an  impassable  barrier  of  mountains,  when  a 
turn  revealed  the  deep  and  romantic  fiord 
that  leads  to  Ocean  Falls,  the  site  of  an  im- 
mense pulp  and  paper  mill.  The  town  is  at 
the  head  of  the  narrow,  mountain-girt  inlet, 
and  the  wharves  are  capable  of  accommodat- 
ing several  vessels  at  the  same  time.  Straight 
up  from  the  water  runs  the  main  street,  and 
from   it  side  streets   load  up  to  the  rows  of 


pretty  bungalows  that  are  perched,  terrace 
fashion,  along  the  lower  benches  of  the  moun- 
tain. There  is  nothing  of  the  half-baked 
Western  town  about  O^ean  Falls.  The  whole 
townsite  being  owned  and  run  by  the  paper 
mill  for  the  convenience  of  its  employees, 
everything  is  as  neat  and  up-to-date  as  a 
suburb  of  Victoria  or  Vancouver.  Around  the 
offices  stretch  vividly  green  lawns,  and  the 
lawns  and  flowers  in  front  of  the  private  resi; 
dences  arc  equal  to  those  anywhere.  To  one 
side  of  Jhe  town  the  mills  are  grouped,  while 
behind,  at  an  elevation  of  a  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  above  the  wharves,  stretches  the  great 
dam  that  conserves  the  water  of  the  lake, 
fourteen  miles  in  length,  that  supplies  the 
Ocean  Falls  pulp  mills  with  their  immense 
water  power. 

Permission  was  obtained  for  visiting  the 
work.s,  and  there  your  correspondent  had  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  how  the  paper  that  you  are 
reading  at  this  moment  is  made.  From  the 
blocks  of  spruce  wood,  our  guide  shouting 
brief  scraps  of  information  above  the  whirring 
din  of  machinery,  we  followed  the  process.  We 
dabbled  our  hands  in  the  liquid  paper  and  we 
saw  it  come  rolling  out,  evaporating  as  it  came, 
until  at  the  other  end  of  the  great  machine  it 
was' spun  upon  great  rollers  perfectly  dry  and 
ready  for  use.  .Mso  we  saw  great  boilers  in 
which  the  woodpulp  i.*i  cooked  with  the  proper 
chemicals  and  gigantic  furnace?,  and  we 
smelt  the  acrid  scent  of  pulped  sprucq_and  the 
dccomposing-egg  odor  of  much  sulphur,  and 
we  realized  that  all  tlic  fortune's  wgrth  of 
machinery,   and   thp  whirring  belts,   and   the 


noise,  was  for  the  sole  purpose  of  providing village  of  Mctlakatla,  which  will   forever  re 


you  with  your  morning  paper,  \\hich  by  tlic 
next  morning  will  be  used  for  lighting  the  fire. 
And  here  is  the  sorrow  of  the  great  North. 
Its  vast  wealth,  its  timber,  its  furs,  its  gold 
'  and  copper  and  coal,  i\\\  the  vast  resources  of 
its  treasur-house,  are  stored  there  to  be  poured 
out  for  the  demi-gods  that  inhabit  the  great 
cities  of  the  South.  It  seems  a  melancholy 
fate.         ' 

After  the  round  of  the  mills  had  been  made 
there  was  time  for  a  quick  walk  to  visit  the 
great  natural  reservoir  above  the  town.     The 


Ikke  is  narrow  and  evidently  winds  between 
the  mountains,  for  only  a  small  portion  of  it 
could  be  seen.  Owing  to  the  dry  season  the 
water  was  lower,  it  was  said,  than  has  ever 
been  previously  Ijnown,  and  in  the  falling  dusk  . 
it  looked  strangely  remote  and  desolate  with 
the  stark  remain^  of  lately  submerged  logs 
and  roots  strewn  upon  its  banks,  and  pre- 
sented a  strange  contrast  to  the  scene  that  lay 
only  on  the  other  side  of  the  dam.  From 
there,  as  one  retraced  one's  steps  in  answer  to 
a  warning  whistle  from  the  steamer,  one  saw 
the  little  town  and  the  mills  brilliant  with 
lights,  while  beyond  the  white  decks  of  the 
vessel  at  the  wharf  lay  the  smooth,  velvety 
black  waters  of  the  beautiful  fiord  shelteredT 
by  the  noble  slopes  of  its  enclosing  mountains. 

Once  more  darkness  ^descended  mjon  us  as 
we  withdrew  from  tfce  broad  wharves  of  this 
great  factory  which  is  wholly,  both  in  its 
power  and  its  material,  a  product  of  the  moun- 
tain wilds;  and  Swanson  Bay,  the  next  port 
of  call,  was  reached  late  that  night  and  was, 
therefore,  practically  invi^sible.  It  is  always  a 
matter  for  regret  to  the  enthusiastic  traveller 
tliat  night  has  to  come  at  all.  However,  the 
return  trip  is  so  arranged  that  to  a  great  ex- 
tent the  time  is  reversed,  and  what  is  not  seen 
going  one  way  can  be  seen  on  the  return. 

Aext  morning,  of  coikse.  there  was  a  sen- 
sation of  expectancy  in  the  air,  for  \vc  were 
due  to  reach  Prince  Kupcrt  at  10:30.  The 
clear,  open  weather  still  held,  and  as  we  made 
our  way  through  the  islands  that  bestrew  the 
channel  at  the  mouth  of  the  Skeena  we  could 
see.ffi  mile  or  so  to  the  northwest,  the  Indian 


call  the  name  of  the  missionary,  William 
Duncan,  whose  beneficent  influence  extended 
for  hundreds  of  miles,  away  up  to  Alaska  and 
across  to  the  "Queen  Charlotte  Islands. 

Truth  must  be  told,  but  I  am  loth  to  record 
that  it  was  rainfng  when  we  at  last  tied  up  at 
our  destination.  Possibly,  though,  it  was 
merely  in  deference  to  the  expectations  of  the 
visitors,  for  in  a  short  time  it  cheered  up  and 
by  the  time  we  were  in  the*4rain  and  speeding 
comfortably  along  the  shore  of  the  harbor  the 
sun  was  playing  peep-bo  with  us  and  making

Mesopotamia — Legacy  of  Turkish  Misrule

r  is  impossible  to  appreciate  the 
causes  of  the  present  outbreak  in 
Mesopotamia  without  some  iin- 
derstanding  of  the  recent  liistory 
of  the  area  and  the  mentality  of 
its  inhabitants. 

The  "Mesopotamia"  of  today  consists  of 
the  three  Turkish  vilayets,  of  Mosul,  Baghdad, 
and  Basra.  Of  these,  Mosul  alone  was  con- 
sidered an  integral  part  of  Turkey;  but  even 
there  the  Kurdish  population  frequently  rose 
and  murdered  the  Turkish  officials,  and  many 
of  the  local  chiefs  were  able  to  maintain  them- 
selves in  semi-independence.  Baghdad  and 
Basra  were  admittedly  treated  as  a  conquered 
province  belonging  to  the  empire,  as  distinct 
from  the  state,  of  Turkey. 

The  population  of  the  whole  area  may  be 
Massified  as  consisting  of:  (i)  townsfolk,. 
(2)  village  folk,  (3)  settled  and  semi-settled 
tribesmen  (4)  nomadic  tribesmen.  These  four 
elements  luve  never  been  simultaneously  and 
continuously  under  complete  control,  and  the 
years  preceding  the  occupation  were  particu- 
larly turbulent.^  In  1913  the  inachinations  ^ 
Saiyed  Talib  threw  the  town,  and,  inde'ed,  the 
vilayet,  of  Basra  into  disorder;  ,  In  1915-16 
the  towns  of  Kerbela,  Nejef  and  Ilillah  were 
in  open  revolt.  While  the  semi-settled  tribes 
found  in  the  war  an  occasion  to  throw  off  the 
yoke  of  landlordism  and  to  defy  the  Govern- 
ment tax  collector,  the  nomadic  tribes  ever 
claimed  the  freedom  of  the  desert  as  their  own. 
Only  in  the  villages  where  Turkish  gendarm- 
erie were  all-powerful  was  a  semblance  of 
order  mainftained. 

/The  Arab  Outlook 

The  disorders  of  today  are.  therefore,  but^ 
a  repetition  of  the  disorders  of  yesteryear,  and 
may  be  considered  the  natural  reflex  of  the 
mentality- of  the  people.  \  Long  subjection  to 
Turkish  rule  has  rendered  the  Arab  extremely 
suspiciobs  of  all  authority.  He  is  accustomed 
to  fair  words  and  evil  actions.  He  trusts 
nobpdy,  but  seeks  his  best  immediate  advan- 
tage. "His  brains,"  as  his  adage  runs,  "are  in 
his  eyes."  Thus  throughout  the  war,  so  long 
as4hc  balance  hung  even,  he  assisted  neither . 
^  the  Turks  nor  the  British,  but  wa*  always 
ready  to  harass  and  loot  the  defeated  side.  He 
is  impatient.  .  The  text  most  frequently  on  the 
lips  of  his  clergy  is  "Patience  is  of  Allah, 
Haste  is  of  Shaitan."  Naturally  a  keen  man 
of  business,  he  had  before  him  the  lesson  of 
unscrupulousness  which  the  Turkish  regime 
had  taught  The  history  of  the  Committee  of 
Union  and  Progress  proved  that  a  modicum 
of  ability  backed  by  a  maximum  of  effrontery 
could  turn  the  humblest  into  the  most  power- 
ful in  the  state;  and  the  moral  was  not  lost 
upon  the  "Young  Arab."        / 

To  inclination  was  added  opportunity.  The 
wreckage  of  the  battlefields  of  Mesopotamia 
and  Syria  offered  to  the  marauding  hordes 
vast  quantities  of  arms.  The  Turkish  r»overnr 
ment  vanished  with  the  retreating  armies  and 
it  was  kft  for  the  temporary  British  adminis- 
tration to  control  a  people  easily  inflamed, 
accustomed  to  disorder,  reckless  of  life,  and 
armed  to  m  man. 

Though  the  material  for  a  conflagration 
was  always  present,  yet  for  many  months 
Meaopotamta  under  British  control  presented 
a  spectacle  of  peace  and  unprecedented  pros- 
perity. The  change  seems  sudden;  but  the 
immediate  causct  which  led  to  the  outbreak 
were  gradual  and  cumolatnre.

Reasons  for  Dissatisfaction 

In  every  body  politic  there  is  a  dissatisfied 
clement,  and  Mesopotamia  was  no  exception. 
Those  who  welcomed  us  were  the  great  major- 
ity, but  a  hostile  minority  was  inevitably  there. 
The  outbreak  is  the  result  of  the  perversion 
of  the  many  by  these  few.  The  most  import- 
ant factor  has  been  the  delay  in  the  final  set- 
tlement. To  each  and  every  suggestion  that 
was  made  albout  the  future  of  Mesopotamia 
the  stereotyped  reply  was  given,  "Nothing 
can  be  done  uiitil  the  future  political  status  of 
the  country  has  been  determined,  and  this 
awaits  the  decision  of  the  Peace  Conference." 
The  decision  of  the  Peace  Conference  waited 
on  America,  and  a  whole  year  was  lost.  The 
western  mind  is  accustomed  to  the  slow  work- 
ing of  diplomacy ;  the  Oriental  looks  for  action, 
and  his  patience  is  limited.  The  first  disorder 
to  occur  provides  an  apt  illustration  of  this.  In 
the  Summer  of  1919  it  was  agreed  between  the 
British  and  French  Governments  that  the 
the  northwest  boundary  of  Mesopotamia 
should  be  below  Deir-ez-2or;  but  the  full  de- 
tails of  our  withdrawal  were  still  under  dis- 
cussion when  the  impatient  representatives  of 
the  Arab  Government  at  Damascus  advanced 
in  force,  attacked  our  officers,  and  violently 
seized. power.  We  accepted  the  new  condition, 
but  our  acceptance  was  attributed  to'  weak- 
ness, and  from  that  da.y  forward  the  Uppir 
Euphrates  has  been  disturbed.  The  incident 
was  paralleled  by  the  acclamation  by  the 
Syrian  Congress  of  F'eisal  as  king  at  a  time 
when  the  definition  oi  his  future  status  was 
under  consideration  in  Europe. 

Doubts  of  British  Capacity 
Incidents  such  as  these  emboldened  our 
^ enemies  and  bred  doubt  in  the  minds  of  our 
friends.  These  latter  marked  the  progress 
of  demobilization  and  the  reduction  of  our 
forces.  They  began  to  wonder  whether  we 
had  the  strength  to  effect  the  administrative 
reforms  on  which  we  had  embarked.  Justice 
was  being  evenly  administered,  corruption  was 
severely  visited,  measures  for  the  more  even 
distribution  of  the  burden  of  taxation  were 
initiated.  To  a  country  accustomed  to  mal- 
administration such  adjustments  must  place 
^  burden  on  shoulders  which  had  hitherto 
escaped. 

While  those  who  were  relieved  felt  Tittle 
gratitude,  the  debtor  who  was  called  on  to 
pay  his  creditor,  and  the  unassessed  who 
found  himself  assessed,  believed  they  had  a 
grievance.  And  yet,  what  alternative  was 
possible?  The  Turkish  system  of  government 
was  excellent  in  theory,  execrable  in  practice; 
but  the  Turk  could  always  point  to  his  consti- 
tutional framework,  his  criminal  codes,  his 
murficipal  law.  and  his  technical  schools,  as 
evidence  of  his  good  intentions.  We  were 
bound  to  give  the  country  an  administration 
at  least  as  good  as  that  of  the  Turks  taken  at 
its  highest  face  value.  Any  other  course  was 
unthinkable.  None  the  less,  the  new  regime 
must  have  perplexed  many  even  of  our  friends. 
Simultaneously  ill-advised  articlesin  the  home 
press  went  far  to  p<rsuade  them  that  we  were 
unlikely  to  stand  by  them  in  an  emergency. 
Doubt  became  suspicion,  and  suspicion  dis- 
trust. The  snowball  of  anti-British  feeling, 
once  started,  quickly  gathered  volume. 

Political  meetings  were  held  in  the 
mosques,  and  the  seasoi?^  being  that  of  Rama- 
dhan,  diatribes  of  dissatisfaction  found  a  sym- 
pathetic hearing  with  fast^weary  congrega- 
tions. The  anti-European  arguments  that  are 


the  stock-in-trade  of  every  Oriental  agitator 
were  freely  bandied.  "The  Englisli  are  dogs 
of  kafijrs  (unbelievers) ;  they  bleed  the  country 
to  fiy  their  own  pockets;  they  are  tyrannical 
and  austere ;  respect  was  due  to  their  military 
prowess,  but  tneir  troops  are  departing.  I'p, 
in  the  name  of  the  Faith!  Up  and  loot!"  The 
Shiah  priesthood  lent  its  support  to  the  agi- 
tation, and  at  last  the  active  hostility  of  the 
few  succeeded  io  perverting  the  many, 
Anti-British  Minority 

The  motives  of  these  few  are  less  easily 
explained.  Among  them  is  a  small  body  of 
devout  Moslems  ^yho  object  very  genuinely 
to  any  non-Moslem  intrusion  in  the  govern- 
ment of  their  lands ;  there  is  also  a  section  of 
the  community  who  genuinely,  prefer  the 
chefiry  roguery  of  the  Turk  to  the  austere 
honesty  of  the  British.  There  is  a  small,  a 
very  small,  body  of  genuine  nationalists :  men 
who  wish  to  see  a  progressive  Mesopotamia 
under  Arab  rule,  anxious  for  British  assistance 
but  fearful  of  British  domination.  These  were 
led  to  distrust  the  genuineness  of  British  pro- 
testations, and  threw  their  weight  against  us. 
More  dangerous  than  any  is  the  class  of  dis- 
appointed ^lace-hunters.  Many  of  these  came 
from  Syria.  There,  while  the  war  was  in 
progress,  British  gold  was  lavished  upon 
Feisal's  army;  and  his  officers,  ignorant  of  all 
but  the  art  of  guerilla  warfare,  expected  easy 
maintenance  by  government  in  peace.  Tried 
as  officials,  they  were  found  to  lack  either 
capacity  or  honesty.  Disappointed,  they  filled 
the  coffee  shops  with  their  grumbles  and  their 
correspondence  with  intrigue.  By  their  false 
accusations  they  inflamed  their  compatriots  in 
Syria,  and  in  their  search  for  support  have 
lent  a  ready  car  to  the  Turkish  Nationalists 
and  the  Bolshevists.  Is'o  agitation  is  worked 
save  by  gold;  and  they  are  the  channels 
through  which  the  sinews  of  war  have  passed. 
Pbcua  of  the  Outbreak  * 

It  is  ^easonaMe  to  believe  that  the  storm 
focus,  thus  formed,  attracted  to  itself  all  the 
elements  which,  spasmodically  or  habitually, 
oppose  the  policy  of  Great  Britain.  A  new 
spot  had  been  found  where  pressure  might  be 
applied.  Hence  the  provision  of  funds.  Into 
the  question  of  the  source  of  the  funds,  this 
is  not  the  place  to  enter.  With  events  marching 
thus^  the  danjjer  of  a  conflagration  was  admit- 
tedly great;  and  the  first  outbreak  occurred, 
as  was  to  be  expected,  on  the  Euphrates. 
Xejef  and  Kerbela  are  the  cathedral  cities  of 
the  Shiah  faith,  a  doctrine  which  is  essentially 
theocratic  and  against  all  forms  of  civil  gov- 
ernment. The  hold  of  the  Turks  there  was 
always  precarious,  and  even  during  the  war 
they  were  forced  to  undertake  operations 
against  them,  in  the  course  of  which  the  sacred 
shrines  were  bombarded.  The  area  boraers  the 
desert,  and  the  free  warfare  of  the  nomad 
tribes  is  more  familiar  than  the  peace  of  cities. 
More  important  still,  it  was  the  area  in  which 
British  troops  had  never  operated.  The  tribes 
of  the  Tigris  bad  seen  and  believed,  but  the 
tri!)es  of  the  Euphrates  had  only  heard,  and 
they  doubted.         -~ 

In  July  they  rose  and  rescued  an  arraated 
Sheikh;  the  forces  sefit  against  them  were 
driven  back;  presently  there  followed  a  real 
military  disaster  to  the  Britisb>-the  loss  of 
some  300  prisoners  and  considerable  booty. 
This  was  excuse  enough  for  any  Arab  rising. 
The  extremists  came  into  their  own ;  and  the 
rising  ^read.  It  was  tJie  inevitable  result  of 
the  (ariy  disaster* 


woniljous   effects   with   rainbows,   and   sunlit 
and  cloud -shadowed  mountains.  For  some  dis- 
tance the  train  travels  west  and  then  south  in 
order  to  get  out  of  the  harbor  on  which  Prince 
Rupert   is   built   and   into   the   valley  of  the 
Skeena,  which  is  just  arouiRl  the  corner  to  the 
south,    and    until    the    traveller    realizes    this 
necessity  his  ideas  as  to  his  bearings  get  tied 
up  into  a  knot.    Along  this  portion  of  tlie  way 
one  sees  canneries  at'every  niilc  or  so,  and  one 
gets  something  of  an  idea  of  one  important 
part  of  the  trade  of  Prince   Rupert,  for  the 
great  bulk  of  the  fishing  industry  has  in  the 
last    few    years    shifted    its    centre    from    the 
Eraser  to  the  Skeena,  and  there  it  is  likely  to 
remain.     The  defunct  town  of  Port  Edwanl 
is  "also  to  be  seen,  with  its  shuttered  houses 
and  its  mute  story  of  unsuccessful  exploita-  • 
tion.     At  last  we  reach  the  broad  waters  of 
the  Skeena,  and,  turning  eastward,  feel  that 
we  arc  headed  in  earnest  for  the  central  in- 
terior <Jf  which  we  have  heard  so  muchr 

But  first  of  all  there  is  the  inevitable  bar- 
rier of  mountains  to  be  traversed.     They  rise 
on  all   sides,  gradually   becoming  higher  and 
more  snowclad  as  we  penetrate  their  fastnesses, 
and  seen  amidst  the  surrounding  cottonwoods 
that  fringe  the  track  they  reveal  themselves  in 
loveliest  blue,  deep,  but  clear  from  any  stain 
of  purple,  the  blue  that  Collinj^^s  paints  in  his 
mountain  pictur6«.     Thus  wc  tr.Tvcllcd  on  and 
on  throujjh  tliosc  succcs.sinns  of  highland  glens 
with  the  Skeena  always  keeping  us  close  coni- 
l)any  and  wca\  ing  for  us.  times  without  num- 
ber, exquisite  pictures  in  which  cathedral-like 
cliffs  and  mountain   slopes  and   winding  sun- 
swcpt  river,  an d^  bits  of  natural  meadow  and 
groups  of  birch  and  poplar,  combined  in  end- 
less variations.    Especially  pretty  was  the  val- 
ley in' the  vicinity  of  Cedarvalc,  wjierc  little 
homesteads  softened  the  landscape,  and  across 
the  river  a  substantial  church,  all  too  rare  a 
sight  in  the  new  North,  lifted  its  spire,  while 
above  it  rose  the  majestic  slopes  and  snowclad 
peaks  of  the  Seven  Sisters.     A  few  minutes 
later   we  ^passed   through   a   large   Indian   re- 
serve, where  one  saw  the  black-maned,  buck- 
skin-colored   Indian    ponies   and    the   chubby 
children,  the  bent  old  squaws  and  the  muscu- 
lar   looking    men.      Also    wc    traverse    their 
burying  ground  and  notice  the  little  hoi^es  of 
•  more  or  less  ornamental  architecture  that  arc 
erected  over  each  resting  place.   A  little  later 
the    setting    sun    gradually    withdraws    from 
river  and   slope   and  peak,   and   by  the  time 
New    Hazelton    is    reached    night    again    im- 
periously ends  the  traveller's  observations. 

Through  the  night  in  the  comfortable  quar- 
ters of  a  standard  sleeper  berth  one  has  dim 
perceptions  of  eternal  journeyings  and  svvay- 
ings    and    clack   of   fast-retreating   rail-joints, 
and  mighty  shocks  where  a  fresh  engine  is  put 
on,  and  then  morning  conies  and  one  makes 
one's  toilet  between  drunken  lurches  against 
the  sides  of  the  dressing-room  and  curiously 
peers  out  at  the  new  and  strange  landscape 
which  we  have  reached  during  the  night.  New 
and  strange  it  really  is,  for  we^iavc  finally  left 
behind  the  mountains  and  evergreen  trees  uf 
the  Coast  ^nd  now  nothing  meets  the  eye  but 
rolling,  low  hills  and  the  cheerful  foliage  of 
small    deciduous    Jrees,    with    an    occasional 
small  spruce.    Very  pretty  and  very  refreshing 
is  the  change.    We  wind  beside  the  blue  green 
waters  ,of   the    Nechaco,   and   slender,   white- 
stemmed  birches  troop  down  slopes  of  green 
herbage  that  is  tinted  with  splashes  of  yellow 
and  the  subdued  crimson  of  the  dying  fire- 
weed,  and  one  almost  expects  to  see  the  deer 
which,  would  complete  a  scene  thgt  so  much 
resembles  the  Scottish  pictures  of  MacWhir- 
ter.    There  is  only  time  for  a  light  breakfast 
in  the  dining  car,  and  then  we  ^re  almost  at 
our  destination.     The  porter  fishes  from  un- 
der the  made-up  seats  that  are  not  yet  con- 
verted to  their  normal  day  uses  suit  cases  and 
dressing  bags  and  umbrellas  and  sticks,  and  « 
we  are  finally  grouped  with  our  impedimenta 
■  upon   the   gangway,   and   a   minute   later  we 
alight  at  Prince  George,  the  town  that  delights 
to  call   itself  the  "hub  of  the  Nortliern  in- 
terior." ■ .  ...... ,'-  ■;   .. 

X  As  most  people  know,  the  history  of  Prince 
George  is  almost  nomadic.  Originally  the 
townsite  was  located  at  what  is  now  known 
as  South  Fort  fjcorge.  Here- the  constructors 
of  the  new  G.  T.  P.  settled  their  families  and 
spent  their  earnings.  Hotels  and  shops  and 
theatres  flourished,  and  without  doubt  this 
was  to  be  the  metropolis.  Then  a  power  arose 
to  the  West  and,  backed  by  big  money,  an- 
nounced that  the  station,  which,  after  all,  de- 
cides everything,  was  to  be  located  on  that 
company's  property,  and  lots  were  sold 
throughout  the  Province  on  that  understand- 
ing. But  there  were  difficulties,  and  mean- 
while a  young  and  vigorous  community  had 
sprung*  up  at  what  was  called  Prince  George, 
who  insisted  that  there,  and  nowhere  else,  was 
the  one  and  only  place  for  the  station.  Railway 
commissions  sat  and  gravely  debated  the 
point,  arid  apparently  arc  still  debating,  but 
in  the  meantime  Prmce  George  has  got  the 
station  pro  tem.  and  seems  likely  to  hold  on 
to  it.  The  big  interests  to  the  West  arc  still, 
contending,  but  the  South  gave  up  the  strugri." 
gle  f.omc  time  ago  and,  philosophically  decid- 
ing th|t  there  was  nothing  to  do  J»ut  for 
.Mahomet  to  move  to  the  mountain,  did  indeed 
literally  transfer  itself  to  the  winning  tcmnsite» 
and  houses  might  be  seen  last  Winter  sol- 
emnly being  hauled  along  the  mile  and  a  hajf 
of  road  that  stretched  between  the  rivals.  Thus 
Prince  George  is  like  no  other  city ;  H  .stretches 
its  ungainly  self  far  from  the  station  in  all 
directions,  and  you  will  come  upon  hotels  and 
big  theatres  mostly  boarded  up  in  the  moat 
unexpected  quarters,  while  the  *ery  centre  of 
the  town  presents  toothless  gaj)s  in  ita  streets 
where  substantial  buildings  ought  to  be. 
These,  however,  are  only  petty  details  to 
which  the  citizens  are  prc4>ably  quite  oblivious. 
For  Prince  Gaorge  lives  for  the  future.  Shd 
knows  what  she  is  j^ut.  She  occupies  a 
strategk  position  from  which  nothing  can  oust 
her,  and  her  inhabitants  see,  not  the  muddy 
roads  that  are  her  present  streets,  nor  the 
wooden  butMings  and  the  distressing  gaps  of 
today,  but  the  substantial  thoroughfares  ol 
tomorrow.

Vancouver  Island — A  Poten- 
tial Power-Ho.use

There    ar©     three     principal    water- 


power  tl«!Volo|jments  on  Vancouver 
Island  at  the  present  time,  one'  of 
them  belnR  of  peculiar  InlercHt  as 
belnsr  the  first  hyclro-elcctric  ))lant  to 
be  built  on  ^'a^couver  Island.  The 
lilant  hoTdinR  ttiis  distinction  in  the 
well-lcnown  (loldstreum  power  plant, 
which  commenced  operation  in  1»98, 
the  old  Htcam  plant  located  on  Store 
Street  by  the  Rock  Bay  Bridge  hav- 
ing become  quite  inadequate  to  handle 
the  rapidly  Browing  load.  Those  who 
were  living  in  Victoria  at  that  time 
will  well  remember  the  time  of  the 
new  power  being  turned  on,  and  it 
was  not  long  before  theiio  increaned 
resourccH  were  again  taxed  to  the 
limit  and  extenslnns  neoessitaled.-  Kor 
it  was  JUHt  tho  time  when  the  public 
was  beginning  to  realiase  ttie  Immenttc 
poasibintles  lying  in  tho  electric  cur- 
rent, the  first  thought  naturally  turn- 
ing to  ^ho  provinion  of  bettor  lighting 
facllitien  for  the  homes  and  streets 
of  tho  city. 

J.iOoklng  from  a  height  at  the  mag- 
nilUent  lighting  .systeni  which  now 
serves  our  city  streets  and  thorough- 
fareM,  one  e^innot  but  smile  at  the 
ideas  of  former  days,  when  the 
Hcienco  of  illuminiitlon  was  in  tho 
experlmeiltaj  ntage.  Oldtimers  will 
remember  the  immense  double  decked 
lamp  poloR  carrying  throe  or  four 
nputtering  iirc  lamps  at  a  height  of 
about  150  feet  from  the  ground,  and 
reached  by  the  attendant  by  means  of 
H  sort  of  boatswain's  chair  counter- 
balanced by  HM  ii'iii  weight.  The  HUp- 
|)ort  of  the  chair  was  no  doubt  very 
wt>lcome  nt  such  a  height,  and  the 
rigging  of  thw  pule,  with  Ha  braces, 
guys,    halyards  and   guide   ropea,   and 


water  passing  through  Us  wheels,  was 


a  most  awe-inspiring  sight,  which 
created  an  impression  of  the  power 
of  water  and  the  mystery  of  electric- 
ity that  persisted  for  many  years, 
ami  which  still  exists,  in  spite  of  the 
familiarity  of  later  days,  that  in  this 
case  has  not  bred  contempt.  For  tho 
roar  of  the  water  and  the  reslatlcss 
force'  it  exerts  never  fall  to  bring  to 
mind  the  words  of  the  sweet  singer  of 
Israel,  as  he  spoke  of  those  who  "do 
businciw  in  great  waters — these  see 
the  works  of  the  Lord,  and  His  won- 
ders in  tiie  deep."  JJavld  spoke  of  the 
sea,  it  is  true,  and  its  wild,  ungov- 
erncd  force,  but* here  is  the  same 
force  governed  and  brought  under  tlio 
dominion  of  man,  yet  none  the  less 
mdrvelous  and  inexplicable  for  that. 
We  know  what  it  will  do,  under  cer- 
tain circumstances,  we  conform  to 
these  laws  and  accomplish  our  ends 
thereby,  but  as  to  why,  or  how  these 
things  are  so  we  can  no  more  say 
than  could  tho  wisest  of  the  ancients. 
We  did  not  venture  Inside  tho  little 
power-house,  in  those  days;  we  stood 
respectfully  at  the  door  and  watched 
the  shining  wheels  spinning,  and  gaz- 
ed at  the  complications  of  the  switch- 
board, and  then  turned  and  saw  the 
water.  Its  first  work  done,  |)a«s  quietly 
out  and  on  to  quench  the  thirst  of 
4he  Inhabitants  of  ICpquimalt,  or 
Usquimault,  as  we  spelled  it  them. 

There  la  a  term  common  to  the 
engineer —  potential  energy  —  which 
signifles  the  leashed  force  existing  in 
Nature,  whether  it  be  the  steam  con- 
fined in  a  boiler,  the  sun-heat  bottled 
up  and  confined  so  many  thousands  of 
years  ago  in  the  coal,  or  the  latent 
Bower   existing   In   every  reservoir   of 


Ing.  And  when  in  some  little  meas- 
ure, that  point  has  been  attained,  one 
begins  to  understand  the  meaning  of 
the  ancient  command  to  "replenish 
the  earth  and  subdue  it." 

Kvery  great  engineering  work  is, 
primarily,  the  work  of  one  man.  Xot 
that  many  do  not  advise,  and  still 
more  arranga  details,  lovingly  watch 
the    itrogress   of   the    building,    correct 


frror.«t  of  detail,  and  asfil.it  in  count- 
less  ways.  But  in  its  conception,  and 
in  its  first  building  it  is  Invisible  ex- 
cei>t  to  the  man  who  spends  his  days 
and  nights  as  well,  in  conjuring  ui)  in 
the  mirror  of  his  mind  that  work  as  it 
will  one  day  appear  to  the  mo.st  ignor- 
ant of  the  populace  as  clearly  as  It 
then  does  to  the  one.  Kvery  sod  must 
be  turned,  every  brick  laid,  each  part 
designed,  inani^a<tured,  the  buildings 
erected  from  foundation  to  roof  in 
this  iihantoni  manner  before  a  tool 
i.s  touched,  and  here  one  man  reigns 
alone. 

Purtine  of  lilt*  Waters 

The  plant  at  Jordan  Illver  is  no 
exception  to  the  rule.  It  was  ten 
years  or  more  after  the  completion  of 
the  (loldstream  plant  that  the  need  of 
greatly  increased  capac-lly  became 
apparent.  Xot  only  had  the  j>opula- 
llon  grown  phenomenally,  but  the  de- 
mand for  tho  electric  current  for 
many  pur|)oseB  not  thought  of  in  the 
earlier  days  was  becoming  insistent, 
and  although  the  r)ld  plant<4)ad  been 
increased  and  extencU*d  to  Its  limit,  it 
was  seen  that  doubling,  or  even 
trebling,  would  bo  InsufTlclent,  and 
search  was  made  actually  for  the 
largest  power  existent  within  a  reas- 
onable distance  of  the  city.  There  is 
a  point,  not  far  from  the  well  known 
Shawnlgan  Lake,  and  to  the  west, 
where  there  is  a  parting  of  the  waters. 
From  this  point  streams  flow  to  tho 
west  into  the  Pacific  Ocean,  to  the 
south  Into  the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Fuca, 
and  to  the  east  to  the  (lulf  of  Cicorgia. 

It  was  on  the  day  that  the  present 
general  superintendent  stood  at  this 
point  and  looked  down  Into  the  valley 
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the  little  "main  top"  half  way  up, 
wan  flufflolcntly  like  that  of  a  wind- 
jammer to  catch  the  fancy  of  the 
small  boy  and  lead  to  the  necessity  of 
notices  warning  of  the  danger  in- 
volved, to  tho  said  small  boy,  should 
he  clln»b  above  th*  first  few  cleats. 
There  were  only  a  very  few  of  these 
remarkable  street  lighting  devices, 
ong  very  prominent  one  being  located 
on  the  top  of  Christ  Hill,  while  the 
real  copld  be  counted  almnwt  on  the 
ftiurers  of  one  han<l.  The  theory  was 
that  th«»  higher  the  light  was  placed 
the  further  would  Its  beapis  extend, 
and  the  city  was  thus  to  be  lighted 
throughout  l>y  a  few  very  powerful 
llfhta.  The  fallkry  of  this  was  quick- 
ly aecn.  The  light  was  certainly  dlf- 
fuaed.  so  much  so  that  practically  no 
ItCht  worth  speaking  of  was  shed  any- 
where. The  homea  In  those  daya  were 
nearly  all  lit  by  oil  lamps,  with  some 
comparatively  few  favored  ones  sup- 
piled  with  gaa.  But  with  the  quick 
growth  of  the  electrle  light  system 
and  its  Increasing  dependability,  the 
change  to  electric  light  as  the  atand- 
•rd  lUuminant  was  made  almost  over- 
night, and,  ••  atated  above,  the  new 
Ooldatream  plant  very  aooa  had  to 
ba  enlarged. 

Awe-Inaplrinc  8lchl 

It  waa  back  in  thoee  days  that  the 
preaant  writer  made  hia  first  trip  out 
to  view  the  new  plant.  To  a  youth 
who  had  apent  yeara  te  the  QuIet  apot 
that  Victoria  then  waa.  the  little 
hvdro-electric.  with   the  roar  of  the 


water  at  an  elevation  above  the 
each,  after  all.  traceable  to  that  great 
source  of  energy  which  warms  ua  day 
by  day.  and  supplies  present  neces- 
sities while  storing  up  energy  for 
future  ages,  as  In  the  past.  Even 
though  In  those  times  we  knew 
hothing  of  this  term,  we  could  not 
but  feel  the  fact  as  we  climbed  up 
the  pipeline  back  of  the  power-house 
— 4.000  feet  of  3S-lrt^h  pipe,  visible  In 
places,  and  we  trod  carefully,  and 
wondered  Just  where  on  that  steep 
mountain  side  we  would  stop  rolling 
if  the  pipe  should  burst  at  our  feet. 
And  past  that  danger,  we  arrived 
finally  at  the  head  of  the  line  and 
saw  the  great  mushroom  shaped 
strainer,  carefully  covered  with  muslin 
or  cheese-cloth,  which  prevented  the 
entrance  of  foreign  substances  to  the 
pipeline  and  waterworks  reservoir 
below.  At  this  point  we  were  foO 
feet  above  the   power-house. 

When  the  Jordan  River  power  plant 
was  commenced,  the  youth  of  the  laat 
paragraphs  waa  In  the  full  enthunlaam 
of  his  early  years  as  an  engineer.  It 
Is  little  wonder  that  there  is  enthua- 
lasm  and  a  senae  of  exaltation  In  the 
aucceaafui  carrying  out  of  worka  of 
this  kind.  One  must  ^be  so  in  tune 
with  Nature,  able  to  uao  her  powers 
and  overcome  her  caprice*,  to  turn 
aside  her  anger  and  bend  her  paasion 
to  the  accomplishment  of  mankind's 
purpoaea  —  an  attuneraent  which 
mathematics  and  the  learning  of  the 
schools  alone  are  incapable  of  attaln- 


of  the  Jordan  River,  aa  thousands  of 
years  ago  another  m*n  stood  high  and 
looked  over  another  valley  of  the 
same  name,  that  the  Jordan  River 
power  plant  was  born,  even  though  it 
was  still  an  undeveloped  conception 
In  the  mind  of  the  one  man  we  spoke 
of  above,  and  with  all  the  2.'»,000 
horse-power  It  is  steadily  grinding  out 
today.  It  still  remains,  in  his  own 
words,  "his  child." 

Three  great  waterwheels  catch  the 
flying  Je4s  of  water  and  turn  their 
energy  Into  tho  current  which.  In  Its 
turn,  turns  the  wheels  and  lights  the 
lamps  of  the  city,  43  miles  away.  V.a.ch 
wheel  develops  over  8,000  horse- 
power, more  than  four  times  the 
power  of  the  little  plant  at  (;old- 
stream  described  above.  But  It  Is  up 
at  the  head  that  the  engineering  work 
was  done,  cX)mpared  with  which  the 
visible  machinery  at  the  power-house 
la.  after  all.  merely  ordinary.  Favor- 
able as  the  location  was.  In  some  re- 
spects, tremendous  natural  difficulties 
lay  In  the  way  of  *he  realisation  of 
the  plan  of  a  power  plant  In  this 
valley.  With  a  drainage  area  reputed 
to  he  nearly  80  square  miles,  and  a 
rainfall  of  about  three  timea  that  ex- 
perienced at  Victoria,  and  in  addition 
to  theee  advanta^ea.  an  elevation  ob- 
tainable reasonably  near  the  shore  of 
over  1.1««  feet,  the  valley  gave  prom- 
iae  of  much  power  to  the  Investigator. 
But  a  vaat  amount  of  gruelling  work 
«aa  neceesan-.  both  in  the  prellraia-

Demand  for  Increased  Freight 
Rates  Gives  Another  'Im- 
petus—  Farmers  Tell  How 
Machines  Perform 


WKh  the  ^apld  expanalon  of  urban 
MBtrea  and  the  resulting  increase  of 
the  consumer  population  in  this  ooun> 
try,  a  greater  and  permanent  demand 
liaa  Bprunv  up  for  perishable  (ood> 
■tuffs.  Increased  freight  rates  and 
delays  in  traii.^portation  by  rail  have 
given  considerable  impetus  to  the  use 
of  motor  trucks  as  agencies  in  mar- 
keting these  products.  Though  truck 
routes  have  been  eaubllfthed  betwe*>n 
the  principal  centre*  in  Kastorn  t.'an- 
ada.  by  purely  express  carriers,  the 
chief  users  of  mechanical  lorries  will 
be  the  farmers. 

In  the  United  States,  aceordlag  to 
a  recent  census,  agriculturists  own 
more  motor  tructts  than  all  other 
classes  of  the  population  combined. 
From  Chicago  convoys  of  eight  to 
twelve  motor  trucks,  each  capable  of 
carrying  24,000  pounds  of  freeh  meat, 
have  bean  used  in  distributing  pack- 
ing housa  products  over  a  territory  of 
to  to  '76  miles  outside  the  city.  In 
the  Eastern  and  New  England  States 
and  In  the  middle  West  as  well, 
creameries  and  milk  companies  are 
making  ever-growing  use  of  the  truck 
as  a  means  of  solving  their  transpor- 
tatlon  problema  in  some  of  the 
Eastern  Btate.i  individual  farmers  arc 
using  the  motor  for  delivery  of  milk 
and  other  produce  direct  to  consum- 
ers in  cities.  In  Detroit,  one  firm, 
handling  41.000  gallons  of  milk  dally. 


receives  over  18,000  gallons  by  truck 
as  compared  with  less  than  17,000  by 
steam   railway. 

Haal  I'p  to  200  Mil«H 

The  American  Agriculturist,  one  of 
the  cliief  furni  authoritlen  in  the 
United  States,  goes  %o  far  as  to  pre- 
dict that  the  motor  form  of  carriage 
will  yet  be  used  up  to  a  distance  of 
200  miles,  and  that  it  will  do  as  much 
for  prompt  and  economical  market- 
ing as  the  tractor  has  done  in  the 
work  of  production. 

During  the  Summer  of  1919  the 
Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture 
made  a  limited  survey  of  the  province 
for  the  purpose  of  gathering  data  re- 
garding the  extent  of  motor  trucking 
as  carried  out  by  the  farmers.  Four 
hundred  owners  operating  throughout, 
the  rural  districts  were  Interviewed  In 
P  vKo;i  or  by  mail,  and  much  valu- 
able Information  was  gilned.  Trips 
are  made  with  farmer  operators,  ex- 
penses of  operation  were  figured  out 
and  the  results  of  the  survey  were 
published  in  the  form  of  a  bulletin. 

One  fruit-grower,  living  in  the 
vicinity  of  Hamilton,  according  to  thi.'s 
authority,  in  giving  his  reason  for 
adopting  this  modern  method  of 
transporUUon.  says:  "The  horse  is  too 
slow  on  the  road.  labor  ie  too  expen- 
sive and  time  too  valuable  to  sit  on 
a  wagon  and  wait  for  a  horse.  I  can 
leave  the  farnvtwo  hours  later  than 
formerly  and  be  on  the  market  Just 
as  early.  Three  years  ago  the  truck 
cost  11.750.  The  season's  mileage  is 
about  3,000.  and  I  estimate  the  cost 
of  operation  at  about  10  cents  per 
mile.  I  live  six  miles  from  Hamilton, 
on  the  Toronto-Hamilton  highway.  I 
would  not  do  without  it  in  my  busi- 
nesB  for  a  great  deal  mora  than  It 
cost  me." 

Ib  I'VuM  Business 

A  fruit-grower  near  St.  Catharines 
staUs:  "I  have  thirty  acres  of  grapes 
and  six  acres  of  peaches.  This  means 
a  great  deal  of  hauling  to  shipping 
points  In  a  short  time  when  speed 
means  money.  At  some  shipping 
points  the  dealers  pay  much  better 
prices,  but  with  considerable  distance 
to  haul  to  those  points  a  team  would 


be  out  of  the  question,  especially  at  a 
busy  time.  My  truck  is  a  1-ton  outfit, 
with  body  and  shock  absorbers.  It 
cost  $1.0J5,  and  is  in  use  almost  every 
day.  I  get  twelve  to  fifteen  miles  from 
a  gall9n  of  gasoline;  the  rate  of  npeed 
Is  from  ten  to  twelv-  miles  per  hour. 
I  figure  the  depreciation  on  the  truck 
at  25  per  cent  per  annum." 

In  the  dairy  business,  too,  the  truck 
plays  an  important  part.  Co-operative 
and  prvlately  owned  creameries  are 
now  almost  exclusively  hauling  their 
raw  material  from  the  farms  to  the 
factories  by  this  means  of  convey- 
ance. The  manager  of  a  typical  con- 
cern in  central  Ontario,  in  regard  to 
truck  and  horse  transportation,  has 
this  to  say:  "It  would  take  at  least 
five  teams  to  do  the  work  of  our  three 
trucks,  and  the  horses  would  have  to 
be  renewed  every  three  years.  An 
animal  must  have  a  gallon  and  a  half 
of  oats  per  meal,  which,  at  present 
prices,  brings  the  cost  of  feed  per 
horse  per  day  to  well  over  a  dollar. 
In  addition  to  this  charge  the  beasts 
must  be  shod,  the  wagons  kept  in  re- 
pair, and  two  drivers  are  needed,  as 
most  of  the  work  is  done  in  the  Sum- 
mer, and  the  territory  covered  by  a 
creamery  is  very  larRe. 

•  In  General  Use 

In  general  farming,  while  the 
trucft,  like  the  tractor,  will  never 
completely  displace  the  heavy,  well- 
bred  horse,  it  will  supplement  animal 
power  In  many  lines  of  work.  Where 
the  farm  is  situated  near  the  city  a 
motor  may  be  used  on  long  hauls  to 
the  market  on  which  horses,  would 
quickly  play  out  on  the  hard  rotid.<«. 
Where  the  farmer  makes  constant 
trips  to  the  local  station,  as  In  the 
case  of  the  dairyman,  poultryman  or 
fruit  grower,  a  light  truck,  will  not 
only  save  time  but  feed  bills.  In  this 
connection  the  co-operative  owner- 
ship of  the  machine  would  be  an  a<l« 
vantage,  as  the  transportation  needs 
of  several  farms  could  be  hahdled  by 
a  single  machine,  thereby  cutting 
down  considerably  on  the  Initial  in- 
vestment and  the  cost  of  operation.

EARLY  HISTORY    : 
OF  RRST  AUTO 


Ridicule  Heaped  on  Inventor 
of  First  Combustion  Engine 
— Lived  to  See  Principle  of 
Invention  Proven 


Few  people  who  ride  about  the 
country  in  palatial  limousines  or  tiny 
runabouts  tire  familiar  with  the  early 
history  of  the  invention  which  has 
done  so  much  to  revolutionize  trans- 
portation, and  which  has  played  such 
an  important  part  in  the  industrial 
development  of  the  world   today. 

The  interest  aroused  by  the  contest 
announced'  by  the  San  Francisco  Ad- 
vertising Club  held  during  the  recent 
auto  show  In  the  Exposition  audi- 
torium for  the  display  of  antiquated 
vehicles,  and  for  which  prizes  of  cups 
were  given,  makes  the  story  of  the 
first  automobile  in  the  world  of  timely 
interest. 

Steam-propelled  vehicles  had  been 
devised  and  used  to  a  very  limited 
extent  in  England  and  America  as 
early  as  1830.  In  1835  two  New  Eng- 
land men  proposed  electricity  as 'mo- 
tor power,  but  the  problem  of  suc- 
cessful road  locomotion  lagged  until 
the  middle  seventies.  Then  appeared 
a  genius  who  appreciated  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  motor  vehicle  at  a  time 
when  his  ideas  were  regarded  as 
visionary. 

External  Chamber 

Strange  as  It  may  seem,,  and  with 
a  touch  of  the  ludicrous,  the  first 
combustion  engine  was  operated  by  a 
combination  of  nitrous  oxide  (laugh- 
ing gas)  and  coal-oil,  mixed  by  an 
atomizing  Jet.  "VeVy  high  power  was 
developed  in  proportion  to  weight,  but 
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as  the  explosion  took  place  In  an  ex- 
ternal chamber,  and  the  expanding 
gas  had  to  be  introduced  into  a 
cylinder  proper  through  a  valve,  the 
beat  of  the  explosion  Invariably  fused 
this  valve  after  a  short  time  and 
stopped  the  engine. 

The  Inventor  then  realised  that  to 
make  a  gas  engine  for  highway  loco- 
motion the  primary  explosion  must 
take  place  within  the  cylinder  ItseU. 
This  he  worked  out  to  a  point  of  suc- 
cessful operation,  and  by  certain  rude 
tests  determined  that  it  developed 
power  enough  to  propel  his  vehicle. 
Overiieati|ig  Problem 

He  met  the  overheating  problem  by 
a  splash  system  from  a  supply  of 
water  in  the  ci«nk  chamber,  and 
solved  the  problem  of  lubrication  with 
a  mineral  manufactured  Irom  petro« 
leum. 

This  was  in  1877.  The  engine  alone 
was  operated  this  year.  The  gears, 
wheels,  clutch  and  steeripg  apparatus 
were  matters  of  toy-like  models,  of 
blue  prints  and  speclflcatlona  Qn 
these  he  secured  his  patents. 

Thus,  the  flrst  gasoline-propelled 
road  waggon  in  the  world  was  con- 
ceived by  George  B.  Seldon^  of  Ro- 
chester. N.  Y„  In  1877.  although  the 
actual  running  model  was  not  built 
at  that  time.  This  reason  was  ex- 
pressed by  Seldon:  "In  that  early  day 
I  was  unable  to  interest  the  capital 
in  such  a  crazy  thing."  But  it  must 
be  remembered  that  Seldon  was  pure- 
ly an  inventor.  He  eatlsflkd  himself 
that  the  mechanical  difllculties  were 
demonstratably  solved,  but  did  jiot 
build.  He  was  not  a  manufacturer; 
he  was  a  pioneer  experimenter.  He 
first  conceived  the  idea,  which  he  was 
satisfied    could    be    demonstrated. 
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Vancouver  Police  Inspector 
Hood  Returns  From  Con- 
vention of  Trsrffic  Officers 
at  San  Francisco 


VANCOUVER.  Oct.  2.  —  Changes 
in  trafQc  regulations  designed  to  in- 
crease the  public  safety  and  avoid 
congestion  are  to  be  recommended  by 
Traffic  Inspector  Hood,  of  the  police 
department.  These  constitute  the  re- 
sults of  his  observations  at  the  con- 
vention of  traffic  officers  at  San  Fran- 
cisco a  few  weeks  ago. 

Among  the  changes     that     he  will 
recommend  are  the  establishment  of 
safety  zones  adjoining  car   tracks  at 
buuy   corners;    tlia      establishment   of 
testing  stations  for  glare   headlights, 
to   be  followed  by  the  rigid  enforce- 
ment of  the  existing     law     on     that 
point;   automobiles   to   be  allowed   to 
pass   safety   zones   at   four   miles   an 
hour;  abolition  of  the  rule  requiring 
automobiles  to  stand  while  street  cars 
are  loading  and  unloading  passengers. 
While   the     convention     itself  was 
valuable,   said     Inspector     Hood,   the 
most  beneficial  part  of  the  trip  w»» 
his   observation  of     the      methods   of 
traffic  handling  used  in  the  clUes  that 
he    visited.      Seattle    he    found    more 
useful    in    this   connection    than    San 
Francisco,  as  in  the  latter  place  Mar- 
ket  Street,   with   its     four     tramway 
tracks,  is  a  local  problem  in  itself. 
Headlights  Test 
In  reference  to  glare  headlights  the 
inspector  stated  that  two  firms  manu- 
facturing headlights  that  conform  to 
the  new  law  offered  to  establish  test- 
ing stations      in  Vancouver    if     they 
could    be  given   official  sanction,  and 
Inspector      Hood      is      recommending 
adoption  of  this  course.     The  testing 
stations  would  be  on  private  premises 
at   garages   where   the    lights  are   for 
sale,  but  a  police  officer  would   be  in 
charge  for  testing  purposes.     After  a 
certain  length  of  time  for  testing  has 
been    advertised,   summohses   wilt    be 
issued  by  the  wholesale,  if  necessary, 
to  bring  offenders  into  Line,  he  stated. 
Inspector   Hood   wishes  to  see   the 
whole  system  of  handling  crowds  at 
the  street  corners  changed.     At  pres- 
ent automobiles  must  not  pass  street 
cars  as  they  are  loading  or  unloading 
passengers.     The  result  is  that  If  two 
or  three  cars  come  along  together  a 
serious  congestion  of  vehicular  traffic 
develops,  the  string  of  cars  sometimes 
extending  a  whole  block. 
Gars  to  Pas* 
His  suggesUon  Is  the  esUblishment 
of  safety  zones  the  length  of  a  street 
car    close    to    the    tracks,    and   about 
four  or  Qve  feet  wide,  where  pedes- 
trians may  stand  in  safety  waiting  for 
their  cars.     Automobiles     should     be 
allowed  to  pass     this     zone,  he  sug- 
gested,  but   at  a  speed      not  greater 
than  four  miles  an  hour,  pedestrians 
otherwise  crossing  from   the  curb  to 
the  zone  or  vice  versa  at  their  own 
risk.     One  result  would  be  that  the 
crowd,  instead  of  waiting  on  the  side- 
walk, would  cross  to  the  zone  as  they 
arrived  instead  of  crossing  all  at  on|a, 
and  blocking  the  vehicles. 

Inspector  Hood  says  that  the  zones 
should  ^e  protected  by  posts  and  pos- 
sibly even  railings.  Some  that  he 
saw  at  San  Francisco  had  seats  at  the 
ends.  There  is  a  double  benefit  from 
this  method  of  handling  the  loading 
and  unloading  of  cars,  says  Inspecrtor 
Hood,  the  first  being  safety  for  the 
pedestrians  and  the  second  being 
freedom  from  congestion  of  vehicular 
traffic. 

negniale  Pedestrlaaa 
The  Inspector  would  also  recom- 
mend marking  the  street  crossings  in 
the  manner  adopted  by  the  auto- 
mobile club  some  months  ago  in  order 
to  guide  pedestrian  traffic  and  to 
avoid  what  the  automobile  clubs  call 
"jay  walking."  The  Inspector  believes 
that  the  number  of  street  comer  acci- 
dents could  bf  greatly  dlmlnishied  by 
compelling  people  to  cross  the  streets 
within  defined  paths  instead  of  cut- 
ting diagonally  according  to  the  In- 
clination of  each  IndivlduaL 

The  convention  Itseff.  says  the  In- 
spector, was  most  interesting  and  In- 
structive, even  If 'one  or  two  of  the 
demonstrations  of  safety  devieee  were 
a  failure.  The  exhibits  were  In  them- 
selvee  an  education,  and  it  would  have 
taken  several  days  properly  to  ••• 
all.

Air   Cushions 

Upon  invesllgatlo:i  It  appears  that 
the  seat  cushion  Is  suppor'iod  by 
springs,  but  that  the  soft  cloth  cush- 
ion Itself  Is  In  reality  an  immense 
Inner  tube.  Thus  seating  comfort  Is 
merely  a  matter  of  carrying  the  air 
pressure  accordinK  to  individual 
tastes  and  the  number  of  norsons  to 
be    seated. 

In  this  cnnnnotlon  recall  that  I 
spoke  of  the  particular  model  of 
Speedo  as  "what  appears  to  ho  a 
flvc-passenger  car."  'x'he  car.  i  now 
see,  Is  convertible  Into  a  two-pas- 
tenger,  the  change  being  made  as 
rnsily  when  the  car  is  closfj  as 
when  open.  In  reality,  then,  there 
are  four  models  In  one.  sj  that, 
granting  a  fancy  figure  for  the  v/hoie 
outfit,  the  buyer  is  really  getting 
more   than   his  money's  worth.

Sellus  raises  the  hood  by  touch- 
ing a  button  on  the  dash.  In  1920 
this  would  have  seemed  like  a  dream 
but  since  the  commercial  possibili- 
ties of  the  electric  solenoid  have 
been  realised  many  dreams  have 
suddenly  sprung  Into  reality.  The 
belter  class  cars  have  been  equipped 
with  this  feature  for  the  past  feW 
years,  so  the  folding  hood,  scarcely 
interests  me.  What  captures  my  re- 
tention, however,  \a  the  new  type  of 
power  plant  disclosed.  Sellus  would 
have  us  believe  that  it  is  the  coming 
type.  But  I  have  seen  so  many  types 
(experimented  with  that  I  am  in- 
clined to  be  skeptical.  The  motor 
of  each  car  I  have  driven  was  built 
on  a  different  principle.  Each  wxa 
tolerably  successful.  For  the  most 
part  the  motors  '.'stood  up,"  taking 
me  with  slave  -  like  obedience 
wherever  and  whenever  I  wished  to 
go.  But  all  of  them  were  fuel-wast- 
ers. None  of  them  were  as  remark- 
able for  their  simplicity  as  the 
motor  Sellus  is  showing  me;  *and  It 
may  be,  as  he  says,  that  non^  of 
them  were  half  as  efHclent. 
Steam  Turbine 

"It  Is  constructed,"  Sellus  ex- 
plains, "on  the  order  of  the  steam 
turbine,  the  main  difference  being 
yhat  the  exploding  gaifoline  vapor 
actuateH  the  turbine  instead  of  the 
pressure  of  superheated  steam.  The 
result  is  very  much  the  fame;  name- 
ly, a  smooth  and  constant  flow  of 
power." 

That    sounds    interesting. 

"Where's  the  flywheel?"  I  ask,  be- 
coming   suddenly    curious. 

"Here,"  he  says  pointing  to  the 
case  and  Indicating  the  movable  part 
of  the  turbine.  "Like  the  rotary, 
thiw  type  of  n>i>lor  is  its  own  fly- 
wheel.     Simiiliclty:" 

The  one  spark  plug  in  the  centre 
of  the  stationary  ttrlng  chamber 
pl.ite    interests    me    particularly. 

"Back  to  the  one  lunger  again, 
eh?  • 

"Kxactly."  Pellus  rommcnt.s.  "It 
gives  more  power  than  a  twelve 
and  .  consunu-.s  Joss  fuel.  There  is 
only  one  firing  chamber,  with  a 
spark    plug    that    can    l<e    llred    at    any 


desired  rate  simply  by  operating  the 
lever  on  the  .steering  column.  Think 
of  the  advantages  of  such  a  simple 
power  plant — and  the  range  of 
power;" 

Almost  Instantly  after  turning  on 
the  ignition  the  throttle  may  be 
opened  wide  and  the  motor  raced, 
developing  enough  power  to  drive 
the  car  up  any  hill  on  which  the 
rear  wheel  can  set  traction.  Yet 
the  motor  may  be  idled  so  as  to 
start  the  car  with  the  gentleness  of 
steam.  The  power  plant  ia  air- 
cooled.  The  bearings  are  self-lubrl- 
catlng  and  require  only  occasional 
attention.  Fixed  ports,  or  valves. 
In  the  casing  open  and  close  as  the 
turbine    revolves. 

The  entire  power  |>lant  is  remov- 
able from  the  chassis  in  ton  min- 
utes: the  ongine  It.^elf  may  be  com- 
pletely dismantled  in  less  than  one 
hour.  Instead  of  bolts  and  nuts  by 
the  dozens,  there  are  but  a  few, 
the  locking  of  parts  being  by  means 
of   a   special    clamp. 

No   TrniiHnii8.Htoii 

There  is  no  clutch  and  no  trans- 
mission of  the  u.^uAl  sort.  A  fluid 
drive  Is  used  which  in  combination 
with  the  turbine  gives  a  degree  of 
smoothnesH  unaprpoaehable  by  any 
previous    form    of    machinery.

Iwaukee  Ordinance,  Follow- 
ing Other  Cities,  Favors  This 
Type  — Weight  Limits  Are 
Confined 


MILWAl'KKK,  Oct.  2. — A  new  or- 
dinance regulatinis:  the  capacity,  di- 
mensions, load,  Hpeed  and  equipment 
of  motor  trucks,  tractors,  trailers  and 
wagons  has  been  adopted  by  the  Mil- 
rt.iuUee  (Common  Council  and  is  now 
In  effect.  It  is  based  on  provisions  in 
similar  ordinances  in  eiTect  in  Cin- 
cinnati. Philadelphia  and  other  largo 
cities.  One  of  the  most  important 
features  is  that  it  permit*  trucks  with 
pneumatic  tires  to  'operate  at  15 
m.p.h..  while  trucks  with  two  or  ntore 
.solid  tires  are  limited  to  12  ni.p.h. 
Other  provl.xlon.M  are  that  every  truck 
must  be  equipped  with' a  speedome- 
ter; undergo  weekly  inspection  of 
brakes;  carry  the  name  of  the  owner 
or  operating  j'onceni  on  both  sides. 
with  distinguishing  numbers  for 
fleets. 

%%olght  Liniil  Denned 

The  tAaxln)um  iross  weight  of  ve- 
hh'le  and  load  combined  upon  any 
axle  must  not  exceed  24,ooo  lbs.  The 
niaximuin  length  of  n  truck  is  fixed  at 
30  ft.,  and  with  trailer  not  to  exceed 
"0  ft.  The  maximum  width  4s  fixed 
at  115  In.,  excepting  in  case  of  load- 
ing with  hay.  straw  or  similar  loose 
material.  The  Commislsoner  of  Pub- 
lic Works  Is  empowered  to  prohibit 
the  moving  of  any  load  over  puhlle, 
streets  or  alleys  when  the  load  pro- 
duces a  weight  in  excess  of  400  lbs. 
per  square  Inch  of  tire.  Police  ofTl- 
cers  are  authorized  at  any  time  to 
direct  drivers  of  trucks  to  the  nearest 
public  or  prl>-ate  scale  to  determine 
if  the  load  and  vehl«-le  exceed  the 
maximums  prescribed  In  the  regula- 
tions. 

The  ordinance  was  adopted  after 
«onferencea  between  the  .Judiciary 
Committee  of  the  Common  Council 
and  representatives  of  the  Milwaukee 
Automotive  r>enlers'  Association,  Mo- 
tor Truck  Drivers'  I'nion,  Transpor- 
tatioi^  Association  of  Wisconsin,  and 
Ih"  owners  of  fleets  of  trucks.  It 
was  made  agreeable  to  all  elements 
and  Is  regarded  ai  a  model  regulation 
of  the  kind.

Some  Drivers  Forget  to  Dim 
Lights  When  Passing  An- 
other 'Motorist — Should  Re- 
member Golden  Rule 


NlBht  drlvtnr,  not  the  kind  that  In- 
volveit  tooling  a  closed  car  about  the 
City  boulevards  and  down  the  Great 
White  Way,  but  the  kind  that  means 
tripping  through  the  country  over 
dirt  roads  or  macadam,  familiar  or 
unfamiliar  to  the  driver,  is  a  subject 
worth  studying.  , 

In  the  earlier  days  of  motoring,  not 
•o  long  ago,  when  the  various  manu- 
facturers were  striving  to  lower  the 
Chicago  to  New  York  record,  the 
drivers  counted  on  maktog  their  best 
time  in  the  night.  Then  Ifwas  that 
the  roads  were  free  from  travel  that 
Interfered  with  speed.  Then  it  was 
that  they  could  shoot  through  the 
smaller  towns  at  express  speed  with- 
out danger  of  being  held  up  or  of 
causing  runaways  or  smashups.  There 
seldom  was  another  automobile  met 
on  the  country  roads  after  early  even- 
ing hours,  and  other  travel  was  neg- 
U«lble. 

But  you  know  what  It  Is  like  today. 
Wherever  you  go,  highway  or  byway, 
main  road  or  back  road,  you  encoun- 
ter car  after  car,  some  driven  by 
careful,  courteouH  drivers,  some 
driven  by  reckless  gasoline  .Tehua, 
some  driven  by  yap  drivers  and  some 
by  men  practically  asleep  at  the 
wheel. 

The  motorist  who  would  set  out 
nowadays  to  m&ke  his  faatOHt  time  at 
night  probably  would  And  hia  way 
through  the  pearly  gates  before  dawn. 

State  lawa  prescribe  certain  types 
of  headlights  in  certain  States, "but  In 
every  State  there  are  plenty  who  are 
Hilling  to  take  a  chance  with  the  law 
or  wUh""thelr  headTlgMs;  They  may^ 
hftve  broken  lenses,  plain  lenses  or  no 
lenses,  and  they  may  go  flaring  and 
glaring  along  the  road  without  regard 
for  the  convenience  of  others  or  for 
their  own  safety.  The  lighting  laws 
may  be  observed  within  the  metro- 
politan districts,  but  think  of  the 
freak  lights  you  meet  In  the  country 
where  a  car  may  come  towards  you 
with  only  one  light  showing,  and  that 
on  its  right-hand  side,  leaving  you  to 
guess  whether  it  Is  a  motorcycle 
directly  behind  the  light,  or  an  auto- 
mobile reaching  over  to  your  side  of 
the  road.

gence, but  we  are  all  at  the  mercy  of 
the  reckless  drivers.  Every  motorist 
knows  that  there  are  many  iroee 
when  the  only  thing  he  can  do  is  to 
gpt  as  far  m»  possible  to  his  own  side 
of  ^«  road  and  trust  In  Providence. 
He  ia  faced  with  a  glare  that  blinds 
him  until  he  cannot- ee*  anything  of 
the  road,  which  at  that  point  may 
maintain  Its  common  width,  or  may 
be  narrowed  by  a  culvert  hidden  with 
grass.  A  good  many  drivers  have  met 
their  Waterloo  in  a  stone  or  concrete 
block  at  the  edge  of  a  culvert,  prac- 
tically out  of  sight  In  the  grass,  and 
such  accidents  have  not  all  occusred 
at  night. 

One  type  of  night  driver,  a  menace 
to  the  safety  of  the  road,  has  an  but 
disappeared  with  the  prevalence  of 
Prohibition.  Population  centres  hav- 
ing the  one  wet  spot  In  the  midirt  of  a 
dry  territory  have  revelled  in  auto- 
mobile accidents  in  the  past,  only  to 
And  that  the  number  of  such  difficul- 
ties has  been  made  reUUvely  negli- 
gible with  the  passing,  of  lJoo«e. 
Whatever  may  be  the  case  with  the 
exceptional  naan.  It  Is  a  fact  that 
when  he  has  1>een  drinking,  whether 
one  drink  or  more,  the  average 
driver's  Judgment  Is  not  up  to  nor- 
mal. His  dexterity  with  the  wheel 
may  not  be  lessened;  It  may  even  be 
increased;  but  his  Judgment  is  Uck- 
ing,  and  being  exceptionally  clever 
with  Ihe  steering  wheel  will  not  make 
up  for  being  too  free  with  the  gas. 

A  group  of  young  men,  blbulously 
IncUned.  were  being  driven  rapidly 
along  a  country  road  at  night  with  a 
somewhat  reckless  driver  at  the 
wheel,  and  the  three  in  the  tonneau 
were  Issuing  frequent  cautions  and 
warnings  not  to  run  off  the  road, 
when  suddenly  the  car  entered  a  cov- 
ered bridge.  "There!"  yelled  the 
most  nervous  of  the  three,  "I  knew 
you'd  drive  Into  somebody's  barn!' 
While  there  was  no  accident  In  that 
InBtance,  it  may  be  accepted  as  axio- 
matic that  you  cannot  mix  gasoline 
and  boo7.e  in  any  proportions  and  get 
safety  aa  a  result. 

The  bent  driver  -will  at  times,  if  he 
will  admit  the  truth,  find  himself  con- 
fused on  the  road  at  night.  This  is 
~ivgt~  likely  to  makP  ^rm>bl»  It  fe*  ^ 
driving  a  route  with  which  he. Is  fa- 
miliar, because  he  knowa  that  the 
optical  Illusion  that  confronts  him  is 
an  Illusion,  but  on  a  strange  road 
nothing  but  reduction  In  speed  to  a 
minimum,  if     not  too  late,  wlU     save 

him.  .     X  ,        « 

It  may  be  an  unexpected  strip  or 
white  fence  where  It  in  i»ot  expected, 
or  a  building  that  reflects  the  light 
across  the  road.  It  may  be  a  fork  In 
the  road  or  a  window  somewhere 
ahead  that  throws  back  a  reflection  Of 
the  headlights.  The  exact  conditions 
that  produce  confusion  cannot  be 
exactly  described,  but  e*perlenced 
night  drivers  know  that  there  do 
arise  Instants  when  the  road  Is  blind, 
when  one  cannot  see  Just  what  to  do 
because  of  a  confusion  of  vision  due 
to  lights  and  Hhudows  ahead.  Doubt- 
less many  of  the  more  serious  acci- 
dents are  due  to  this  cause,  and  to  the 
failure  or  inability  to  slow  down  in 
time  to  be'  safe. 

Driving  a  strange  road  at  night  is 
very  different  from  driving  a  well- 
known  road  which  you  can  follow  be- 
cause you  know  every  turn.  On  a 
straight  road  at  night  the  sudden  and 
unexpected  turns  are  hazards,  and  a 
man  is  an  unsaff  driver  who  drives 
fast  when  he  cannot  actually  see  the 
road  a  reasonable  distance  ahead.  If 
the  unexpected  occurs  frequently  on  a 
strange  road  In  the  daytime,  its  fre- 
quency is  doubled  and  tripled  at 
night.  A  comparatively  slow-moving 
truck,  not  long  ago,  ran  into  a  full- 
grown  deer  that  leaped  over  a  fence 
by  a  CatsklU  Mountain  state  road  and 
landed  directly  In  front  of  the  head- 
lights and  upset  the  outflt  disas- 
trously. That  may  be  the  unex- 
pected raised  to  the  nth  power,  but 
the  point  Is  that  it  did  happen,  and 
that  many  other  things  just  as  unex- 
pected have  happened  and  will  con- 
tinue to  happen.  It  is  the  unexpected 
that  strews  the  highways  with  motor 
accidents. 

If  you  know  when  the  lights  of  your 
car  win  flash,  out,  you  will  be  prepared 
for  the  event,  but  what  if  they  go 
out  unexpectedly  while  you  are  driv- 
ing thirty  miles  an  hour  on  a  dark 
coutjtry  road?  Have  you  ever  had 
the  experience  of  losing  your  lights 
like  that?  It  would  be  contrary  to 
my  advice  for  you  even  to  experiment 
Intentionally  with  flashing  them  off 
just  to  see  what  the  result  may  be. 
Stm.  lights,  do  go  out  like  that  some- 
times, all  of  us  know. 

One  reason  for  accidents,  of  course, 
iB  the  fact  that  there  are  many  drivers 
who  think  It  Indlq^tos  Inexper- 
ience or  amateurishness  to  slow  down, 
to  allow  a  wide  margin  for  safety, 
to     avoid  •  taking     ehances.        Kvery 


driver  passes  through  a  feeling  It  Is 
Incumbent  upon  him  to  see  how  close 
he  can  come  to  the  other  fellow,  how 
near  to  the  edge  he  can  run,  how  fast 
he  can  drive  past  the  car  he  meets  in 
the  dark.  The  drivers  who  are  for- 
tunate ^ough  to'  pass  through  that 
period  unharmed  come  out  of  It  with 
more  Judgment  and  good  sense  and 
Join  the  safe  and  sane  class.  The 
others — well,  we  needn't  worry  about 
the  others,  but  we  may  thank  our 
lucky  stars  not  to  be  among  them. 

Night  driving  la  a  sport  for  kings — 
as  kings  used  .to  be — and  it  has  an 
exhilaration  that  is  not  present  In 
daylight  driving,  but  the  motorist  who 
drives  at  night  needs  to  keep  in  mind 
that  safety  is  very  desirable,  almost 
an  essential  to  long  life  and  pros- 
perity, and  that  safety  does  not  go 
with  speed,  taking  chances,  or  the  old 
one-arm-around-the-girl  habit  that 
Dobbin  would' understand. 

Be  sure  your  lights  are  right.  Have 
spotlight  and  trouble  lamp  at  hand. 
Keep  both  hands  on  the  steering 
wheel  and  both  eyes  on  the  road,  and 
you  will  And  the  greatest  of  pleasure 
in  a  wonderful  eport.

ON  AUTO  IMPORTS 


Canada  Is  Now  Buying  Fewer 
Cheaper  Cars  From  the 
United  States,  It  Is  Stated 
— Many  Cars  Imported 


The  Importation  of  cars  valued  at 
lef<8  than  $1,000  8howed  a  big  de- 
crease In  1919  as  coinparod  with  the 
previous  year..  In  1919  there  were 
14,3iU  pa.ssenger  automobiles  In  this 
class,  valued  at  18.400,40:;,  and  052 
freight  automobiles  valued  at  %Z?>0,- 
0.16.  In  1919  the  number  of  passen- 
ger cars  under  J  1.000  had  dropped  to 
6,001,  and  the  value  to  »3,a;:6.444. 
There  were  840  freight  autos  In  t)ie 
o:%R8,  and  their  value  was  1642.670. 

In  1918  there  were  Imported  1,333 
passenger  cars,  valued  between  42.000 
and  »3.000,  whose  total  value  was 
$1,803,806,  and  232  freight  cars,  val- 
ued at  $313,448.  In  1919  passenger 
automobiles  of  this  class  imported 
numbered  1,149,  and  their  value  was 
$1,413,569,  and  freight  autos  num- 
bered Bfl6,  valued  at  $800,231. 

The  number  of  cars  each  valued  at 
more   than    $3,000   brought   in   during 

1918  was  385  passenger  cars,  valued 
at  $1,105,008,  and  194  freight  cars 
valued  at  $589,976.  In  the  following 
year  203  passenger  cars  in  this  class 
were  Imported.  Their  value  was 
$586,209.  The  number  of  freight 
autos    over    $3,000    each    Imported    in 

1919  was  283,  and  their  value 
1841.947. 

The  customs  duties  collected  on 
passenger  automobiles  in  1918  was 
$3,961,035,  and  the  estimated  war  tax 
$848  793.

There  are  somcjmportant  questions 
to  be  considered  by  a  truck  owner 
who  contemplates  changing  over  from 
_solld  tires  to  pneumatics.  Whether 
such  a  change  should  be  made  should 
be  decided  by  the  owner  In  conference 
with  the  truck  representative  and  a 
ti;uck  tire  expert.  THese  men  should 
not  recommend  a  substitution  of 
pneumatics  for  solids  unless  they  are 
confident  the  pneumatics  will  prove 
more  satisfactory  and  'more  economi- 
cal than  the  solids. 

The  truck  representative  can  advise 
the  owfter  If  the  steering  and  body 
clearances  are  right  and  If  the  gear 
ratio  will  work  satisfactorily.  If  these 
conditions  are  such  that  a  change- 
over can  be  made,  it  Is  a  simple  mat- 
ter to*  make  the  change. 

The  first  step  is  to  take  the  total 
weight  of  the  truck,  the  body  and  the 
load,  determine  the  weight  distribu- 
tion on  the  front  and  rear  wheels  %nd 
apply  pneumatic  truck  tires  wlioso^ 
carrying  capacities  are  sufficient  to 
take  care  of  those  weights. 

Next  comes  the  question  of  making 
the  necessary  changes  In  the  wheels. 
A  change-over  of  any  nature  always 
necessitates  more  or  less  loss  of  time 
and  money  if  wheels  are  built  up  or 
cut  down,  as  the  case  may  be.  This 
loss  of  time,  says  a  well-known  com- 
pany, can  be  cut  to  practically  noth- 
ing through  the  purchase  of  new 
wheels,  either  of  wood  or  steel  con- 
struotfon.  equipped  with  rims  and 
ready  for  application.  There  are  any 
number  of  reputable  wheel  manufac- 
turers in  a  position  to  furnish  such 
wheela

There   Is  an   increasing   number   of 
accidents  In  the  city  streets,  while  the 
fatalities  caused  by  cars  colliding  or 
overturning  In  the  country  roads  has 
reached     appalling     proportions.     Of 
course,   there  will  always  be  a  num- 
ber of  Joy  riders  who  by  reckless  and 
Incompetent   driving      Invite    disaster. 
The  only  remedy  to  check  this  evil  is 
a  series  of  stiff  prison  sentences.  But 
apart  from  tMs  class  there  are  many 
serious    accidents,      often      Involving 
death    to    pedestrians    or    to    drivers, 
that  could  easily  be  avoided. 
,  The  average  motorist  is  a  mighty 
careful    driver.      It    Is    the    one-ln-teiB; 
man  that  is  a  public  menace.     More' 
over,  it  is  high  time  that  he  was  dis- 
ciplined.     In    the    downtown    sections 
of  larffe  cities  there  Is  a  police  squad 
en  ths  Job  to  oontrol  the  trafflc  but 
In  the  leas-traveled  streets  of  ths  sub- 
urtas  and  In  the  IIl*Jor^y  of  coantry 
districts  ths  driver  knows  no  tsar  of 
the  law.     There  It  Is  common  to  see 
a  driver  passing  s  street  car  that  has 
stopped  or 'cutting  round  the  outside 
of  a  car,  passing  on   the  wrong  side  of 
the  street,  or  infringing  the  ordltfary 
eommon-sense  rules  of  the  road.

At  this  season  a  driving  hint  with 
regard  to  sand  Is  particularly  timely. 
When  a  car  Is  driven  Into  a  sandy 
spot  In  ths  road  and  ths  rear  wheels 
spin,  ..there  Is  no  use  In  keeping  .on 
spinning  them.  The  more  the  wheels 
spin  ihs  deeper  the  car  sinks  In  ths 
sand  and  tht  more  difllcult  it  will  bs 
to  get  it  out.  If  no  rope  or  burlap 
1:>  available,  deflats  the  tires  and 
with  gears  In  first  engage  the  clutch 
slowly.

One  of  the  most  annoying  things 
to  the  man  who  drives  a  car  is  the 
way  his  brakes  seem  to  lose  their 
Interest  in  life,  lose  their  grip,  whine 
and  carry  on  generally  as  If  they 
were  trying  to  Imitate  a  cat  with  Its 
tail  In  a  door.  As  one  of  the  bright 
boys  of  ths  row  has  It,  there's  a  way 
you  can  fix  It. 

Very  likely  the  brake  lining  has 
become  coated  with  oil  or  grease 
which  acts  as  a  lubricant.  This  con- 
dition is  dangerous,  for  it  may  cause 
the  brake  to  slip  when  applied.  At 
the  earliest  opportunity  the  lining 
and  the  brake  drums  should  be  wiped 
clean  with  kerosene. 

Or  the  brake  lining  may  have  be- 
come -worn-  so  that  Insufficient,  pres- 
sure Is  brought  to  bear  agslnit  the 
revolving  metal  drum,  and  ths  cat. 
cannot  be  stopped  quickly.  A  fsw 
adjustments,  which  any  mechanic 
can  make  while  you  wait,  will  often 
compensate  for  ths  rsducsd  thickness 
of  ths  worn  lining. 

If  tho  lining  has  become  worn  be- 
yond the  margin  of  safety,  it  Is  b«rt 
to  take  n9  chances  with  safety^  but 
to  have  ths  brakes  reUaod.  In  the 
••lectloB  ot  now  brake  lining,  tho 
motorist  should  ko  guided  by  the  ex- 
perience of  the  leadla».automoUve 
englaeors  who  havo  autdo  aamsrow 
analyaos  and  tssU  of  »ar«ouo  kiado 
of  brsks   lining   atatorloU

If  t  walk  down  Government 
Street  with  a  bottle  of  "Scotch"  on 
my  hip  I  have  to  keep  my  eye  open 
on  the  local  police  force.  In  the 
cmie  und«r  consideration  a  party  of 
"big-wigs"  can  motor  through  th^ 
streets  carrying  a  bottle  of  the  for- 
bidden liquor  In  their  car,  can  present 
the  same  to  the  eyes  of  an  admiring 
multitude  without  any  Interference 
on  the  part  of  reformers,  police  or 
stool-pigeons.

If  you 
had  been  privileged,  as  I  was,  to  see 
the  work  of  those  boys  of  the  Naval 
Brigade     down     at     "Rockside"     this 
Summer,    you    would    feel    about    the 
same   as   keenly  as   I   do.

The  Old  Barroom 
had  a  bad  reputation,  even  a  Moderationist  (sic)  would  not  tolerate  that  now.  It  was  mussy, 
vile  and  bad.  Why?"  because  liquor  was  consumed  on  the  premises.  You  see  our  Govern- 
ment is  going  to  make  the  trade  respectable.  It  is  selling  stuff  that  is  not  fit  to  be  consumed 
on  the  premises  and  it  would  spoil  votei  to  have  the  nice,  clean  liquor  store  littered  up  with 
drunken  men  (and  women  now,  because  all  could  buy  at  a  Government  «torc). 

But  where  shall  the  stuff  be  <irunk?  Think  again?  Mothers,  Parents,  where?  It  |s 
not  fit  to  be  consumed  on  Government  premises,  where  shall  it  be  consumed  Consumed  is 
a  good  word.  Shall  your  husband  bring  it  home?  Will  your  son  when  he  buys  liquor  bring 
it  home?  A  husband  may,  husbands  become  hardened  sometimes  and  they  spoil  homes  with 
liquor,  but  your  son  will  not  bring  it  home.  The  question  is,  where  will  he  drink  it?  He 
will  drink  it  down  town  in  rooms  or  dives.  This  was  the  experience  in  Saskatchewan.  Young 
people  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  of  both  sexes  will  have  the  right  to  purchase— in  bottles. 
There  are  young  men  who  think  it  is  smart  to  see  girls  drink  and  there  are  girls  who  will 
drink  to  please  the  young  man.  The  question  is,  where  will  they  drink?  The  answer  to 
this  question  should  be  pondered  long  by  parents,  and  by  brothers  and  sisters.  In  the  Prov- 
ince of  Saskatchewan  the  evil  of  drinking  in  groups,  of  liquor  that  had  been  sold  in  bottles 
by  the  Government,  became'  such  a  nuisance  that  the  Government  stores  were  voted  out  of 
the  Province  by  Local  Option  after  a  year  and  a  half  trial,  and  by  such  majorities  as  had 
never  been  known  on  the  Prohibition  vote.  Why  should  we  introduce  this  evil  into  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia?  ^

The  preacher  then  proceeded  to 
oonalder  three  thlnas:  , 

1.  Soma  answers  which  men  five 
to  this  question: 

Numbers  of  men  say  it  makes  no 
difference  what  u  man  beiievex. 
Their  answer  ^ives  »  flat  negative  to 
the  questlofi  which  Chriat  put  to  His 
disciples:  "When  the  8on  of  Man 
oometh.  will  He  find  faith  on  the 
earth  T"  If  their  answer  be  correct 
it  will  be  hard  to  find  any  faith 
when   Christ  oomes. 

Asain,  men  say:  It  does  not  mat- 
ter what  men  believe  if  they  are  sin- 
cere. But  a  man  may  be  a  sincere 
Mormon  a.nd  believe  in  polygamy, 
which  the  Bute  of  UUh  declared  to 
be  a  very  bad  system  of  domestic 
economy.  The  fact  is.  the  more  sin- 
cere a  man  Is  the  more  vital  the 
question  becomes.  It  is  this  kind  of 
sincerity  which  Paul  says  "chan«eth 
the  truth  of  God  into  a  lie." 
Conduct  of  liifp 
Again,  men  say  It  does  not  matter 
what  a  man  believes  If  he  does  right. 
Now,  Frederick  Harrison,  the  great 
positivlst.  haa  said:  "Conduct  la 
three-fourths  of  life."  But  he  seems 
to  forget  that  that  intangible  other 
fourth  Influences  the  whole  of  life. 
This  Is  the  very  point  which  St. 
James  stresses  in  his  epistle  on  faith 
and  works,  namely:  works  are  vitally 
important,  but  faith  is  far  more  im- 
portant— less  in  quantity,  but  greater 
in  quality. 

Again,  some  men  say  it  does  not 
matter  what  men  believe,  because 
there  are  good  men  who  believe  very 
dirrerent  things.  Cardinal  Newman, 
who  wrote  "Lead  Kindly  Light,"  was  a 
Koman  Catholic  and  he  was  a  good 
man.  Thomas  Chalmers,  who  led 
the  disruption,  was  a  Presbyterian, 
and  he  was  a  good  man.  Herbert 
Spencer,  who  propounded  the  syn- 
thetic philosophy,  was  an  agnostic, 
and  he  waa  a  good  man.  Charles 
BlUott,  who  was  president  of  Harvard, 
waa  a  Unitarian,  and  he  waa  a  good 
man. 

These  facts  demonstrate  that  while 
in  matters  of  faith  they  can't  •worship 
together,  yet  In  matters  of  conduct 
they  oan  work  together.  That  is, 
there  is  something  which  binds  men 
together  more  subtle  than  intellectual 
creeds.  * 

God's  Answer  to  Question 

2.  Some  answers. which  God  gives 
to  this  question: 

God  says:  "As  a  man  thinketh  In 
his  heart,  so  Is  he."  "With  the  heart 
man   belleveth   unto     rlghteouaneBs." 


Therefore,   "keep  the  heart  with  all 
diligence,  for  out  of  1(  are  the  iasuea 
of  life."     Perhaps  that  is  where  Burns 
diaoovered    the    truth    which    he    thus 
orystalisee: 
"The  heart's  aye  the  part  aye 
That  maks  us  right  or  wrang." 
At  any  rate,  Ood  places  faith  in  the 
'iieart.  not  in  the  head.     He  makes  it 
a  matter  of  emotion  and  will,  rather 
than  a  matter  of  intellect  and  indif- 
ference. That  seems  to  be  the  trouble 
with   the   theories  of  many  scientists, 
philosophers   and  theologians.     Their 
theories  do  not  get  beyond  the  head. 
This  may  help  us  to  understand  more 
dearljr  the  words  of  Ood.     "He  that 
beUeveth'.  .  .  shall  be  saved,   but  he 
that  belleveth  not  shall  be  damned" 
(Mark  l«:ie).     "He  that  belleveth  U 
not  condemned,  but  he  that  belleveth 
not     is    condemned    already"     (John 
3:18).      "Believe    on     the   Lord  Jesue 
Chriat.  and     thou     sbalt     be     saved' 
(Aou  11:31).     "If  ye  believe  not,  ye 
shall  die  In  your  sins"  (John  8::24). 

Comment  on  these  answers  or  state- 
ments is  unnecessary.  They  are  all 
expressed  in  short,  simple  Anglo- 
Saxon-  words  which  "the  wayfaring 
man.  though  a  fool,  may  not  err 
therein." 

When  we  compare  these  and  simi- 
lar answers  which  men  give  and  God 
gives  to  this  vital  question,  we  are 
Impressed  with  the  speculation  and 
uncertainty  In  the  one  case  and  the 
categorical  certainty  in  the  others. 

3.  The  effects  of  these  two  claaaes 
of  answers. 

What  a  Man  BcUevca  '  "  *" 
In  a  general  way,  we  can  say  there 
are  some  things  concerning  which  it 
makes  little  or  no  difference  what  a 
man  believes.  It  makes  little  differ- 
ence whether  we  believe  Mars  is  in< 
habited  or  no.  It  makes  Uttle  dif- 
ference whether  we  beUeve  Bacon 
wrote  the  plays  of  Shakespeare  or  no. 
But  if  our  beliefs  touch  our  hearts  aa 
well  as  our  heads — i.e.,  if  our  beliefs 
are  not  mere  opinions — which,  like 
the  nigger's  principles,  can  be 
changed — but  convictions,  then  it 
surely  makes  a  difference  what  we 
believe. 

Look  at  the  effects  of  man's  an- 
swers— that  is,  the  answers  of  those 
who  have  abandoned  faith  in  Christ 
and  we  seer  It  made  Huxley  Bneerar 
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For  Beauty's  Sake

It  made  Ger- 
many— after  she  dbnied  the  faith  of 
Luther — a  very  pariah  among  the 
nations  of  the  earth,  and  two  years 
ago  ended  In  her  complete  over- 
throw. It  has  created  and  is  creat- 
ing the  awful  unrest  in  the  world  to- 
day. These  are  some  of  the  effects 
which  man's  i^nswer  to  this  question 
is  producing. 

Effoctfl  of  God's  Answer 
Look  at  the  effects  of  Qod's  answer 
to  this  question.  He  says:  "These 
signs  shall  follow  them  that  believe. 
In  Jljf  name  they  shall  cast  out  devils 
.  .  .  They  shall  lay  hands  on  the 
«lck  and  they  shall  recover''  (Matt. 
16:17.18).  It  was  Ood's  answer  which 
made  Howard  reform  the  prisons, 
Wllberforce  set  the  slaves  free,  and 
Livingstone  to  heal  the  open  kore  of 
Africa.  It  was  this  faith  which  drove 
the  Pilgrim  Fathers  across  the  Atlan- 
tic to  lay  the  foundations  of  the 
United  States  of  America-  This  an- 
swer puts  Iron  into  the  blood  and 
gives  men  vision,  strength  and 
courage. 

It  makes  all  the  difference  In  the 
world  what  a  man  believes.  Young 
man,rit  will  make  this  difference  to 
you,  whether  you  are  to  be  a  thing 
or  a  man. 

Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  you  will  be-  somebody  and  do 
wonders. 

When  Professor  Simpson  was  leav- 
ing the  chair  of  gynecology  In  Edin- 
burgh University  he  said  in  his  vale- 
dictory address  at  convocation:  "1 
know  not  hito  what  depths  of  pessim- 
ism I  would  have  sunk  bad  It  not 
been  that  ere  the  dew  of  youth  had 
passed  from  me  I  made  friends  with 
the  sinless  Son  of  Man."  He  ^ad 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  and  be  did  cast 
out  devils  and  laid  his  hands  on  the 
sick  and  they  recovered.  Young  man, 
"Qo  and  do  thou  likewise!" 

A  Trip  to  tho  Moon^ 

It  has  often  enough  been  pointed 
out  that  an  express  train  running  flO 
miles  per  hour  for  24  hours  per  day 
would  require  no  leas  than  five 
months  to  reach  the  moon.  This 
comparison,  of  course,  dates  back  to 
a  time  when  the  60-mile  train  was  the 
last  word  in  earthly  speed,  if  we 
bring  it  up  ip  dateTby  substituting  the 
IBO-mile  airplane  we  may  cut  to  a 
mere  sixty  days  the  time  of  our  hypo- 
thetical Journey  through  space  to  our 
nearest  neighbor.  A  projectile  travel- 
lnr*at  a  uniform  rate  of  one  mile  per 
second — a  speed  which  was  ap- 
proached closely  enough  by  the  Ger- 
man 70-mile  gun  to  make  it  appear 
quite  certain  that  It  is  practical  from 
the  artillerist's  viewpoint — ^would 
reach  the  moon  In  from  two  and  a 
half  to  three  days,  aooordlng  to  the 
position  of  our  satellite  with  reference 
to  the  earth.

On  Sunday  laat  Rev.  J.  L.  Batty 
preached  both  morninir  o-nd  evenlna. 
His  subject  was  "Curlosify  a  Bless- 
ing."

3«:  "And  he  asked  what  it 
meant,  and  they  told  him  that  Jeaus 
of  Naxarcth^asseth  by."  Here  Is  an 
Instance  of  "a  blind  man's  curiosity." 
When  he  heard  u  multitude  passintf 
by  "he  asked  what  it  meant?"  There 
are  two  kinds  of  curleslty,  one  kind 
prys  Into  other  people's  business,  and 
into  things  that  are  unprofitable. 
There  is  another  kind  that  ia  to  be 
commended-'it  In  the  curiosity,  that 
leads  us  to  search  after  knowledge. 
This  blind  man  was  curious  to  know 
what  was  going  on.  He  waa  a  search* 
•r  after  knowledge.  He  was  neither 
deaf  nor  dumb,  so  he  made  use  of 
his  ears,  and  his  tongue.  When  he 
heard  the  tramp  of  many  feet  he  was 
curious  to  know  "What  it  meant."  He 
could  not  see,  but  be  could  hear. 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  was  passing  by, 
and  this  was  his  opportunity.  Ue 
did  not  fall  to  Improve  it. 

Christianity  has  in  it  something  for 
suffering  people.  When  you  look 
around,  you  see  what  it  is  doing  for 
the  world.  Yet  there  Is  much  to  be 
done.  Why  is  so  much  space  devoted 
in  Our  papers  to  sports  and  pleasures? 
Is  it  not  because  the  public  demand 
It?  and  the  editor  is  therefore  the 
personal  expresaien  of  publle~  opin- 
ion.

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Typical  Farming  on 
Outskirts  of  the  City 

Dairyman,  Who  Leases  Dean  Farm  on  Richmond 

Road,  Qives  Recorti  of  This  Ytfar's  Harvest, 

and  Reasons  for  Preferring  Farmer's 

Life  Near  Victoria 


Th*  recent  heavy  and  ttnturual  ralna 
have  brourht  to  the  notice  of  tVe 
public  the  plight  of  many  farmery 
Of  the  Province,  Including  noma  In 
khe  neighboring  municipality  Of 
Saanlch.  who  were  caught  with  part 
of  their  grain  crops  in  the  field,  and 
some  of  whom  have  iiuatained  a  aer- 
ious  loaa.  These  untimely  ralna, 
)U>wevf!r,  early  a«  they  were,  were 
■till  too  late  to  harm  the  majority 
of  the  farm'^ra  who  arc  carrying  on 
agricultural  operationa  In  the  Im- 
mediate vicinity  of  thla  city:  and 
^hereby  hanga  the  atory  which  la 
presented   herewith. 

That  atory  purporta  to  be  a  brief 
report  of  the  results  of  this  year's 
farming  on  a  7S-acre  leased  farm, 
on  .the  Richmond  Road,  Juat  outside 
the  city  limits.  It  is  questionable 
whether  the  average  citizen  of  Vic- 
toria realizes  the  extent  to  which 
farming,  on  a  considerable  scale,  la 
conducted  on  lands  within  easy 
walking  dlatance  of  the  outer  ter- 
.  minala  of  several  of  the  city  street 
oar  lines.  Nevertheless,  this  re- 
minder of  the  pioneer  days  of  the 
city,  this  rerolnlsosnoS  of  the  tlmea 
when  Victoria  was  not  much  more 
than  an  isolated  village  on  an  Isolated 
Island,  still  survivea  to  remind  the 
newer  town  that  It  remains  the  cen- 
ter and  distributing  point  of  a  con- 
siderable agricultural  trade.  The 
considered  policy  of  The  Colonist  U 
to  promote  by  all  legitimate  pub- 
licity the  rural  development  of  the 
city's    environs;     and    this    policy,    to 


to  tha  major  part  of  the  Saanlch 
Peninsula.  Itself  climatically  favored 
beyond  what  most  of  the  I»(and  rjin 
boast  of;  while  It  la  further  true 
that  most  of  the  Island  posaeaaest  a 
climate  more  favorable  to  farming 
operations  than  that  enjoyed  by  the 
Mainland  coast  diatricts.  It  la  not 
entirely  the  purely  economic  fartor 
of  close  proximity  to  a  good  market 
which  decreea  the  continuance  of 
general  farming  In  the  very  sub- 
urbs of  this  city:  the  unique  cllmato 
of  Victoria  la  also  to  bo  taken  Into 
account    In    this    connection. 

The  variety  of  crops  grown  this 
year  on -the  Dean  farm  also  contri- 
butes to  the  representative  character 
*)f  «hi8  report.  Those  crops  com- 
prise the  normal  product  of  most  of 
that  which  la  got  from  the  Koil  by 
the  local  dairyman.  They  include, 
hay,  wheat,  oats,  field  peas,  mangcia 
and  potatoes.  The  account-s  of 
yields  obtained,  and  Receipts  from 
sales  thereof,  on  this  farm,  as  fur- 
nished herewith,  will  enable  the 
reader  to  gain  a  clear  Insight  into 
the    nature    of    the    farming    carried 


bushsl*  to  the  act*.  He  regards 
that  harvest  aa  a  convincing  testi- 
mony to  the  worth  of  hla  system  In 
th*  Fall  seeding  of  this  cjrop,  which 
la  an  important  Item  In  the  Uat  of 
dairy  fead. 

The  Dean  farm  harvested  SO  acres 
of  wheat  this  year.  The  yl«14  was 
at  the  rat*  of  40  bushels  to  the 
acre,  which  may  be  takan  as  some- 
thing bstter  than  the  avaraga  yield 
of  wheat  locally,  taking  '  one  year 
with  another.  Mr.  Wooster  says 
that  his  wheat  was  of  Una  quality, 
and  was  taken  off  the  field  and 
tbrcabed'  In  excellent  condition.  He 
sold  much  of  hla  wheat  crop  at  the 
prUse  of  $90  a  ton,  which  works  out, 
in  The  more  usual  manner  of  quota- 
tion for  grain  cropa,  at  nearly  13  a 
bushel. 

J^  very  uaeful  by-product  of  this 
wheat  crop  was  the  straw.  The  yield 
of  wheat  straw  on  the  Dean  'farm 
this  season  was  at  the  rate  of  21 
bales  to  the  "acre.  Mr.  Wooeter  sold 
this  straw  for  70  cents  a  bale.  He 
got  thlH  price  for  it  in  the  field,  and 
the  only  expense  legitimately  to  be 
charged  up  to  thin  profitable  Item 
was  that  of  th*   coat  of  baling. 

Tbo  Root  Crotw 

Another  very  profitable  and  satls- 
faotory  crop  on  the  Richmond  Iload 
farm  during  the  season  that  haa* 
Juat  parsed  wua  that  of  Fall  vetches. 
Mr.  Wooater  had  SVi  acres  of  the 
farm  Isiown  in  vetches.  The  yield 
tvos  at  ^he  rate  of  40  buaheia  to  the 
acre,  an  exceptiona/lly  good  crop  for 
this  dintrict.  Mr.  Wooster  received 
$3  a  bushel  fur  all  of  the  vetches 
lie  aoid.  He  sold  It  mostly  to  dairy- 
men of  tile  district,  who  wanted  it 
for  seed.  The  practice  is  to  sow 
the  vetches  along  with  wheat,  and 
to  take  the  resulting  crop  off  for* 
hay.     This  combination   makes  a  fine 


Threshinf  the  1920  Crop  on  the  Dctn  Farm,  Richmond  Road 
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rhlch  expression  has  been  .frequent- 
IX  given  during  the  paat  Summer,  In 
a  aeries  of  articles  on  the  various 
aspects  of  that  development,  la  con- 
tUuied   in   these   preaenta. 

The    results    obtained      this      year, 
and  here  recorded,   have   been  select- 
ed  not  on  account  of  the   magnitude 
Of   the    operation*,    nor   .teoauae    of 
any   fpmarkable   yields   of   crops;    but 
because   this    75-acre    leased    farm    Ih 
a  typical  example  of  the  almost  un- 
suspected   farmUig    which    la    carried 
on  at  the  very  gates  of  the  city.  The 
farm  referred  to  Is  known  aa  the  old 
Dean  farm,  and  has  been   leased  for 
th»    last    Ave    years    by      Mr.      Fred 
Wooster..    Mr.    Wooster    Is    mainly    a 
dairyman,  who  feeds  his  dairy  cattle 
at  hla  own  place  at  the  Willows,   at 
the    same    time    that    he    grows    hla 
grain,    hay    and    root    crops     at     the 
Dean  farm   on   the   Richmond   Road. 
Weather  Conditions 
First  of  all  It  should  be  premised 
that   the  year,    from    the   local   farm- 
er's point  of  view,  has  been  a  fairly 
good    one.     It    would    have    been    an 
exceptionally    good    one    but    for    two 
weather  conditions  that  have  marked 
the    season    now    coming    to    a    close. 
First   of  these  was   the   extreme   dry- 
ness during  the  growing  season.   The 
vital  months  of  June,  July  and  Aug- 
ust were  exceptionally   dry,   and  thla 
year's    experience    of    the    local    agri- 
culturist haa  given  point  to  the  con- 
tention   of  .the   proponents    of    Irriga- 
tion   In   the   Baanioh    Peninsula.     Sec- 
ondly,   na    has    been    said,    the    heavy 
rains  of  the  latte^  part  of  last  month 
were    both    untimely    and    unusually 
h*avy,    and    while    the    damage    from 
thin    cauae    has    not    been    widely    ex- 
tended.   It    has    been    a    very    serious 
matter  to  the   individual   farmers  af- 
fected by  It.     Ram  that  would   have 
come  as  a  boon  during  the   growing 
•cason  of  later  June,  and  all   during 
the   month  of  July,   came  as  an   un- 
mixed gnril  to  thos*  farmers  who,  for 
ono    oaas*    or    another,      had      their 
grain   Standing  shocked   In   the   fields 
in    the    latter    part    of    September. 

Thla  eituation  points  a  reference 
to  the  tuilQue  climatic  conditions  of 
Victoria  and  Us  immediate  environs. 
Owing  to  thoM  conditions  the  <rops 
In  that  area  are  from  two  to  three 
weeks  earlier  than  they  are  in  any 
other  part  of  Vancouver  Inland.  The 
comparison    may    even    be    extended 


There  are  no  bitter  frosts  to  prevent 
•arly  work  in  the  Spring,  or  late 
work  in  the  Fall.  The  local  mar- 
keta  are  extremely  accessible,  and 
the  prices  for  the  farmer's  produce 
are  as  good  as  c^n  be  found  any- 
where. He  is  a  decided  optimist  as 
to  the  futuro  of  rural  development 
in  the  environs  of  Victoria.

Small   Holdings 

That  view,  briefly  put.  Is  to  the 
effect  that  the  lands  of  th*  Saanlch 
Penlnaula  ar*  too  limited  in  extent, 
and  too  expenalve  In  cost — cost  here 
meaning  maintenance  cost  as  well  aa 
initial  cost^ — to  remain  as  a  general 
farming  district.  Mr.  Wooster  be- 
lieves the  line  of  true  development 
is  already  marked  out  in  the  in- 
creasing numbers  of  small  holdings 
that  are  coming  under  cultivation, 
either  for  fruit  growing,  or  for  soifle 
other  purpose  of  Intensive  agricul- 
ture. He  sees  In  that  movement  the 
gradual  breaklng-up  of  the  larger 
holding^:  and  he  sees  In  it  nothfhg 
ti  regret  or  to  deplore.  He  thlnka 
the  process  will  be  peaceful  and 
gradual;  will  mean  a  great  increase 
of  the  products  of  the  soil  In  the 
district;  will  reault  In  a  much  larger 
rural  and  suburban  population  of  a 
greater  Victoria;  and  will  bo  as 
much  to  the  advantage  of  those  al- 
ready living  in  the  country  as  to 
that  of  the  new  residents  to  be  ex- 
l>ected    as  a  result   of  the   expansion. 

Mr,  Wooster  givps  practical  expres- 
nlon  to  this  view  of  local  agriculture 
by   the   fact   that   he    leases  a  farm. 

He    saya    that    for    general     farming      granted    a    Mexican   nubject    to    oper-

A    lioasod   Farm 

Mr.  Wooater's  leaned  farm  con- 
tains specimens  of  almost  all  the  dif- 
ferent soils  found  In  this  part  of  the 
Island.  There  are  patches  of  clay 
soil,  a  proportion  of  the  rich  bot- 
tom land  which  can  be  seen  In 
many  Victoria  gardens,  and  also 
there  are  tracts  of  that  light,  gravelly 
land  which  has  been  found  so  ex- 
cellent for  the  purposes  of  the  local 
small-fruits  growers.  The  farm  In 
this  respect,  therefore,  is  represent- 
ative of  local  conditions,  and  can 
claim  no  special  advantages.  Nor 
are  the  results  obtained  from  it  in 
any  way  remarkable  or  unusual;  and 
that  fact  gives  the  publlcatlona  of 
thos*  r*sults  grsater  Importance 
than  would  derive  from  a  story  of 
mammoth    yields. 

Mr.  Wooster  claims  to  be  the  flirst 
farmer  In  British  Columbia  to  grow 
Fall  peas  on  anything  but  an  experi- 
mental scale.  He  is  assured  of  that 
fact  by  the  offlclals  of  the  Provincial 
Agricultural  Department,  to  whom 
he  Is  indebted  for  the  Information.

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yield    locally    as    much    as    four    tons 
to   the   acre. 

Not  ao  satisfactory  as  the  cropa 
just  mentioned  was  tho  yield  of 
potatoes  from  3  acres  of  Mr.  Woost- 
ers*  farm  this  year.  That  was  the 
entire  acreage  planted  to  potatoes  on 
the  place,  and  its  lessee  is  not  sorry 
under  th^  circumstances  that  he  had 
no  more  oY  the  land  devoted  to  that 
purpose.  The  crop  is  atill  in  the 
ground,  of  course,  but  Mr.  Wooater 
says  that  a  conservative  estimate  of 
the  produce  will  show  that  It  will 
yield  about  8  tons  to  the  acre.  On 
the  same  patch.  In  the  year  1917, 
there  was  a  yield  of  10  tons  to  the 
acre,  which  approaches  the  high 
point  in  potato  yields  for  most  parts 
of  Vancouver    Island. 

Two  acrce  of  the  farm  were  plant- 
ed out  in  mangels,  and  the  yield  of 
this  crop  was  more  than  satisfac- 
tory— It  was  excellent.  Mr.  Wooster 
says  that  he  will  harvest  36  tons  to 
tho  acre  of  these  mangels.  An  aver- 
age yield  on  the  Island  for  this  root 
crop  could  not  be  put  at  more  than 
25  ton.H  to  the  acre.  But  apparently 
the  Dean  farm  Is  especially  prollflc 
of  mangels,  for  In  1918  Mr.  Wooster 
had  a  crop  which  ^avo  a  prodpce  of 
40   tons  to  the  acre. 

The  variety  of  mangels  grown  was 
that  known  as  the  long  red  mangel. 
Many  of  them  range  In  weight  from 
10  to  2T^  pounds  apiece.  For  what 
of  his  mangel  crop  he  has  so  far 
sold  thi.-?  Fiill  Mr.  Wooater  received 
|15  a  ton.  He  considers  this  a  very 
firofltablo  crop  to  grow  in  limited 
quantitlea.  The  market  for  It  la 
confined  to  the  immediate  district; 
Its  weight  and  bulk  ^precluding  it 
from  profitable  ahlpment  to  distant 
markets.  It  Is  used  locally  mostly 
aa  a   dairy   feed. 

<)aln   and    Hay   Crops 

Of  oats  on  the  Dean  farm  this 
year  there  was  harvested  th*  pro- 
duct of  14  acres.  They  were  sown 
on  the  driest  part  of  the  farm,  and. 
in  comparison  with  some  of  the 
other  crops,  did  not  do  anything  to 
boast  of.  The  yield  was  about  40 
bu«hela  to  the  acre.  Mr.  Wooater 
sold  some  of  this  crop  laet  August 
for^|«6  a  ton.  The  price  of  oats  In 
the  local  market  has  dropped  since 
then   to   ICO  a  ton. 

The  record  of  production  on  the 
farm  la  complete  with  a  mention  of 
the  hny  crop.  Fifteen  acres  of  th* 
farm  wan  In  a  mixed  hay  crop  of 
clover  and  timothy,  which  produced 
only  a  light  yield.  The  yield  of  hay 
ran  about  three  tons  to  the  acre. 
Some  of  this  hay  was  sold  in  th* 
field,  at  the  rate  of  $37. SO  a  ton. 
The  compar.Ativflly  small  acreage  of 
the  farm  not  devoted  to  the  raising 
of  th*  crops  mentioned  was  in  pas- 
turage. 

Mr.  Wooater  saya  that  he  was  for- 
tunate In  his  harvest  weather.  He 
attributes  his  good  fortune  this  year 
to  the  fact,  already  referred  to.  that 
the  land  In  the  Immediate  vicinity  of 
Victoria  is  ready  for  harvest  some 
two  or  three  weeks  earlier  than  any 
I»ther  part  of  Vancouver  Island. 
Whatever  the  reason.  Mr.  Wooster  is 
able  to  recofd  that  not  a  drop  of 
rain  fell  upon  his  fields  from  the 
time  the  binder  was  started  until 
the  last  load  of  straw  was  taken  to 
the  barn.  He  started  threshing  en 
August  iSth,  and  the  Job  was  all 
complete  before  th*  end  of  th* 
month.  Th*  threshing  was  don*  by 
Mr.    K.   Mtcott.    of   Keating*. 

These  particulars  of  the  harvest 
taken  from  th*  Deaa  ^arm  during 
the  recent  ■•aaon  oompris*  a  typical 
record  of  much  of  th*  general  farm- 
ing carried  on  In  th*  imm«Slat*  vic- 
inity of  th*  city.  It  Is  vlv*n  h*re 
wholly  on  Its  morlts  aa  each  a  r*o* 
ord.  and  not  with  any  ld*a  of  point- 
ing the  moral  or  adorning  th*  lal* 
of  any  particular  agrlraltural  pro- 
paganda in  r**p*ct  to  thla  district. 
Romethlng.  by  way  of  coaclttMon. 
hoi^-evrr.  of  Mr.  Wooater'*  own  *1*w 
'  of  lh&   futur*   of   agrlcultar*   la   tne 


to  lease  land  than  to  own  it.  He 
thinks  the  price  of  land  too  high  to 
make  a  purchase  for  general  farming 
a  profitable  venture.  This  objection 
dnea  not  hold  to  the  same  extent  In 
th'e  case  of  sjiall  holdings,  In  his 
opinion,  and  he  sees  a  still  higher 
.standard  of  values  for  local  land  If 
Irrigation  Is  found  to  be  feasible  for 
the  district.  And  under  conditions 
of  small  holdings  and  intensive  cul- 
tivation, with  a  consequent  large  In- 
crease In  volume  of  production,  he 
holds  that  such  higher  standards  of 
value  will  be  natural  and  legitimate. 
Mr.  Wooster  prefers  the  farmer's 
life  in  this  vicinity  to  the  same  occu- 
pation In  any  other  place  of  which 
he  has  knowledge.  He  has  had  a 
long  and  Varied  experience.  He 
was  brought  up  on  his  father's  farm 
in  Buckinghamshire.  Bngland.  He 
was  a  Prairie  grain  farmer  for 
twelve  years  in  Manitoba.  He  was 
a  dairyman  at  Chlliiwack.  on  the 
Mainland  for  three  years.  He  has 
leased  the  Dean  farm,  on  the  Rich- 
mond Road,  for  the  past  five  years. 
And  he  says  that  this  la  the  beat 
place  of  all.  It  la  a  good  climate 
for  the  farmer,  he  says.  It  Js  easier 
here  than  elsewhere  both  to  work  the 
land    and    to    live    the    farmer's    life.

"Correct  designing,  good     workman- 
ship  and    honest    selection    of    mater- 
ials, combine   to  produce  efficiency  in 
operation   and    economy      in    upkeep, 
and   the   ships   built  .on    these   princi- 
ples  will    have   a   useful    life     of     at 
leant  thirty  years."

To  the  Arctic  and  Return 


Captain  Whitlam,  of  Power  Schooner  Ruby,  Now 

Here,  Says  He  Made  Trip  to  Her^hel  and 

Bailey  Islands  Faster  Than  It  Has 

Ever  Been  Done  Before

SEATTLE,    Sept.    30. — The    former 
torpedo  «  boat      destroyer      0oldsbor- 

ough,  which  was  built  on  the  Wil- 
lamette early  In  the  present  century, 
has  found  a  resting  place  at  the 
bottom  of  Puget  Sound.  The  vessel, 
sold  some  time  ago  to  Seattle  Junk 
dealers,  was  stripped  of  everything 
movable,  and  then  disposed  of  to  a 
syndicate  of  "movie"  operators 
whose  purpose  was  to  manipulate  her 
for  film  purposes,  and  to  this  end 
she  was  being  towed  across  the 
Hound  from  Bremerton  to  Salmon 
Bay  behind  th^  little  gas  tug  Wol- 
verine. When  about  a  mile  off  the 
entrance  to  the  L^ke  Wa.shlngton 
ship  canal  a  squall  came  up  during 
which  the  Goldsborough  went  to 
the  bottom.  As  a  naval  craft  the 
(loldsborough  was  'long  since  pro- 
nounced  a   complete   failure. 


The  record  for  the  fastest  trip  ever 
made  to  Herschel  or  Bailey  Island 
is  claimed  by  Captain  Whitlam  for 
the  power  schooner  Ituby,  which 
reached  Victoria  a  few  days  ago  from 
the  Arctic,  "l  beat  all  others  by  at 
least  a  week,"  he  states. 

The  Ituby,  whlcii  is  only  a  llttls 
over  130  feet  In  lentsth  and  Is  e«iuip- 
ped  with  a  1^0-IiurMepower  engine, 
using  di.stlllate  fuel,  left  V'anttouver 
on  July  1  thJM  .Summer.  On  her  re- 
turn she  reached  the  Ogden  I'olnt 
docks  here  in  the  early  morning;  of 
.September   ITi. 

Capt.  Whitlam  attrll>utes  the  fa^t 
pasnage  Ibis  year  to  the  ice  condi- 
tions. While  new  ice  was  encoufit- 
ered  continuously,  yet  pa.st  Ca|)e  Bar- 
row there  was  nothing  to  trouble  the 
vessel.  "We  encountered  a  great  deal 
of  fo;,'  thl.s  year,  more  than  I  have 
ever  seen  before,  but. We  maintained 
!i  ilouble  watch  on  the  fo'c'.stle  head, 
and   kept   running  night   and  day." 

Last  year  Capt.  Whitlam  made  the 
Journey  to  ller.schel  Island  In  the 
Mender  Bros.,  und  as  be  did  not  leav<> 
the  south  until  .luly  :iO  he  ran  into 
heavy  ice.  Lu<'kily,  be  says,  there 
was  sutnclent  wind  at  that  time  to 
make  the  use  of  the  .sails  possible, 
but  even  with  the  canvas  and  the 
engines  pushing  the  schooner  forward 
she  barely  moved  through  the  ice. 
"If  the  wind  had  failed  we  would 
have  been  there  for  the  winter,"  de- 
clares Capt.  Whitlam,  speaking  of 
last  year's  voyage.  He  succeeded  In 
Kclling  out,  and  wa.s  held  up  at  Nome 
for  some  consJderaJ)le  time  for  dis- 
tillate, which  could  not  be  loaded 
owing    to    the    rough    weather. 

Thl.'t  year  thtre  Was  no  such  delay, 
as  the  fuel  was  .sliipi)ed  lo  Akutaii. 
a  Kood  harbor,  arnl  loaded  there  with- 
out trouble.  That  was  the  only  place 
that  the  tanks  were  replenished  dur- 
ing  the    long   trip. 

Went   Farther   Ka.st 
The   Ruby  went  over  300   miles  far- 
ther  east    than   the    Bender   Bros,    did 
last   year. 

The  Kuby's  engines  was  used  all 
the  way  north,  but  on  the  return  run 
the  sails  were  in  use  all  the  way. 
Power  was  used  part  of  the  time,  but 
when  the  wind  was  driving  the  ves- 
sel faster  than  the  engine  cou'i.'  turn 
over  it  was  found  necessary  to  throv/ 
out  the  clutch  and  let  ne  three- 
bladed    propeller    run    Idle. 

The  Uuby  was  ch.irtered  this  year 
by  the  Hudson'.-^  Bay  Company  to 
larr^'  supi)lles  to  Herschel  and  Bailey 
Islands  and  to  bring  back  the  sea- 
son's catch  of  furs.  The  power 
schooner  Is  owned  by  the  KusUcAiuIni 
Fl.shing  &  Trading  Company  of  .Seat- 
iii'.  'I'he  lieiider  liro.s.,  of  the  same 
firm,  made  the  trip  for  the  Hud.son's 
liay  t!oinpany  la.-^l  season.  The  Bon- 
der Bros.,  although  n  smaller  vessel. 
Is  cajiable  of  about  the  same  speed  aa 
the  Ruby. 

Capt.  Whitlam  has  been  running 
to  the  Arctic  for  the  past  ten  year.s. 
The  Ksklmos,  he  states,  are  getting 
very  independent  through  having 
gathered  fortunes  In  skins.  They  v.o 
longer  wish  to  work,  and  when  pre- 
vailed upon  to  do  so,  ask  om  ^dollar 
an   hour  for   their   labors. 

The  Ruby  picked  up  reindeer  car- 
casses at  Point  Barrow  and  conveyed 
them  to  Herschel  Island,  where  they 
were  put  Into  cold  storage,  and  will 
be  used  as  food  by  the  inhabitants  of 
the   northern    posts. 

Oipt.  Whitlam  heard  from  the 
Teddy  Bear,  Bernard's  ship,  which  at- 
tempted to  make  the  passage  from 
west  to  east  along  the  top  of  the  con- 
tinent. He  failed  in  his  attempt,  but 
gathered  a  cargo  of  curios  and  skins. 
The  Teddy  Bear  was  In  Coronation 
Gulf  off  the  mouth  of  the  Coppermine 
River  when  Capt,  Whitlam  heard 
from  him. 

Knew  He  Couldn't  Make  It 
"I  knew  he  couldn't  make  the  pan-

Capt.    Whitlam;  In    refe>tir 


trip  across  from  east  to  west  because 
he  had  the  current  with  him.  The 
Teddy  Bear  had  not  power  enough  to 
buck  this  current  and  get  through 
the  Ice.  The  only  way  that  passage 
can  be  made  Ui  to  drift  through 
with   the' ice." 

JOver  since  Stefansson  was  In  the 
north,  sjtys  Capt.  Whitlam,  there  has 
been  a  bunch  of  would-be  e.xplorers 
there.  Scientists  of  all  varieties  are 
found.  Capt.  Whitlam  has  no  par- 
ticular desire  to  take  up  this  explor- 
'"»  ganje  himself.  He  has  been 
caught  In  the  ice  In  past  years,  ami 
on  one  occasion  was  forced  to  saw 
a  passage  through  the  ice  for  three 
miles   to   .St.    Alichael'fl. 

There    have    been    no    serious   «hlp- 
plng  losses  in  the  far  north  this  year, 
states    Capt.    Whitlam.      A    number    of 
vessels   were  lost  last  season. 
May    !*<•    Chartered 

The  Ruby  is  still  lying  at  the  Ogden 
I'olnt  piers.  Her  <'rew  has  been  paid 
olT.  Negotiations  are  under  way  for 
th«  cbarteiing  of  the  ves.sel.  If  the 
Ituby  is  not  chartered  .it  present  she 
will  have  her  dlstillaie-burnlng  engine 
replaced  with  on'e  working  on  the 
seml-diesel  principle  and  burning  oil. 
Tills  would  be  cheaper  to  operate  and 
the  fuel  would  not  be  consumed  so 
rapidly. 

This  l.s  the  last  year  that  the  Kus- 
ko<iuim  boats  will  be  chartered  by  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company,  which  now 
has  a  vessel  building  In  Vancouver 
for    use    next    year. 

The  Herman,  Capt.  Petersen,  of  San 
Francisco,  is  In  the  north  this  year 
on  a  whaling  expedition.

Scores  Are  Drowned  or.  Killed 
and  Many  Injured  as  Storm 
Sweeps.  Land — Great  Prop-

Speaking  of  the  operation  of  a  ves- 
sel in  the  Arctic  water.s.  Capt.  Whit- 
lam says:  "It  isn't  what  you  know, 
but  wliat  experience  you  have  had 
that  fits  you  for  this  work.  You 
don't  navigate  the  Arctic  seas  in  the 
ordinary  sense  of  the  word.  There 
is  no  opportunity  to  tal?8  observations. 
You  navigate  with  a  lead  line.  The 
main  thing,"  he  says.  "Is  to  keep  in 
shallow  water.  The  Ruby  draws  only 
twelve  feet  fully  loaded.  In  shallow 
water,  he  claims,  "the  heavy  Arctic 
Ice  Is  not  met  with.  The  big  bergs 
run  aground.  The  lifeboats  are  slung 
out  away  from  the  ship  and  contain 
food  and  supplies.  It  the  ship  shpuld 
get  pinched  and  sink,  the  crew  would 
take  to  the  Ice  with  the  boats.  The 
men  would  be  divided  into  parties 
and  would  make  their  way  to  shore, 
pulling  the  lifeboats  over  the  ice,  and 
using  them  when  open  stretches  of 
water  were  encountered.  I  always 
carry  a  year's  supplies  when  I  go  into 
the  Arctic,"  stated  Capt.  Whitlam. 


TOKIO,  Oct.  2. — Scores  of  persons 
liave  lost  their  lives  and  widespread 
property  damage  has  been  done^by  a 
typhoon  which  struck  the  eastern 
coast  of  Japan  today. 

The  storm  centred  around  Yoko- 
hama, where  forty-four  Japanese 
were  drowned  or  killed  by  falling 
walls,  and  120  were  injured  serlouslv. 
.Seventy-three  houses  were  destroyed, 
forty-eight  badly  damaged,  and  six 
thousand   flooded. 

— Thousands  of   houses  were    flooded    - 
In  Toklo  and  five  persons  were  killed. 

Reports  from  the  provinces  state 
that  many  have  been  drowned,  and 
sixteen  having  perished  In  a  village 
in   the   prefecture  of  Ibaraji.

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VANCOUVER,  Oct.  2.— Pas«engera 
arriving  yesterday  morning  on  the 
l.'nlon  sa.  Company's  steamer 
Chelohsln.  report  that  when  they 
were  at  Bwan.son  Bay  early  Wednes- 
day morning  the  Prince  Rupert  wa» 
not  then  very  deep.  The  ship  lay 
.tt  half-tide  slightly  down  at  the 
head.  She  was  by  the  south  end  of 
the  Paper  Company's  wharf,  beside 
a  scow  gridiron,  and  her  nose  was 
shoved    to   the   bank. 

They  report  that  the  accident  oc- 
curred In  a  thick  fog.  The  Prince 
Rupert  had  been  to  the  Swanson 
Bay  wharf  and  headed  north  for 
Prince  Rupert.  A  short  distance  from 
Swanson  Bay  northward  Khuts  In- 
let opena  up  and  trends  eastward. 
The  north  side  of  this  Inlet  projects 
out  Into  Tolmie  Channel  and  is 
known  as  Khuis  .  Polnr.  A  strong 
tide  sweeps  Inward  toward  the  point 
at  certain  periods.  It  is  believed 
that  the  Prince  Rupert  went  north 
on  the  east  side  of  Tolmlo  Channel 
and  bore  too  close  to  the  point.  The 
tide  gripped  her  and  swung  her  in, 
and  the  fog  concealed  the  danger 
until  too  late  to  avert  the  accident. 

On  Thursday  Capt.  C.  H.  Nichol- 
son, general  manager  of  the  com- 
pany, stated  that  the  vessel  was  sub- 
merged to  the  wheclhouse  at  high 
tide.  The  Chelohsln  paMengers,  who 
saw  her  on  Wednesday  morning,  six 
hours  after  the  accident,  state  she 
was  high  at  half  tide.  As  the  bank 
la  very  shelving  it  is  thought  she 
must  have  slipped  down  into  some- 
what deeper  water. 


SEATTLE.  Oct.  2.— Edward  Hub- 
bard, air  pilot  and  mail  carrier,  has 
secured  a  contract  with  the  Govern- 
ment to  carry  mail  by  airpUne  from 
Seattle  to  Victoria.

arlea  and  in  construction,  and  a  con- 
stant tight  has  to  be  waged*  to  keep 
Nature  from  getting  the  upper  hand 
even  now. 

The  valley  had  the  usual  fault, 
from  a  power  engineer's  point  of 
view,  where  heavy  rainfall  is  com- 
bined with  a  very  high  head,  of  "run- 
ning off"  too  fluickly.  There  Were  no 
lakes  to  hold  the  water  back,  and  as 
fast  as  it  reached  the  streams  it 
rushed  olT  to  the  sea  at  express 
speed.  So  lakes  must  be  made,  and 
two  great  dams  were  built;  one,  a 
huge  bank  of  earth,  forming  Bear 
Lake,  the  other,  built  later,  a  magni- 
ficent example  of  reinforced  concrete 
work,  890  feet  long  and  126  feet  high, 
called  the  Jordan  River  Dam.  More 
than  five  miles  of  flume  connect  these 
large  reservoir  lakes*  with  a  smaller 
lake,  known  to  engineers  as  a  balanc- 
ing reservoir,  at  the  head  of  the  pipe- 
line which  conveys  the  water  to  the 
power-house.  This  lake  had  also  to 
be  made,  the  location  for  it  being 
found  on  a  saddle  between  two  hills 
1,100  feet  above  the  sea  and  400  feet 
above  the  river  bed.  Two  dams  bad 
to  be  built  for  this  lake  alone,  and 
though  they  are  not  by  any  means 
such  great  works  as  the  other  two 
dams  referred  to  above,  some  idea  of 
the  magnitude  of  the  works  aa  a 
whole  will  be  obtained  when  it  is 
realized  that  these  two  "small"  dams 
are  each  over  600  feet  long  and  35 
feet  high.  The  flume  which  connects 
this  reservoir  with  the  lakes  above  ia 
also  of  great  interest.  Carrying  a 
stream  of  water  6  feet  wide  and  from 
4  to  6  feet  deep,  it  follows  the  moun- 
tain side  from  the  base  of  the  great 
concrete  dam  to  the  upper  end  of  the 
reservoir.  It  is  supported  on  trestle 
bents  of  timber,  and  is  the  portion  of 
the  work  iirhich  requires  the  most 
careful  attention,  especially  in  Winter 
time,  when  the  flume  is  practically  in 
continuous  danger  from  washing  out 
by  the  rushing  mountain  streams 
which  cross  its  path.  To  partly  guard 
against  the  danger  of  a  complete  shut- 
down from  this  cause,  several  branch 
flumea  have  been  built  below  the 
points  of  principal  danger,  ao  that 
should  a  wash-out  occur,  water  could 
be  obtained  to  run  the  plant  for  a 
short  time  from  some  of  the  streams 
mentioned,  until  such  time  as  the 
storage  lakes  could  be  again  con- 
nected. Townsfolk  who  all  through 
the  Winter  depend  on  the  reliability 
of  the  lighting  system,  and  feel  they 
have  cause  for  complaint  id  even  an 
occasional  "blink"  disturbs  the  peace- 
ful regularity  of  their  lives,  little 
realise  the  constant  waAchfulneas  re- 
quired to  keep  them  in  such  comfort. 
Perhaps  had  they  only  once  had  the 
task  of  "patrolling  the  flume"  on  a 
day  when  frost  and  sleet  had  done 
their  worst,  and  made  the  wall<ing  of 
the  narrow  plank  over  the  water  a 
most    nerve-racking    piece    of    work.

their  appreciation  of  the  dilhculties 
involved  Itr  maintaining  a  great  power 
plant  would  go  up  a  good  many  de- 
grees. And,  perhaps,  the  question  of 
"the  seven-cent  fare"  would  be  looked 
at  from  another  point  of  view. 

We  have  been  rather  full  in  our 
description  of  these  two  power  plants, 
because  they  have  a  special  Interest 
for  Victoria  people,  and  we  suppose 
the  great  majority  of  our  readera  will 
be  found  among  the  residents  of  that 
city.  And  the  Coldstream  plant  has 
a  special  interest  of  its  own  in  being 
the  first  "hydro"  built  on'\he  Island, 
as  stated  above. 

Piuitledgo  River 

The  other  plant  to  which  we  re- 
ferred at  the  beginning  ajs  one  of  the 
three  large  ones  in  operation  on  the 
Island  at  the  present  time,  is  that 
located  on  the  Puntledge  Briver,  near 
Courtenay.  B.  C.    It  is  a  very  different 


development  from  the  two  already 
described,  the  difference  lying  in  the 
method  of  using  the  water,  this  plant 
having  "turbines"  iujstead  of  Impulse 
water-wheela  of  tho  Pelton  type.  The 
fundamental  difference  between  the 
two  types  was  described  in  a  pre- 
vious article.  Working  under  a  "head" 
of  275  feet,  which  fall  is  developed 
in  a  distanae  of  over  two  miles,  the 
pipe-line,  to  the  uninitiated,  is  not 
nearly  so  impressive  as  those  of  the 
other  two  plants,  which  make  their 
high  falls  down  very  steep  mountain 
sides.*  The  size,  however,  of  this  one. 
is  certainly  impressive,  the  main  pipe, 
or  penstock,  as  the  engineer  terms  It, 
being  for  a  considerable  part  of  the 
distance,  8  feet  in  diameter.  But  the 
same  sense  of  pow^er  Inhabits  the 
power-house,  the  roar  of  tho  water 
deafens  one,  and  to  "whisper"  to  the 
friend  accompanying  on  the  tour  of 
inspection,  the  full  power  of  the 
lungs  Is  reciuired.  Over  nine  thou- 
sand  horse-power  is  developed  here, 
and  ^here  la  water  for  considerable 
expansion.  Most  cf  the  power  ia 
used  to  run  the  mines  of  the  Canadian 
Collieries,  Ltd.,  at  Cumberland,  and 
power  is  also  transmitted  to  Courie- 
nay  and  Union  Bay. 

The  three  plants  thus  described, 
while  developing  a  total  of  about 
35,000  horse-power,  owing  to  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  demand  for 
power,  do  not  far  exceed  the  present 
requirements,  and  if  the  expansion 
of  16  or  20  yeara  ago  is  to  be  taken 
OS  any  criterion  of  tho  possible  ex- 
pansion of  the  future  demand,  the 
existing  plants,  even  when  built  up 
to  the  full  capacity,  which  will  repre- 
sent a  total  of  perhaps  another  16,000 
horse-power,  would  not  come  any- 
where near  filling  the  requirements. 
I'ower  Is  now  used'in  many  spheres 
where  It  was  not  dreamt  of  10  years 
aKo.  It  is  becoming  not  uncommon 
to  find  farms  run  by  electricity — - 
even  tho  milkijig  being  managed  by 
the  same  ubiquitous  current,  and  ap- 
parently entirely  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  dairyman's  herds  of  cows. 

And  if.  In  the  future,  it  becomes 
possible  economically  to  use  electric 
power  for  the  heating  of  dwelling 
houses,  as  well  as  what  is  a  present 
actuality,  electric  cooking  for  the 
home,  in  addition  to  the  multiplicity 
of  minor  uses,  such  as  vacuum  clean- 
ers, electric  irons,  washing  machines 
— if.  in  fact,  the  electric  current  be- 
comes as  common  and  as  general  In 
Its  usefulness  as  the  water  supply  Is 
at  presenf,  we  may  look  for  vast  de- 
velopments In  our  potential  powers 
at  preaent  lying  undeveloped.  A  huge 
net  work  would  be  the  only  logical 
answer  to  such  an  opportunity,  and 
we  do  not  doubt  but  tAat  the  oppor- 
tunity will  arise.  A  net  work  em- 
bracing the  present  powers,  with 
others  linked  up  as  occasion  required, 
and  a  sound  business  policy  reaching 
out  to  new  uses  and  ever-extending 
demands. 

,  Another  possibility  also  opens  up. 
which  cannot  be  fully  dlocussed  here. 
It  is  a  matter  of  general  agreenjent, 
that  am  regards  city  and  suburbaa 
transportation,  we  are  present  in  an 
era  of  change.  Everywhere  trans- 
portation companies  are  finding  It 
necessary  to  increase  rates,  and  it  ,is 
almost  Impossible  to  obtain  money 
for  construction  purposes  on  a  utility 
of  this  kind.  The  reason  Is  not  far 
to  seek,  and  the  answer  to  the  prob- 
lem will  be  found,  we  feeU  not  In 
any  policy  of  retrenchment  sm  tar  •« 
power  plants  go,  but  in  taking  tha 
lead  along  the  line  of  progreaa  which 
is  gradually  being  pointed  to  mora 
and  more  clearly.  There  will,  no 
doubt,  be  much  reluctance,  at  first, 
on   the  part     of     the     tranaportatien

NANAIMO.  Oct.  2. — In  rebuttal  of 
the  charges  made  against  Mr.  Lants 
and  t,he  Nanooso-Welllngton  Collier- 
ies Company  by  Mr.  Floyd,  the  late 
manager,  on  the  Imsis  of  which  the 
G.W.V.A.  branch  endorsed  the  latter 
and  called  upon  the  G.VV.V.  Associa- 
tion for  their  support,  &lr.
